Pontiac, Mich. — A mystery witness 


studied three New Jersey men for 85 
minutes Saturday trying to determine if 
they were the same men he said he saw 
kidnap former Teamsters boss James R. 
Hoffa last July. 


Federal authorities refused to say if the 


identification was made, but the New 
Jersey trio was not held. 


The court-ordered identification lineup 


at Oakland County Jail was delayed for 
more than two hours after scuffling broke 
out between federal marshals and the three 
New Jersey suspects. 


U.S. Attorney Ralph Guy Jr. said the 


three men, Salvatore Briguglio, 47, of 
Paramus, his brother Gabriel, 38, of Union 
City, and Thomas A. Andretta, also 38, of 
Hasbrouck Heights, were arrested on 
charges of refusing to obey a court order. 


Cooperated Fully 
The government, Guy said, will dismiss 


the charges Monday because the trio 
cooperated fully in the lineup after the in- 
itial scuffling. The arrests came after the 
attorney for the three tried to bring video- 
tape equipment into the lineup room. 
Government investigators blocked the 
attempt. 


Federal Court Judge James P. Churchill 


ordered the lineup after the mystery 
witness said he watched as Hoffa was ab- 
ducted July 30 from outside a suburban 
Detroit restaurant. 


Government prosecutors said last week 


the Briguglio brothers and Andretta were 
identified by a second mystery witness as 
active participants in the abduction and 
murder of Hoffa. 


Salvatore Briguglio was described as an 


associate of Anthony (Tony Pro) Proven- 
zano, a former New Jersey Teamsters of- 
ficials and one of three men Hoffa said he 
planned to meet for lunch the day he 
vanished. 


Guy told newsmen the government will 


take the results of the identification lineup 
to a federal grand jury probing the Hoffa 
case. Bat he refused to go into details on 
the information obtained at the lineup.

Take me as a case in point. Before 


becoming boring, I was bored. Years ago, 
when my newsmagazine arrived each 
week, I zealously zipped through the sec- 
tions that interested me.

"The World" section. Ordinarily, "later" 
never came. Over the years this caused me 
to accumulate an enormous burden of 
guilt. I felt an obligation to know what's 
going on in the whole world, but I couldn't 
make myself do what my conscience told 
me I should do. 


Give Yourself Totally 
Then I learned a trick Martin Buber 


taught me. Do not withhold yourself, he

said, but give yourself totally to whatever 
task is before you, and the intensity of the 
experience will release hidden sources of 
energy. Actually, that's not exactly what he 
said, but that's the way I translated it for 
my own purposes. 


The lesson took. I became interested in 


Israel and Egypt, the Philippines, Korea, 
South Africa, what have you. No longer 
was I bored by foreign news, but I did 


become a bore. At dinner parties, while 
everyone else was preoccupied with the 


outcome of a love triangle in the 
neighborhood, I wanted to talk about the 
three forces struggling for the control of 
Angola. 


Sydney, Australia (AP) — Radio reports 


monitored today in Australia said Indone- 
sian paratroopers and amphibious troops 
had stormed into Dili, the capital of Por- 
tuguese Timor, and captured the city. 


The Australian foreign ministry said its 


information indicated the broadcasts from 
Dili about an Indonesian invasion of the 
Portuguese territory were basically correct 
but it had no further details. 


In Jakarta, Indonesia, a foreip office 


spokesman said authorities were studying 
the reports and a public statement would 
be made soon. "We are waiting for more 
reports to come in and for the moment 
there is nothing we can say," the 
spokesman added. 


Portuguese Timor, about 200 miles north 


of Australia, is on the eastern half of the 
island and the western section is part of In- 
donesia. 


Reports of the invasion came from a 


radio station operated by Fretilin — the 
leftist Revolutionary Front for Indepen- 
dent East Timor. 


Fretilin, which has been fighting a 


bloody civil war since mid-August with 
other local factions that want union with 
Indonesia, declared the colony an indepen- 
dent republic Nov. 28. 


The Fretilin broadcasts, monitored by 


the Australian Broadcasting Commission 
from Australia's northernmost city of 
Darwin, said Indonesian warships began 
shelling Fretilin-held Dili at 4:30 a.m.local 
time. A parachute drop and an amphibious 
assault by 1,000 troops followed at 
daybreak, the commission said the broad- 
casts reported. 


The Dili radio reports, according to the 


Australian monitors, said the Fretilin 
troops occupying Dili offered no resistance 
and were withdrawing to the hills. 


Portugal has declared its intention to 


liberate the colony and last week two 
groups opposing Fretilin — the Timorese 
Democratic Union (UDT) and Apodeti par- 
ry — pledged to integrate the colony with 
Indonesia. 


In Washington, a State Dept. 


spokesman said: "We've seen the reports. 
The question of Portuguese Timor's future 
status is a matter for the parties concerned 
— Portugal, Indonesia, Australia and the 
people of Portuguese Timor." 


He said he had no information about the 


reported paratrooper landings.

No. Yietss No Americans lit Prisons 


Paris (UPI) — North Vietnam Saturday 


released to the United States the ashes of 
the last three known bodies of U.S. ser- 
vicemen killed in North Vietnam and told a 
congressional delegation there are no 
Americans left in Vietnamese prisons. 


The North Vietnamese ambassador told 


newsmen release of the bodies was a 
gesture of friendship because North Viet- 
nam "wants not only relations with the 
United States but friendly relations." 


The move came during an extraordinary 


aVhour meeting between North Viet- 
namese embassy officials and members of 
a U.S. congressional special committee on 
American servicemen missing in Vietnam. 


Rep. G. V. Montgomery, D-Miss., who 


headed the 12-member U.S. delegation, 
told reporters outside the embassy: 


"Every American military and civilian 


held prisoner during the war years has 
been released. They (the North Viet- 
namese) said they hold no Americans as 
prisoner. 


"The North Vietnamese said they were 


releasing the three bodies as a token of 
friendship to the American people to end 
the anguish of the families." 


Rep. Paul McCloskey, R-Cal. said, "We 


could not have asked for any more 
friendship, warmth and candor. 


"They took the first step in releasing 


these three bodies and gave us the promise 
the search would continue for any other 
remains," he said. 


No Other Bodies 


But other congressmen said the North 


Vietnamese indicated they did not believe 
any other bodies ever would be found 
except perhaps those of two Marines killed 
April 30 as the Americans pulled out of 
Saigon. 


The North Vietnamese do not regard the 


two Marines as missing in action because 
they were known to be killed and are ac- 
counted for. They were identified fay the 


Pentagon as Cpl. Charles McMahon Jr., 
Woburn. Mass.. and Lance Cpl. Darwin 
Judge, Marshalltown, Iowa. 


The talks marked the first face-to-face 


encounter between the two countries since 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger and 
North Vietnamese negotiator Le Due Tho 
met in Pans in December 1973. 


North Vietnam offered the three bodies 


to the U.S in August but retracted the 
offer after Washington vetoed a measure to 
admit North Vietnam as a member of the 
United Nations. 


The three bodies earlier this year were 


identified as Navy Cmdr. Jesse Taylor Jr. 
of Los Alamitos, Calif.; Capt. Crosley 
James Fenton of Universal City, Tex., and 
Capt. Roland Dwight Perry of Gallatin, 
Tenn. 


The Pentagon said the number of per- 


sons listed as missing in action presently 
totals 851.

Television Changed 
After carrying for several years heavy, 


heavy news — the civil rights struggle, the 
political assassinations, the Vietnam war, 
Watergate — television, radio, magazine 
and newspaper editors apparently con- 
cluded that their customers were crying 
out for a change of pace. These cries could 
not be ignored, they decided, especially 
during a recession when ratings battles and 
circulation wars were being stepped up.

magazine recently referred to as "the new 
narcissism." 


New psychological and religious 


movements, Mann argues, have been en- 
couraging and exploiting "narcissism as a 
state of grace" and fostering the creation of 
"beleaguered class" with a "world view 
centered solely on the self and with in- 
dividual survival as its sole good . . . (it 
represents) a retreat from the worlds of 
morality and history, an embarrassed 
denial of human reciprocity and communi- 
ty ... 


The New Narcissism 


"Our therapies become a way of hiding 


from the world, a way of easing our 
troubled conscience .. they provide their 
adherents with a way to avoid the demands 
of the world, to smother the tug of con- 
science." 


The combination of post-Watergate 


numbness and the "the new narcissism" 
generated a glut of tnvia in medialand — 
People Magazine, supermarket sheets with 
their latest no-news about the Kennedys, 
much ado about nothing newscasts, more 
gossip columns. In some sections of the 
country, including major metropolitan 
areas, there now exists a virtual blackout 
on foreign news. 


Meanwhile, back in Angola . . . ' 
With foreign news crowded out of 


newscasts, newspapers and magazines, the 
American government can quietly support 
repressive regimes that deny their citizens 
elementary human rights. Kow can there 
be a public protest when the public doesn't 
know what's going on' 


U.S. Know-Littleisni 


Furthermore, American multinational 


corporations, capitalizing on the willful 
know-iittleism of the American people, can 
continue to provide the money that unjust 
foreign governments count upon to stay in 
power. Ubiquitous Johnny Appleseeds, 
carrying American passports, are planting 
all over the world the seeds of social chaos. 
Someday. I fear, the harvest will be 
plenteous. 


At this stage of the world monopoly 


game. I am discouraged. But, thanks to 
Playboy magazine, I still have hope. Not 
long ago, the editors of Playboy said they 
were dropping out of the race to see who 
can produce the raunchiest magazine in 
America. After you reach a certain point, 
the Playvoyeurs decided, pornography 
becomes boring. 


Encouraged by this development, I har- 


bor a secret hope — that, in due time, too 
much trivia will prove to be just as boring 
as too much pornography. Maybe then, 
more American readers and listeners will 
be ready to rediscover the fact that the 
world at large contains wonders that can 
never be seen in the crevices of our navels 
or in the bedrooms of our celebrities. 


Exhibit Reminds Only Land Permanent

<c» New-boose News Service 
Washington — Constitution Avenue, 


lined with imposing government buildings 
and assailed by the blare of traffic, dis- 
solves as Ihe visitor slips back 10,000 years 
into Ihe gloom of an ancient hemlock 
forest- 


But if the visitor has stepped out of lime, 


the place is the same, a plot of land abng 
the banks of the Potomac River we now 
call the nation's capital, shown to us in a 
new light in a bicentennial exhibit in the 
Smithsonian Institution's Museum of 
Natural History. 


Evolution of Land 
The exhibit, called "Our Changing Land" 


traces the evolution of this land from 
prehistory to the coming of the first Euro- 
pean settlers, from the Revolution of 1776 
1o the present. The exhibit is a senes of 
four dramatic dioramas — lifelike 
recreations of the land as it was once and 
& it is 


It opens in the dimly lit ice age forest and 


ends with a littered picnic site overlooking 
a polluted river. The narrative underscores 
the unthinking follies that accompany 
progress. 


Porter K)er, director of the museum, 


explained the exhibit is intended not so 
much to warn of environmental disaster as 
to get people to think about the changes we 
have worked on our land at an ever- 
increasing rate. 


Hemlocks Gave Way 
In the thousands of years that separated 


the hemlock forest from the land explored 
by Capt. John Smith of Pocahontas fame in 
1608, the glaciers receded and the 
hemlocks, which prefer a climate like 
southern Canada, gave way to the lusher 
growth of maples, sycamores and 
dogwoods. A much greater array of 
animals populated the forest. 


Even the quality of light changes You 


must squint to see the chipmunks, hawks 
and porcupines in the hemlock forest. 
More light bathes the forest of 1608, owing 
in large part ot the Indians' harmonious 
cultivation of the land 


Crops grew side-by-side with the forest. 


The forest returned to all the land when 
the cultivated soil was worn out. 


"The chemicals needed for life circulate 


from soil, water and air to plants and 
animals and back to soil, water and arc," an 
exhibit placard explains, giving science the 
ring of poetry. 


Perhaps 10,000 Indians lived in the area 


that is now Washington, a vast increase 
from the 100 or so nomadic hunters that 
had populated the hemlock forest of 10,000 
years ago. 


By 1776, the pace of change had been 


stepped up, the population had jumped to 
58,000, mainly Europeans who cultivated 
the land intensively. The forest was gone 
from the nverbank: the deer, bison and big 
predatory cats and wolves were receding 
with it. 


The introduction of such old world 


animals as rats and pigeons was driving out 
all but the hardiest and most adaptive of 
the native creatures New plant life — 
daisies and other weeds — were replacing 
indigenous flora. 


New types of plows helped keep the 


farmland of the Potomac from going utter- 
ly barren Up until the early 20th century, 
wild nee grew along the banks of the 
Anacostia River 
<a tributary of the 


Potomac) that is today little more than an 
open sewer. Rice paddies, now vanished, 
flourished where Robert F Kennedy

stand-- 


Birds, Rats Compete 


Today the forest has returned to our spot 


by the nver, but it is park and surrounded 
by the larger urban environment. 


Colorful bluejays and cardinals compete 


with rats and domestic cats for the garbage 
under a picnic table. Tne nver bank is 
marred by discarded spare tires and blue. 
plastic jugs for antifreeze. 


About the only constant survivors from 


the earliest tableau to the present are tbe 
rabbits and mourning doves which can 
thrive in the densest urban population. 


Statistics tell much of the story. In the 


hemlock forest there were .07 persons per 
square mile; today, 1,833 3. Tbe main food 
sources for the nomadic hunters were wild 
game and plants found in the forest; today 
our diet consists largely of wheat and beef 
— neither raised in the area. Hunting was 
the primary occupation; today it is govern- 
ment and business. 


Only Land Permanent? 
The exhibit suggests that it ;s the land 


•tself — the broad nvers. the great forests, 
the mountains and the plains — that is our 
greatest heritage. This is easy to forget in a 
city where the actions and abstractions of 
men seem so central to everytning. in 
celebrating 200 years of such actions and 
abstractions, it is useful to be reminded 
that the land itself may be the only perma- 
nent thing 


Pullman. Wash. (UPI> — Those of us still 


recovering from the hard truths about E.

What does happen is electrical charges 


are released by cells in plants, but humans 
cannot force this response, Higinbotham 
says. 


He said the charges are a result of 


separation of electrical charges in the 
process of ion diffusion or active transport, 
not a response to Bing Crosby singing 
White Christmas, or an ardent owner 
whispering sweet nothings to a flower. 


"It is ir.y contention that the circulation 


of these ions in the plant is adequate to ac- 
count for many of the electrical signals 
observed." Higinbotham says. "It's that 
ample " 


Higinbothain is at odds with one of the 


more spectacular reports on plant sensitivi- 
1} made by Celve Backster. 


In 19&5 Bsckster attached electrodes to a 


plant in his office and found it gave off 
electrical signals similar to those of 
humans experiencing emotional stimula- 
tion. 


In later experiments Backster said he 


found the plants could read his mind, since 
when he seriously thought of testing the 
effect of fire on the plant, a recorder nee- 
dle monitoring n bounded off the chart 
before he could reach for a match. 


These tand of findings got worldwide 


support from plant owners -who said they 
knew all along their favorite creeping 
Charge or coleus cared for them and 
responded to varroos forms of loving care. 


O^e British survey found that 70% oi 


readers of a scientific journal &ebeved in 
the possibility of extrasensory perception 
in plants.

Washington (AP) - The 


federal government is pumping 
an additional $560 million into 
the nation's schools this yeaj-, 
although enrollment 
has 


dropped by about 200,000 
nationwide. Even so, the 
program won't keep pace with 
inflation. 


Educators say the 8% hike in 


federal aid is not quite enough to 
pay the projected 8.8% cost of 
inflation — even taking into ac- 
count the drop of about one- 
third of one percent in the 
number of pupils. 


During the 1974-75 school 


year, there were 59.1 million 
pupils. There are 58.9 million 
enrolled in school during this 
current 1975-76 school year. 


Tough Question 
Just how much the cost of 


educating a child or college stu- 
dent has increased is a question 
with many political, economic 
and educational considerations. 


President Ford vetoed the 


education-aid bill, saying it was 
51.5 billion over his request and 
that it would cause more infla- 
tion. Congress enacted the $7.9- 
billion bill over the veto, with 
congressional leaders saying 
school systems had to have the 
money to pay escalating bills. 
Ford then asked Congress to 
pare $1.28 billion from the bill, 
insisting that state and local 
governments should be footing 
much of the costs. 


And indeed, the federal 


government has been putting a 
greater financial burden on the 
state and local governments in 
the past few years. 


The total cost of education in 


the 1974-75 school years was $110 
billion, and the federal govern- 
ment contributed 11%. During 
the 1975-76 school year, the total 
cost of education is estimated to 
be $120 billion of which the 
federal government will con- 
tribute 9.8%. 


Take one program for disad- 


vantaged children in Kentucky. 
The state received $33 million 
last year to teach reading, 
language, art and math to some 
150,000 disadvantaged children. 


"We won't get an appreciable 


increase this year," said John 
Bruce, state director of compen- 
satory education for such 
children. "It helps you move 
nearer the point of giving 
adequate provision of services. 
But with inflation, teachers' 
salaries and the cost of fuel, 
you're probably losing money. 
As for the real standard of 
education, you're probably going 
backward." 


12% Increase 
Estimates from the Health, 


Education and Welfare Dept. 
(HEW) show it cost an average 
$1,255 to educate an elementary 
or high school pupil during the 
1974-75 school year and $1,409 in 
1975-76. That's a 12% increase. 


The current budget, a maze of 


figures and formulas, sends $7.48 
billion into the nation's elemen- 
tary, secondary and post- 
secondary schools, which in- 
clude colleges, universities and 
trade schools. Another $465 
million has been added to that 
figure for a three-month transi- 
tion period because the begin- 
ning of the fiscal year is 
changing this year from July 1 to 
Oct. 1. That brings the total 1975- 
76 education bill to $7.9 billion. 


The 1974-75 
appropriation 


amounted to $6.9 billion or $117 
for each pupil. 


Aside from these HEW educa- 


tion appropriation measures, the 
federal 
government 
also 


allocates money for education 
purposes through the Defense, 
Labor and other departments. 


The 1975-76 appropriation 


amounts to $126 per pupil, but 
that doesn't mean that each stu- 
dent will receive that amount. 
Instead, the money is awarded 
to students, schools and states 
according to need. In practice, it 
often depends on how aggressive 
the schools or states are in laying 
claim to the money or whether a 
local congressman is active on 
the different congressional com- 
mittees that deal with education. 


No New Programs 
Even with the increased spen- 


ding, the new bill creates no new 
programs, and most of the old 
ones have received only small 
budget boosts. 


One of the few areas for which 


Ford requested more aid was 
elementary and secondary 
education; he asked for a $16- 
million increase over the 1974-75 
appropriation — much of it in 


aid for disadvantaged children. 


One of the largest expen- 


ditures in the new bill - $1.9 
billion — is for needy children in 
elementary and high school. 
Money is given to the states and 
to local school districts with 
large numbers of disadvantaged 
children. About 5.6 million 
children benefit from this 
program. 


This year these school districts 


will receive $24 million more 
than they did last year, exactly 
what Ford recommended. 


The college-age population is 


having problems, too. There are 
3% more students this year than 
last — a 9.3 million — the new 
budget allows $232 million more 
to be spent for post-seconday 
education or 10.5% more than 
last year. 


Experts say federal money is 


not being shifted from the 
elementary and high school level 
to bolster financially troubled 
colleges and universities. 


"What's going on is that the 


Ford administration is trying to 
reduce government spending by 
eliminating programs obsolete 
or not appropriate to the federal 
role," said Warren Hillman, an 


expert in higher education of 
HEW's Office of Education. 
"We're focusing our spending on 
low-income students because 
studies show that post-secondary 
attendance is oriented Howard 
middle-and upper-income 
groups." 


One of the largest portions of 


the bill - $2.17 billion — goes 
toward awarding financial aid to 
post-secondary students. While 
Ford recommended a $127- 
million cut in aid to them, 
Congress passed a 12% increase 
over the 1974-75 appropriation. 


Student Costs Up 
At the same time, students' 


costs, including, tuition, room 
and board, have increased 
between 10 and 11% between 
the 1974-75 school year and the 
1975-76 school year. HEW 
figures show that it cost an 
average $1,903 to attend a public 
university during the 1974-75 
school year and an average $2,- 
104 in 1975-76. To attend a 
private university it cost an 
average of $4,193 in 1974-75, 
compared to an average of $4,644 
in 1975-76. 


As a result, more students are 


applying for aid. 
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Marcos OKs Talks on Bases 


(c) New York Tunes 
Manila — President Ford was 


to head homeward from the 
Pacific today after having agreed 
with President Ferdinand Mar- 
cos of the Philippines to discuss 
new terms for the use of impor- 
tant American air and naval 
bases here. 


Following an extravagant and 


warm reception by at least 100,- 
000 Filipinos during his visit 
here, the President was to stop 
in Honolulu to sum up a 27,000- 
mile journey to China and along 
the southern rim of the Pacific. 


In remarks prepared for 


delivery in Hawaii; he called his 
trip a step toward construction 
of "a safer and saner world." 


Ford and Marcos issued a joint 


communique pledging to com- 
plete formal negotiations soon to 
provide "dear recognition of 
Philippine sovereignty" over 
Clark Air' Base, the largest 
American military installation 
outside the U.S., and Subic Bay 
Navy Base, the most strategic 
naval facility in the Western 
Pacific. 


The two sides also agreed in 


the joint statement that it was 
"timely" to complete long- 
stalled negotiations governing 
commerce betwesn the U.S. and 
the Philippines. 


The negotiations will be aimed 


at satisfying both the search by 
Marcos for sovereignty over and 


income from the American bases 
and the determination of Ford to 
preserve effective American 
control of facilities critical to 
continued U.S. power in the 
Pacific. 


After touring Corregidor, the 


rock island in Manila Bay where 
Americans and Filipinos 
withstood a Japanese siege for 
27 days in 1942 before sur- 
rendering, the President and 
Mrs. Ford flew to Honolulu for 
ceremonies 
this morning 


marking the attack on Pearl Har- 
bor 34 years ago. 


"For us it is a moment etched 


in time," the President said in 
the text of Pearl Harbor remarks 
made public before he left here. 


Ford posed, and answered, the 


question he said underlay his 10- 
day journey to China, Indonesia 
and the Philippines: 


"Can't we have living heroes, 


patriots of peace, and raise our 
monuments to lives well lived — 
rather than memorials to lives 
snuffed out in the black smoke 
of battle?" 


He said while Americans who 


remember Pearl Harbor will 
never drop our guard nor un- 
ilaterally dismantle our 
defenses," they must and will 
exert moral force "to bring the 
Pacific community and the 
world, little by little, year by 
year, closer and closer to real 
and reliable peace."

"I've offered to buy 
her a new Mercury Monarch in 
exchange, but she is more stub- 
born than my father, whose 1957 
T-Bird I finally got." 


Thunderbkd No. 1 
Moore thinks the Thunderbird 


roadster was the most desired 
car ever produced in the U.S. 


The growing popularity of air 


conditioning, and the appeal of 
hardtops with a vinyl roof or sun 
roof helped bring tie demise of 
the convertible, as did their 
accessibility to thieves and van- 
dals, say industry officials. 


All domestic automakers have 


given up on the ragtop in recent 
years except General Motors 
Corp. Its Cadillac division still 
makes the Eldorado convertible, 
but its run will end when 1977 
production starts late next 
summer.

Beirut — A mood of panic 


seized the people of this city 
Saturday as a wave of kidnapings 
and killings spread through tense 
neighborhoods, shattering the 
quiet of more than a week in the 
long months of Christian- 
Moslem strife. 


According to police reports, 


more than 200 people were 
seized in different quarters of 
the city and the bodies of at least 
44, believed to have been 
murdered were abandoned in 
empty streets and in alleys. 
Some accountsjfut the death toll 
as high as 60 for the day. 


The kidnapings were carried 


out along the borders between 
Christian and 
Moslem 


neighborhoods and through the 
luxury seafront hotel district, 
where two Soviet diplomats 
were apparently caught in a 
cross-fire. 
One ,was gravely 


wounded. 


Streets Unsafe 
As word of the kidnapings 


spread, drivers and pedestrians 
hurried to the safety of their 
homes. In the central Kantari 
district, cars made U-turas or 
sped in reverse gear to avoid 
dangerous streets. By 2 p.m. the 
state radio declared all streets in 
the city to be unsafe and urged 
citizens to remain in their 
homes. 


"I hate this country," said a 


receptionist at a city hotel, 
reflecting the mood of despair in 
the city. 


The abrupt deterioration of 


the security situation in the 
capital was tied to the discovery 
Saturday morning of the bodies 
of five men, reported to be 
members of the right-wing 
Christian Phalangist party, near 
the suburb of Dekwaneh. 


The killing of the Phalangists 


occurred just as Pierre Gemayel, 
head of the parry, was leaving 
for a visit to Damascus, where 
he met with President Hafez 
Assad and Foreign Minister 
Abdel Khassam. 


Visit Criticized 
Gamayel's visit to Syria was 


criticized by left-wing Lebanese 
parties, which have been left out 
of a political reconciliation un- 
der way between the Christian 
right and traditional Moslem 
figures like Prime Minister 
Rashid Karami, who has the 
backing of the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization. 


Kamal Jumblet, head of the 


Progressive Socialist party and a 
Druze leader, has been the most 
outspoken critic of Gamayal's 
visit. 


After shooting began late 


Friday between the largely 
Druze village of Aley and the 
Christian town of Kahhalah — 
both on the road to Damascus — 
the daily Al Nahar ran a cartoon 
of Jumblat's prominent nose 


blocking Gemayel's route to 
Syria. 


The fighting between the two 


towns east of Beirut closed the 
road to Damascus, and Gemayal 
made the trip by Lebanese army 
helicopter. Before going to 
Damascus, he conferred with his 
political allies, President 
Suleiman Franjieh and Interior- 
Minister Camille Chamoun.

David Lilienthal is a man who says 


something worth listening to. 


Lilienthal is among the nation's most 


publicized public men. He was chairman of 
the Tennessee Valley Authority and later 
headed the .Atomic Energy Commission. 
Today Lilienthal runs a private planning and 
consulting firm, dedicated to the proposition 
of;produdng profit. 


; The future of America, he suggested in an 


interview, should be "one of diversity, rather 
than concentration." A core problem with big 
business is its centralization 
of decision 


making. Centralization "has dampened the in- 
itiative and managerial skills within the units. 
In centralized decision making, bigness 
defeats itself... Energizing leadership isn't to 
be found in one place; it is diffused." 


So Lilienthal contends a key to "reviving 


the spirit of entreprenearship" is decen- 
tralization of decision making, if not decen- 
tralization of American industry itself. "There 
is more leadership in local communities than 
in Washington or New York or other centers 
of corporate or government activity, and there 
always has been " 


;. That sort of philosophic guidance com- 


plements a thoughtful statement delivered 
last week by University of Nebraska 
Economics Chairman Wallace C. Peterson. 
His testimony before the U.S. Senate's Com- 
mittee on Small Business is also worth close 
attention. 


The N~ebraskan asked the question why 


the free market isn't working, why prices 
don't come down — as classical theory 
forecasts — when consumer demand is soft 
and unemployment high. 


Peterson's answer, admittedly not un- 


ique, goes to the concentration of economic 
power in certain American industries, which 


amounts to "effective monopoly power . . . 
The uses of this power are socially harmful, 
contributing to the economy's cycle of 
accelerating inflation punctuated by chronic, 
excessive unemployment." 


There simply is no persuasive evidence, 


according to Peterson and other economists, 
giant structures demonstrate clear superiority 
in scale economies or in promoting technical 
progress. 


Which leads Peterson to this "inevitable" 


conclusion: 


"The basic threat to the establishment, 


growth and survival of small and medium 
business in this country is the existing 
economic structure, dominated by giant cor- 
porations with power that rivals or exceeds 
that of the state itself. Unless fundamental 
changes are made in this structure, small and 
medium size business firms will continue to 
lead a precarious existence, their fate more 
dependent upon the largess of the powerful 
than upon their economic performance and 
efficiency." 


Only two basic alternatives are posed. 


One is making the government itself larger, 
"hoping thereby to tame and control" private 
economic powers. It is an option Peterson 
rejects. 


"The other is a forcing of the "deconeen- 


tration of the nation's economic system." 
That is'depicted as helping solve the problem 
of market power abuse and fostering greater 
efficiencies, as well as democratic values.

If the Lilienthal and Peterson analyses of 


what is needed to improve the hygiene of 
American's economic structure are wrong, it 
would be helpful for rhetorical defenders of 
the way things are going to offer counter 
explanations and recommendations. 


Grain Prices, Like Oil, Squeeze Poor Nations 


Momentum Toward Metrics 


Before its scheduled adjournment Friday, 


the- U.S. Senate should pass S.100, the so- 
called metric conversion bill. The House has 
already approved it 300 to 63. 


If the Senate doesn't act, of course, this 


nation's switch to the system of weights and 
measurements used by more than 90% of the 
world's people will come anyway. That 
system is, in many respects, already here. 


Without a congressional stamp of ap- 


proval, however, the change is likely to be less 
smooth and more traumatic. The legislation 
pending provides, wisely, for a 17-member 
coordinating commission to guide the transi- 
tion. Further, a formal commitment of the 
United States to the metric system would en- 
courage state and local governments to make 
their own necessary preparations for the con- 
version, and school boards to pursue vital 
metric education programs. 


The bugaboo long used against metric 


conversion, that it would be prohibitively 
costly, has largely been laid to rest. Indeed, 
the alternative — clinging to pounds, quarts 
and feet instead of moving to kilograms, liters 
and meters — appears more costly. U.S. in- 


dustry cannot compete effectively in foreign 
trade if it doesn't use the system most people 
understand. As a U.S. Steel Corporation 
executive puts it. t-we are converting because 
our customers are." 


Companies that have akeady switched 


and others in the process of doing so say costs 
are much lower than early estimates. Accor- 
ding to Everett L. Baugh, in charge of General 
Motors' metric- program, "to date we cannot 
identify any increase in cost or delay in 
delivery because of metric dimensions." 


Chevrolet's 1.6-liter Chevette is only one 


piece of evidence that the metric age is at 
hand. Seven-Up now comes in half-liter 
bottles. Cigarets' length is measured in 
milimeters, their nicotine in miligrams. 
Aspirin, of course, comes in 350-miligram 
tablets and ' cameras have long used 35- 
milimeter film. 


And companies producing hundreds of 


other products are well along the road to 
metric conversion. The trend is accelerating 
rapidly. That's why Senate action this week is 
needed, confirming the change and providing 
for orderliness in its process.

Quintupling of oil prices in the last two years 


had its severest impact on developing countries. 
That is so generally known as to have become 
almost a truism. 


What is less well understood is that a heavy 


dependence on imported grain — much of it from 
the United States — has placed almost as great a 
financial burden on the world's have-not nations as 
prices tripled between 1972 and 1974. 


President Valery Giscard d'Estaing of France 


noted in a recent speech, for example, that while 
oil imports were responsible for an $11 billion in- 
crease in the balance of payments deficits of non- 
oil-producing developing countries, another $8 
billion increase in deficits was attributable to the 
cost of importing grain. 


This year, because of more favorable weather 


and improved crops in tbe Far East and Africa, 
food import requirements are expected to be down 
slightly, and world grain prices have fallen from 
their 1974 highs. 


Nevertheless, estimates based on projections 


by the Food and Agriculture Organization indicate 
developing countries will still have to spend more 
than $6 billion on food from abroad, with 41 of the 
poorest countries accounting for more than a third 
of that total. 


More than half of the world's trade in grain is 


controlled by the United States, which has a degree 
of influence over this non-substimtable commodity 
that has been compared to the control over world 
oil supplies wielded by the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries. 


In both situations, consumers are dependent 


on policies (and in the case of grain, on the climate) 
of a single geographical region, and in both 
situations the dominant producers are aware that 
what was once a cheap and plentiful commodity is 
now an extremely valuable asset. 


Just how valuable can be seen by the fact 


American agricultural exports, the bulk of them 
grain, rose from $7.3 billion in 1970 to $22.3 billion 
in 1974, or from 16% of total U.S. exports to 25%. 


The Department of Agriculture estimates the 


United States earned ?11.2 billion in fiscal 1975 
from grain shipments alone, up from $2.6 billion 
only three years ago. In the current fiscal year, 
overseas grain sales are expected to total §13 billion 
— enough to pay half the nation's anticipated $25.5 
billion oil import bill.

The grain income alone would be more than 


the record $10 billion to $11 billion trade surplus 
forecast this year. 


But if American dominance of grain trade has 


been highly profitable to the nation, a number of 
observers both in the United States and at the FAO 
fear a growing world reliance on North American 
grain is not only costly for poorer nations, but also 
dangerous. 


"Global food insecurity is greater now than at 


any time since the years immediately following 
World War n," Lester R. Brown wrote recently in 
"The Politics and Responsibility of the North 
American Breadbasket," a pamphlet published by 
Worldwatch Institute, a nonprofit research 
organization based in Washington. 


Brown argues that, in contrast to the prewar 


period, when all geographical regions except for 
Western Europe were not importers of food, today 
all but a relatively few countries must import grain 
to feed their expanding populations. 


Moreover, two main sources of food reserves 


have nqw disappeared — the surplus grain that the 
United States and Canada used to have. 


Beginning in 1972, when disastrous harvests 


around the globe, particularly in the Soviet Union, 
and an upsurge in world demand sent food prices 
soaring, the United States had aE of its farmlands, 
part of which lay idle under government farm 
programs, put back in production. And both it and 
Canada sold their surpluses on the world market. 


As a result, while in 1972 global reserve stocks 


were equivalent to 69 days of consumption, by 1974 
they had fallen to 33 days, the lowest level in 20 
years. 


This year global stocks have remained 


depressed, and with a poor Soviet harvest, all hopes 
for rebuilding them have vanished. According to 
Agriculture Department estimates, carry-over 
stocks in 1976 will be even lower than in 1974. 


Under the terms of the grain deal negotiated 


last month, the Soviet Union is committed to 
buying a minimum of 6 to 8 million tons of 
American grain annually over five years. In the 


short run, the arrangement is generally viewed as a 
constructive commodity stabilization agreement 
between the world's leading exporter and a major 
consumer whose sudden and unpredictable 
purchases had frequently disrupted the market in 
the past. 


But many fear that in the longer run the agree- 


ment _ by tieing up a sizeable portion of the trade 
— reduces chances of rebuilding international 
grain reserves. 


Moreover, guaranteed sales to the Soviet 


Union could mean that should the American 
harvest fall below current record levels — and 
weather in Africa or Asia turn bad — poor nations 
would have to take the brunt of the shortfall. 


"We might have a virtually gutted food aid 


program," worries Gerald E. Connally, executive 
director of the Freedom from Hunger Foundation 
in Washington. 


On the other hand, Don Paarlberg, of the 


Agriculture Department, argues the Russian sales 
could benefit developing countries, by stabilizing 
both the amount of grain going to that market and 
thus amounts available to other nations, and the 
prices of grain. 


Whatever the ultimate result of the Russian 


agreement, it is true that as American surpluses 
have been turned into commercial sales, American 
food aid levels have plummeted. From peak levels 
of 18 million tons or so in the mid-1960s, such aid 
dropped to 4.7 million tons in fiscal 1975. 


In response to appeals at the World Food 


Conference in Rome last year, the United States

Peking — The three-cornered structure that 


has dominated world politics since President 
Nixon's visit here in 1972 still exists. Washington 
can continue to play Peking off against Moscow. 
That much, at least, is attested by the talks which 
President Ford has just completed with Chinese 
leaders here. 


But partly because of Chinese weakness and 


division, and partly because of American self- 
doubt, the vitality has gone out of the three- 
cornered game. 


The basic outline of the Chinese positions was 


set forth by Vice Premier Teng Hsiao-ping in his in- 
itial toast emphasizing the nearness of war and 
crisis. In the working sessions, the Chinese leaders, 
including Chairman Mao himself, spelled out then- 
concerns in a kind of global tour. 


They referred to the Soviet push for rule by 


force, or "hegemony," and cited the massive build- 
up on their northern frontier. They indicated the 
instability of conditions in Korea. They expressed 
concern that unification of Vietnam might provide 
an avenue for Soviet penetration of Southeast Asia. 


They spelled out in particular detail why, in 


then: view, Europe has become what Vice Premier 
Teng calls the "center of contention." They men- 
tioned the dangers of Soviet penetration of 
Yugoslavia after the.death of Tito. They also 
referred to opportunities tempting to Russia in Ita- 
ly and Portugal. 


But in drawing all these points together, the 


Chinese made a relatively poor public case against 
the American policy of detente with Russia. 


They were reluctant to go, on the political 


level, for an improvement in trade relations, 
cultural exchange or the kind of half-measures 
Washington might take to reduce the U.S. commit- 
ment to Taiwan. Evidently the regime of Teng still 
has to reckon with an all-or-nothing radical faction. 


Ford found it relatively easy to rebut the 


Chinese arguments. He cited the strength of the 
American defense commitments to Japan and 
Western Europe, pointed out the size of the 
American defense budget indicated he did not 
share the Chinese assessment of the current danger 
and was thus moving to compose arms control 
differences with Russia. If it toned out the 
Chinese were right Ihen the VS. would resist 
Soviet pressure strongly. 


In these conditions, the issue between 


Washington and Peking is not as many seem to 
suppose, one of "friendship." In fact the Chinese 
went out of their way to be nice to Ford. 


But if amity is not at issue, the efficacy of the 


Sino-Amencan connection is in doubt The Chinese

ministration has made DO great effort to help 
Peking, or at least that faction prepared to be more 
forthcoming in following parallel policies with the 
United States 


In these conditions it seems highly improbable 


the Russians win respond to the Peking summit of 
1&75 with ihe well-nigh paranoiac fear of being odd 
man out which they showed after the Sino- 
Amencan summit of 1972.1 doubt Party Secretary 
Leonid Brezhnev will feel under great pressure lo 
meet American conditions for an arms control 
agreement, or will ease up on other pressures 
applied by Russia around the world. 


On tfee contrary it seems to me the Peking 


summit advertises tbe coBtmniBg troubles of China

Making It a Crime to Lie to Press

The indictment against Gov. Marvin Mandel of 


Maryland appears to be tbe first time federal law 
has been used to make it a crime for a high public 
official to be to the press. 


The indictment alleges that as part of a 


"scheme" to "defraud the citizens of the 
state... of their right to have the state's business 
and affairs conducted honestly, 
free 


from ... deceit," the governor "did in various 
public statements... deliberately deceive and 
mislead the citizens of the State of Maryland." 


In order to bolster the right of tie government 


lo prosecute Mantel for allegedly false public 
statements, tbe indictment notes three different 
transcripts of his public press conferences were 
sent through Hie mails 


In these press conferences, the governor 


denied knowledge of government charges that he 
participated in a plot to influence legislation for 
business partners. 


There are some members of tbe press who, 


based on irasrepresentabons of tbe government 
during the Vietnam war and Watergate, have 


argued it should be a federal crime for officials to 
le knowingly about material facts involving 
issues of substantial national importance. 


In short, is a citizen denied the right to exercise 


his civil rights to vote and speak if he — as most 
citizens do — makes the decision based on govern- 
ment information that is false? 


As of now, the government, through the 


Securities and Exchange Commission Act and 
other law-s, can prosecute corporations and private 
citizens for lying to the government and to the 
public. 


The government has also in the past 


prosecuted lew-level government employes for put- 
ting out fake economic information designed to 
affect stock markets. 


But Mandel appears the first high-level govern- 


ment official brought to trial on broad charges of 
putting out false statements to the public and 
press, an indictment which may have some effect 
on future information policies of all officials.

No 'Gag' on Comments 


Before Nebraskans begin celebrating their nation's ?00th 


birthday, they'd better think about why the Revolution was fought, 
says the Ashland Gazette. 


The Founding Fathers were quick to ensure freedoms by 


writing the Bill of Rights. The first paragraph says the press must 
remain free. 


Two gag orders imposed in November by two Nebraska judges, 


and essentially upheld by the state Supreme Court, conflict with 
what the Founding Fathers wrote, the paper said, and Nebraskans 
should think hard about that. 


The editor compared the gags to restrictions placed on the 


press in Russia, Hitler's Germany, Mussolini's Italy and Franco's 
Spam. 


"When a dictatorship comes in, a free press is the first victim," 


the Gazette editor wrote. " 'Prior restraint" is the phrase for telling 
a paper what it cannot print, and prior restraint is operating in the 
state of Nebraska today." 


He warned that if citizens do not resist the gags, they may lose 


the freedoms fought so hard for 200 years ago. 


The Alliance Times-Herald locks back over two centuries and 


finds that the First Amendment and the Sixth Amendment - 
guaranteeing a fair trial - often have been in conflict. 


The editor suggests "We have lived with this conflict for 200 


years without too serious consequences and at this stage it would 
appear that it is better to alhwit to continue to exist than to create 
a real throw-back to society by doing away with it." 


The Aurora News-Register believes "gag order" is another way 


of saying censorship. 


It feels "the press can do a reliable job of reporting the 


hearings accurately and therefore eliminate much rumor and half- 
truths." 


But the editor also says the he believes the U S. Supreme Court 


will agree that the orders are simply unconstitutional. 


The Kearney Hub reminds its readers that "first and foremost, 


one must remember that the courts belong to the people — not 
judges or lawyers or news media. 


"All people are entitled to know what is going on in their area 


as a means of self-protection, if for no other reason," said the 
editor. 


"Although the missions differ and the means by which they 


shoulder their obligations also differ, the courts, the attorneys who 
serve in them and the news media have the same great responsibili- 
ty — they serve the public and they are answerable to the public for 
what they do. It is the media's duty to inform the citizens of what is 
happening in their courts." 
-" 


The Norfolk DaUy News argues that the gags ignore the 


public's ability to make fak-minded decisions. 


"The prospective juror is insulted by the suggestion that total 


ignorance of the facts, allegations or suspicions about a case are a 
requirement for objective decision-making," the editor wrote. 


"The legal maneuvers show a preoccupation with a desire to 


make news stones about a crime conform more carefully to what 
judges, defense or prosecuting attorneys believe should be 
printed," he wrote 


"The fame and legal talent devoted to such maneuvers could be 


better spent contemplating the basic decency and fair-mindedness, 
the intelligence and objectivity of the average American called on 
for jury duty." 


In another editorial, the Norfolk editor wrote, "This presumes 


that the public is not supposed to know from the published public 
record all the grounds for suspicions of guilt." A vacuum is desired 
outside the court, as well as in, apparently until after a final verdict 
is rendered."'

avoiding conversation. 


In Henry James's day, this woman and I might have had a sub-

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Maze Maker Drives 
People Slightly Mad 


By Gregory Jensen 
London (UPI) - Greg Bright 


is taking a well-earned break just 
now from his life work of driving 
people slightly mad. 


Bright makes mazes. He calls 


himself "The Maze King," and a 
recent burst of activity con- 
firmed his title. 


His second book of infuriating 


mazes has just come out here 
and in the United States. A Lon- 
don art gallery recently closed 
an exhibition of his mazes as 
works of art, and his maze 
masterpiece now needs time to 
grow. 


"So I'm doing more music 


now," said Bright, a 24-year-old 
with hair to his waist and a tor- 
tuous twist of mind. "But I'm 
really a professional maze 
designer. 


"Most people have heard of 


mazes, but have never come face 
to face with one of any quality. It 
can be a shock." 


Not Simple 
It certainly can. Bright's con- 


voluted mazes are far removed 
from those simple ones that 
detour your pencil into a dead 
end or two but quickly reveal the 
roundabout path to the center. A 
reviewer described a maze in 
Bright's first book — which sold 
50,000 copies in three weeks — 
this way: 


"You enter, filled with con- 


fidence and good intentions, on 
the right hand side, and emerge 
with nerves like wet cotton wool 
three days later through the gap 
on the left." 


One op-art maze in his new 


book, "Greg Bright's Fontana 
Mazes," sprawls impossibly back 
and forth over foiir pages. His 
art show contained a color maze 
whose 280 square feet covered 
one wall and spilled onto the 
floor. That one was unsolvable, 
since Bright made a mistake 
designing it. 


"I cut my teeth on mazes", 


Bright said the other day. "I was 
making them before I can 


remember, so I don't really 
know what set me off." 


As a mere toddler Greg 


pushed furniture into mazes for 
his Welsh playmates to crawl 
through. Someone gave him 
white mice, so Greg ran them 
through mazes built of books. 
His art show held a maze he 
drew at six. 


"When I was 19 I realized I 


could fulfill a childhood amition 
and build a full-sized maze," 
Bright said. "I had no money, of 
course, so I decided to make it 
out of earth. That's free." 


Gullible Farmer 
Bright quickly found a gullible 


farmer. "He looked at me as if I 
were crazy, but he let me have a 
field which was too wet for his 
cows. He expected me to camp 
there a couple of weeks and then 
leave." 


Bright set up a tent, started 


digging sk-foot trenches and dug 
for a solid year. His Pilton maze 
— still in good condition — has 
nearly a mile of trenches, 
snaking and twisting across a 
triangular field. When he 
finished digging, Bright walked 
away and left it. 


Lately he's done another full- 


sized maze, though mazes you 
walk through are comparatively 
rare in the long history of mazes 
— and that history goes back to 
the Stone Age. 


This one will be the world's 


biggest, Bright said. It's at 
Longleat, the Marquis of Bath's 
400-year-old stately home. 


"They're planting the hedges 


now — 6,300 yew trees," Bright 
said. "They should be es- 
tablished in a couple of years 
and full grown in about eight. I 
must go measure out the length 
of the paths one of these days — 
they'll total about a mile and a 
quarter, I think." 
* A walk-around maze presents 
one problem Bright doesn't have 
in the paper ones he takes about 
a week to draw. 


"There's the old lady

problem," he said. "You know, 
when you've got an old lady 
stuck in it and you've got to get 
her out." 


At longleat he has an optional 


exit for old ladies after some 
"fairly simple loops." Then his 
maze gets really tough, with 
bridges and underpasses and 
three-dimensional problems. 


When Bright talks about 


mazes his discussion tends to fill 
with phrases like "partial 
valves", and "mutually accessi- 
ble centers" and "generating 
and harnassing the junction 
forces." 


"Even now I'm not particular- 


ly interested in discovering ways 
to get out of'a maze," he said. 
"But I am intrigued by the 
problem of routing, of working 
one's way through a problem." 


Bright,, who also composes 


music and leads a pop group, 
said he is thinking of taking the 
group to the U.S. next year "and 
maybe pick up some maze com- 
missions as well." 


Does that 'mean he's struck 


with mazes for good? 


"I don't know," he said. "I 


can see at present no way out."

Despite 


elaborate radar, radio and com- 
puter systems, federal officials 
say there have been 14 near- 
misses of airborne jetliners over 
the United States this year - 
two of them in the last nine days 
in the Great Lakes area in- 
volving planes'carrying a total of 
445 persons. 


The Federal Aviation Ad- 


ministration said Saturday it is 
trying to find out what the 
problems are. 


Late Friday afternoon a Trans 


World Airlines jet with ,77 
aboard swerved to avoid hitting 
a United Air Lines jet carrying 
60 passengers. The FAA said the 
planes came within 300 feet of 
each other at an altitude of 21,- 
000 feet over Lake Michigan and 
weather was no factor. 


There were no injuries and the 


craft made routine landings at. 
Chicago's O'Hare International 
Airport, the world's busiest with 
a daily average of almost 2,000 
arrivals and departures. 


But on Nov. 26, 24 persons 


were injured as they were 
bounced around in a American 
Airlines craft with'194 aboard 
when the pilot took evasive ac- 


tion over Michigan and narrowly 
missed a TWA jumbo jet 
carrying 114. 


"Why do near misses happen? 


We don't know and that is why 
we investigate," said Neal 
Callahan, an FAA spokesman hi 
Chicago. "We talk to the crews, 
the traffic controllers, run the 
tapes of conversations from 
plane to tower and take com- 
puter readouts." 


'Fantastic Record' 
"There never had been a 


midair collision in the Chicago 
metroplitan area and this is a 
fantastic record," he said. 


Callahan said 14 near misses a 


year "is about normal, but one is 
too many." He said a near miss 
is when two planes come closer 
than 1,000 feet of each other. 


Airspace is becoming scarce. 


It's a vast network of highways 
criss-crossing in the sky on 
various levels ranging from 3,000 
to 39,000 feet. In the Chicago- 
Great Lakes area alone, 4,800 to 
5,200 flights a day must be fitted 
into the right traffic lanes. 


Keeping the planes from hit- 


ting each other is the job of the 
Air Route Traffic Control Center 


in Aurora, 40 miles west of 
Chicago. 


Last year it was the busiest of 


20 such FAA facilities in the 
country. 


Callahan said Saturday that by 


the middle of January next year, 
a conflict alert system will have 
been set up in all 20 centers 
which will "electronically 
protect jet aircraft by setting off 
an elaborate alarm system aler- 
ting air traffic controllers when 
two planes enter collision flight 
paths at a distance of 4& miles 
of each other." 


The system will be functioning 


by the end of this month for the 
,Chicago area. It already is 
'operational' for Memphis, 
Denver, Fort Worth and Kansas 
City, the FAA said. 


• Complex Procedure 


Routing traffic over the air- 


lanes is a complex, touchy 
procedure complicated by fast- 
forming weather conditions. 


"The final decision in the 


operation of an aircraft is legally 
in the hands of its captain," 
Callahan said. "He has the 
prerogative of not accepting traf- 
fic control clearance. It is very 
-rare, however, when he doesn't. 


For instance, he might be 
assigned to a certain altitude 
lane. He will not change on his 
own. But he might want to 
because of air turbulence. He 
will request permission to 
change to a new lane." 


Dennis Feldman, FAA 


spokesman hi Washington, said, 
"We have something like 14,000 
to 15,000 flights a day in this 
country. The air route traffic 
control centers are running 
about 50 million operations a 
year, handling traffic between 
airports. When you talk about 
numbers —14 near misses — it's 
leally infinitesimal." 


Feldman said that with the 


conflict alert system, "you feed 
all the flight plans into the com- 
puter and you constantly feed in 
the locations of the planes. Then 
it's a simple matter for the com- 
puter to tell you whether two 
planes are going to occupy the 
same airspace within minutes. 


"When that happens," he said, 


"you tell one plane to change its 
location. The system will help 
significantly in reducing the 
number, of near-collision in- 
cidents. It will ring a bell and 
flash right on the radar screens 
— you just can't miss it."

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Stroke Victims Helped 
To Care for Themselves 


By Roberta Ulrich 
Portland Ore. (UPI) - Stroke 


victims, like retired Supreme 
Court Justice William 0. 
Douglas, have a better than even 
chance of going home from 
Good Samaritan Hospital and 
Medical Center with some 
capability of caring for 
themselves. 


Douglas entered Good 


Samaritan here Nov. 16 as one of 
eight patients in the 15-year-old 
stroke care unit, which has 
raised expectations for stroke 
rehabilitation. 


Generally about one in six 


stroke patients is able to go 
home after a hospital stay. The 
rest go from intensive hospital 
care to nursing homes. 


"Once a stroke patient goes to 


a nursing home he tends to stay 
there," said Dr. Robert S. Dow, 
chief of neurology at the hospital 
and former head of the stroke 
unit. 


Not Isolated 
At Good Samaritan stroke 


patients are assigned to two 
four-bed wards. "We don't 'ike 
to have the patients in private 
rooms where they feel isolated," 
said one staff member. 


The patients eat most of their 


meals together in an atmosphere 
made as home-like as possible. 
The unit has specially designed 
chairs with toys which patients 


' are encouraged to use for meals 


rather than going to bed to eat 


" from standard hospital trays. 


Families -and friends are 


welcome in the unit at any time 


» because the staff considers these 
' contacts with home vital in the 


< rehabilitation process. 
; 
The unit's facilities include a 


large recreation room where the 


. patients play a special ball game 


which requires them to use 
stroke affected muscles. Holding 
a volley-ball-sized sphere 
between their feet the patients 
pass it from one to another. 
' Then, the ball is passed hand to 
hand, providing the patients 
with proof arms and legs can be 
used again. 


Separate Sectioa 
Each patient also receives in- 


tensive work alone with a 
physical therapist. A metal bar 
gives patients support as they 
practice walking. 


A vocational therapy program 


also is part of the treatment. 


Officials at Good Samaritan 


say the stroke unit is unique in 


the nation in being a separate 
section of a hospital and in 
treating only stroke victims. 


The average cost of the 


program for a five-day week is 
$156 
which covers the room, 


physical and occupational 
therapy. The therapies are 'not 
provided on weekends. Special 
equipment or services, such as 
braces and psychiatric 
counseling, are extra. 


Weekly Reviews 
Patients must be admitted to 


the hospital by then- personal 
physician who then requests the 
unit director to evaluate the 
patient. Patients are accepted in 
the program if their stroke has 
stabilized and if the unit director 
feels the patient's life can be im- 
proved through the program, a 
hospital spokesman said. 


The cases of all patients in the 


unit are reviewed weekly for 
signs of improvement. If no 


progress is noted in 10 days, the 
patient is discharged, the 
spokesman said. 


Beginnings of the stroke unit 


go back to 1960 when the late Dr. 
Sidney Hansen, then Multnomah. 
County (Portland) health officer, 
and a group known as Medical 
Rehabilitation Coordinating 
Council began a pilot program to 
prove that stroke victims could 
be helped. 


Results of the study indicated 


80% of stroke victims could be 
aided. 


Local units have been es- 


tablished at nine other Oregon 
cities — Astoria, Lincoln City, 
Newport, Coos Bay, Medford, 
Klamath Falls, Burns, Bend and 
The Dalles.

Has 3 Nose Jobs 


Austin, Tex. (AP) - Abbie 


Hoffman, founder of the Yip- 
pies, author and perhaps the 
best known radical on the run, 
has worked as a teacher, posed 
as a wealthy Texas oilman and 
had three nose jobs during more 
than 20 months as a fugitive. 


Hoffman talked about life un- 


derground in two days of inter- 
views with Jeff Nightbyrd, 
editor of the weekly Austin Sun. 
Nightbyrd wrote in a copyright 
story Thursday that Hoffman 
was 
in 
Texas 
a r o u n d 


Thanksgiving. 


Hoffman, one of the Chicago 


Seven charged and later cleared 
of 
d i s r u p t i n g the 1968 


Democratic National Conven- 
tion, has been wanted in New 
York since he failed to appear in 
State Supreme Court on March 
25, 1974, to face charges of 
cocaine possession. 


Nightbyrd, who got to know 


Hoffman at the Woodstock rock 
festival and later in antiwar ac- 
tivities, said he hadn't heard 
from Hoffman in ' two years 
when a woman contacted him on 
Hoffman's behalf. 


The woman convinced him. 


over the telephone she spoke for 
Hoffman by recounting how 
Nightbyrd lost $20 to Hoffman 
shooting pool in Miami. 


Different Appearance 
Nightbyrd said that he failed 


to recognize Hoffman when he 
first saw him at a major Texas 
airport because Hoffman had 
disguised himself to look like a 
wealthy oilman. Nightbyrd said 
Hoffman told him that he had 
three nose operations since 
going underground. 


They wandered unrecognized 


in a major Texas city, drove 
through the countryside and 
danced at a honky tonk saloon, 
Nightbyrd said. 


Asked about the impact of 


Patty Hearst's arrest on the un- 
derground, Hoffman said. 
"Everybody freaked out for a 
number of reasons. No. 1, (the 
FBI) learned tons about how an 
underground works just from 
putting that much energy into a 
case. They began to understand 
an above-ground support 
system. 


"No. 2. they got an incredible 


amount of publicity. They know 
where they score points./and 
who's going to give them 
headlines. The FBI's an enor- 
mous public relations firm. They 
always have been. 


Fkst Year Toughest 
"She shared my problem of 


being easily recognized. In such 
a situation, you have to be highly 
critical of yourself, especially in 
the first year... (to avoid) even 
the slightest mistake. There's a

discipline you have to establish 
within yourself. You must .think, 
'I'm so stupid. Somebody could 
catch me if they wanted to.' 


"Patty's situation 
was 


different from mine. I'd been 
helping people for four or five 
years and I had friends all over. 
Patty was kidnaped, then con- 
verted in five or six weeks. She 
only had six friends that were 
underground, and they were all 
in the same room. 


"I have a variety of identities 


which I change from time to 
time. But even then it gets 
sticky. My face was known to 
thousands of people before, and 
I'm afraid someone wil 
recognize me.'' 


Two Jobs 
Nightbyrd said Hoffman has 


had at least two jobs since going 
underground, including a 
teaching job. . 


He quoted Hoffman as saying, 


"I was at a party one night and 
this guy says, 'Hey, I know who 
you are!' And I'm trying to turn 
around so he won't see my face 
while I'm edging toward the 
door. 


"But 
this guy persists. 


'You're, you're . . .' then blurts 
out real loud: 'Serpico!' It was a 
downer. 1 showed him my 
driver's license, and that con- 
vinced him I wasn't Serpico. I 
hated to disappoint him." 


Nightbyrd said he was shocked 


when Hoffman said, "I think we 
better talk globally because I've 
adopted a much more orthodox 
Communist view . . . I used to 
say I was an anarchist or maybe 
a hedonistic Communist, 
but 


around the world people unders- 
tand the force that's fighting for 
them is communism." 


Nightbyrd said he noted this 


was the reverse of Hoffman's 
previous philosophy of in- 
dividual action and that Hoff- 
man agreed. 


"It means the end of sex, love, 


dope, art. individuality and 
doing things you want to do," 
said Hoffman, author of a book 
entitled "Steal This Book!"

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Nonfarmers Would Have Voice in Ag Affairs 
Senate-Altered Beef 
Is Major Piece of 


Lincoln 
februsku

Washington - At 5:41 p.m. on Tuesday, 


Dec. 2, the Beef Research and Information 
Act was transformed from a minor piece of 
legislation into a major one with broad 
national implications. 


For the first time, one house of the 


legislative branch had passed a bill giving 
nonfarmers a strong voice in programs 
developed and financed exclusively by 
commodity boards manned by farmer- 
producers. 


Its ultimate impact on agriculture is not 


yet known but promises to be considerable 
if the legislation survives intact a Senate- 
House conference. Even if it doesn't, it will 
have established a legislative precedent — 
which could be extended to nonagricultural 
industries in the future — unlikely to be 
reversed as long as the current consumer- 
oriented atmosphere prevails. 


Unintended Coloration 


How the legislation took on a coloration 


unintended by the some 80 state and 
national organizations of cattle producers, 
including the Nebraska Livestock Founda- 
tion and the Nebraska Livestock Feeders 
and Stock Growers Assns., can be traced to 
the Senate version of a Mexican standoff. 


The legislation, approved on a 47-36 vote, 


would create a 68-member national beef 
board to promote, conduct research on and 
develop markets for beef. It would be 
financed entirely by assessments against 
producers expected to total |30 million to 
$40 million annually. 


Nebraskan Carl Curtis, one of the 


original cosponsors, said the bill was born 
of "an extended effort by beef producers 
themselves to find a means to halt the 
financial roller coaster of their industry." 


Unlike the House version that passed 


Oct. 2 on a 229-189 vote, however, the 
Senate bill requires that one-fourth of the 
board be consumers, that is, nonfarmers. Jt . 
also mandates that existing boards, such as 
those for cotton, wheat, wool, eggs and 
potatoes, fill vacancies with nonfarmers 
until each has the 25% consumer represen- 
tation.

The final vote was taken after a series of 


parliamentary delays and amendments by 
South Dakota Democrat James Abourezk 
that stretched the debate from the 
scheduled one hour to more than seven.

process the anger of powerful Senate Whip 
Robert Byrd of West Virginia - Abourezk 
hoped to kill the bill. 


He denounced the legislation as "coer- 


cive" and weighted "unfairly and heavily" 
in the direction of large farm con- 
glomerates, processors and food chain 
stores. "It will do nothing for the small 
cattlemen except forcibly levy a tax on 
him, a tax that he does not want," he 
charged. 


Originally, Abourezk and Democrat Ed- 


mund Muskie of Maine proposed that the 
beef board, to be selected by the secretary 
of agriculture from producers nominated 
by the beef indus'try, be composed of half 
consumers and half producers. This drew 
angry rebuttals from Republicans Robert 
Dole of Kansas and Clifford Hansen of 
Wyoming and Democratic conservative 
James Allen of Alabama and resulted in a 
no-win showdown. 


Muskie, Dole Trapped 
In pushing the 50-50 amendment, Muskie 


declared: "I do not know of anyone who 
has more beefs than consumers these days. 
It would seem to me they ought to be 
represented on a board which gives them 
some influence upon what will be the 
result of their pocketbooks in the 
marketplace." 


Dole immediately challenged Muskie, 


who represents a major potato-producing 
state, to apply the same reasoning to the 
83-member National Potato Promotion 
Board, which collects an assessment on all 
Irish potatoes handled in the 48 mainland 
states. The board's thrust is almost iden- 
tical to that of the proposed beef board. 


If the beef board is to be the first so 


structured, Dole said, it would only seem 
fair that all such commodity boards, none 
of which now does, have consumer 
representatives. "If the senator (Muskie) 
would be willing to amend that (potato) act 


to provide for a 50% consumer 
membership, maybe we could agree on this 
(beef board) amendment," he said. 


The suggestion was made in the expecta- 


tion that Muskie would back off, knowing 
that his potato growers would be outraged 
at the inclusion of nonproducers on their 
board. (Muskie was subsequently deluged 
with calls from angry constituents.) 


However, the Maine senator recognized 


the hypocrisy of any other course and 
agreed, reluctantly. Dole, who opposed 
consumer representation on any commodi- 
ty board, was caught in a trap of his own 
making. Once Muskie agreed, he could not 
do less. 


Compromise Reached 
The end result, adopted by a voice vote 


with only seven senators present, was a 
compromise requiring that 25% of all such 
boards be named from nominees sub- 
mitted by bona fide consumer 
organizations. (It was the only major 
amendment in which Abourezk failed to 
demand a recorded vote.) 


As envisioned in the Senate-passed bill, 


the beef program would be financed by a 
levy of one-half of 1% on each head of beef 
cattle at the points of sale up to slaughter. 
It would exempt cattle produced and 
slaughter for personal home consumption 
but not on sales between neighbors. Per- 
sons not wanting to participate could ob-' 
tain a refund — upon application — within 
60 days. 


The program would become effective 


only with the approval in a referendum of 
two-thirds of aU producers or a simple 
majority if the majority represents two- 
thirds of the cattle population. 


The American National Cattlemen's 


Assn., a prime force behind the basic 
legislation, was "extremely disappointed" 
with the outcome. A spokesman said 
members are still "shellshocked" and as 
yet have developed no contingency 
strategy. Privately, he said, no bill would 
be preferred to one containing the con- 
sumer provision. He said an acceptable 
compromise would be a bill setting up a 
consumer advisory or ex officio (that is, 
non-voting) board to the beef board.

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Nebraska Municipa 
Will Become Reality 


By Harold Simmons 
The long-discussed goal of forging 


Nebraska towns into a power pool that can 
buy or generate electricity and deliver it to 
members will become a reality this week. 


Articles of incorporation creating the 


nonprofit Nebraska Municipal Power Pool 
(NMPP) are to be filed with Secretary of 
State Allen Beermann within the next day 
or two. 


Twenty Nebraska municipalities, in- 


cluding Lincoln, so far have approved 
membership in the pool. 


Precise future plans for the pool, or cer- 


tain of its members, have not yet been 
settled, according to persons involved in 
creating it. But the general plan is clear: 
create an organization that may be able to 
provide power supply alternatives for 
towns facing energy shortages and limited 
alternatives. 


Not Unusual 
Municipal power pools are not unusual. 


There are several in the nation, including 
some in surrounding states. The pool is 
similar hi scope and goals to the Nebraska 
Electric Generation & Transmission 
Cooperative, created several years ago by 
rural power agencies.- 


Work toward creating NMPP began two 


years ago w,hen municipalities that 
generate all of part of their power needs 


Jt

recognized they were in trouble because of 
fuel supply problems. 


At the urging of federal officials, natural 


gas companies notified utilities that gas 
used to generate electrical power would be 
shut off. The only alternative fuel for most 
of the towns is oil, and it is considerably 
more expensive than natural gas—when it 
can be purchased. 


Others Concerned 
Other towns that purchase all or part of 


their power needs from federal hydroelec- 
tric facilities also were becoming con- 
cerned about future supplies, since they 
had been notified that growing power 
needs would be met only through 1977. 


In most cases, towns facing future power 


supply problems have only one alternative: 


' buy power from the Nebraska Public 


Power District (NPPD). Many don't con- 
sider that the ideal alternative. 


NMPP is designed to provide the 


framework for finding possible alter- 
natives, said Walt Arfmann, assistant vice 
president for utility matters of the League 
of Nebraska Municipalities. 


Any combination of NMPP members 


may jointly build, improve or operate 
power generation and transmission 
facilities to serve NMPP members. And 
they may contract to purchase power from 
any utility, public or private, within or 
without the state. 
.; • 


Creation Goal, 


Larry Voss, an engineer with John E. 


Olsson & Associates, Lincoln, who has 
served as interim coordinator for NMPP, 
said most efforts to date have been toward 
creating the organization. 


With the organization formed and a full- 


time manager soon to be hired, he said. 
NMPP will have to tackle the problem of 
deciding exactly what needs to be done. 


It seems to him, Voss said, that one of 


the first things that must be done is to 
launch an engineering study to determine 
what NMPP members need and outline 
alternatives. That must be done as quickly 
as possible, he said. 


Municipal officials have stressed that 


creation of NMPP doesn't necessarily 
mean the group plans to launch a program 
of building power plants and transmission 
lines to serve its members. 


NMPP is needed to provide that alter- 


native, they argue, in case that proves to be 
the most economical course. 


Membership Limited 


Full membership in NMPP is limited to 


towns that own and operate electrical 
generation, transmission or distribution 
facilities. More than three dozen in 
Nebraska qualify. 


Associate membership in NMPP is 


available to towns that own but don't 
operate electrical generation, transmission 
or distribution facilities. There are more 
than 250 Nebraska towns in this category. 


To date, the governing bodies in 20 


Nebraska municipalities have approved full 
NMPP membership: Beatrice, Broken 
Bow, Crete, Fairbury, Falls City, Fremont, 
Gering, Grand Island, Hastings, Kimball, 
Lincoln, Ord, Oxford, Red Cloud, St. Paul, 
Sidney, Stromsburg, South Sioux City, 
Tecumseh and Wahoo. 


It's taking a lot more green these days to 


get to green pastures. The cost of farmland 
in Nebraska has been rising fast in the past 
year. 


Statistics released last week by Iowa 


State University show that, as of March, 
land prices in Nebraska were up 18% over 
1974. Checks with real estate dealers over 
the state indicate that the price rise, par- 
ticularly on irrigated farmland, has con- 
tinued sharply through this year. 


A veteran real estate man from North 


Platte, Ed Johannesen, described the land 
value pattern as "wild." 


"It's just up, up, up," he said. 
Johannesen reported that some irrigated 


land in the Platte Valley has sold for as 
much as $2,200 an acre. Other reports note 
prices approaching ?2,500 


Prices Vary 
Prices vary widely across the state. But 


the widest variations are in the same area: 
the West. 


Kearney Realtor Norman Anders 


observes that land has gotten so scarce that 
"when someone puts some up for sale, it 
starts a fight in the neighborhood." 


Anders said he sees no end to rising 


prices until some sort of depression strikes. 


But he gets some disagreement from 


University of Nebraska agricultural 
economist Bruce Johnson who says he 
won't be surprised to see land prices start 
to slow down. 


Lenders and appraisers cite two major 


reasons for the price trend: income and 
scarcity. 


Income Triples 
While land prices have doubled in the 


past 10 years, average farm income has 
tripled. 


The U.S. Agriculture Dept. says average 


net income of fanners in 1964 was just un- 
der $5,000. Today that figure is about $15,- 
000. 


Johnson notes that the cost of farming is 


rising as fast, and often faster, than con- 
sumer prices, so farmers may be hesitant 
to add expense by buying land. 


"One reason people are still buying land 


is inflation psychology," Johnson said. 
"They say "The prices are going to keep 
getting higher and higher so I'd better buy 
now." 


The good prices have caused some 


fanners to sell out and go live off the 
profits rather than the land. 


But real estate salesmen around the state 


say they see no great exodus from rural 
America other than the normal historical 
migration to towns and cities. 


The benefits of leaving still are not so 


great as to outweigh the benefits of staying, 
they say. 


Spiraling income is encouraging many to 


stay, says Burdette Swanson, manager of 
the Federal Land Bank Assas. in Lincoln. 


Swanson says about half of all farmland 


sales are the result of a farmer leaving the 
land, and many of those are sales by older 
farmers ready to retire. The other half are 
estates. 


' 'Here and there a farm is sold as a result 


of the drop in livestock prices over the last

"Furthermore, I see federal intervention

The bill was passed by the House 213-203. 


The Senate passed the |2.3 billion loan 
legislation 57-30, with Nebraska Sens. 
Roman Hraska and Carl Curtis voting 
against the measure.

Neighbors Buy Land 


Whenever land is sold, it is probably 


going to be sold to a neighbor who wants to 
enlarge his farm in order to decrease his 
cost per acre. 


After all, it isn't going to cost too much 


more to run machinery over a few more 
acres. 


The other big buyers are farmers' 


children. It is almost impossible for 
someone to start Ms own farm, but it isn't 
too difficult if a fanner can help his 
children, say real estate agents. 


Sometimes a person who has rented the 


land can scrape together enough to buy and 
be successful, they say. 
90% to Fanners 


Add together those people in agriculture 


and the result is that about 90% of sales are 
to farmers. 


The rest is sold to investors and people 


who are part of the urban sprawl. 


And many small investors-small town 


businessmen and professionals — are 
leaving the land markets. 


Jerry Kjerstead, chief appraiser at the 


Federal Land Bank of Omaha, said those 
small investors want small tracts of land, 
but most of the sales these days are big 
ones and they go to expanding farmers.

Amtrak Fares 
Will Be Raised 
In Two Steps 


Washington (UPI) — Passenger train 


fares will rise 5% to 10% on most routes 
over the next two months, Amtrak has an- 
nounced. 


The first round of increases will be made 


Dec. 15, the corporation said, when fares 
will go up for most unreserved, short- 
distance trains, such as standard trains in 
the Washington-Boston corridor. Fares on 
the .high-speed Metroliner remain un- 
changed, however. 


The second set of fare boosts is to take 


effect Feb. 1. with increases in most coach 
fares and some first-class fares on long- 
distance trains. 


Amtrak President Paul Reistrup said he 


had hoped to avoid fare increases this 
winter but the need for operating funds 
dictated either fare increases or 
"immediate elimination" of some Amtrak 
trains. "We chose to go the route of in- 
creased fares and further internal cost 
reductions." Reistrup said.

. The controversial but ap- 
parently dead Northeast Radial 
proposal has turned City Hail 
into a big property owner and 
the landlord for many run-down 
homes. 


The city purchased the homes 


and property as right-of-way for 
the superstreet over a six-year 
period ending in 1974. 


Now these real estate holdings 


are in limbo until City Hall 
decides what it wants to do with 
the land once destined for a 
freeway-like arterial linking 
northeast Lincoln with the 
downtown area. 


Purchases Listed 


. Before the City Council shut 
off funds for the radial last year. 
the city had purchased 281 
homes and buildings and 414 
separate land parcels as right-of- 
way. 


Many of the homes were so 


dilapidated that the city tore 
them down. Those in satisfac- 
tory condition and economically 
feasible to repair were kept and 
are being rented, primarily to 
Jow-income families. 


Most of these houses are in the 


Clinton neighborhood. They rent 
for $65 to S70 a month, figures 
that have been the same for the 
last four years. The rental price 
includes water and garbage 
pickup. 


No Answer 
What will eventually become 


'of the houses and the land is a 
question no one at City Hall can 
answer at present. Meanwhile, 
the City of Lincoln owns 88 
homes. 3 duplexes. 1 fourplex 
and 14 commercial buildings. 


The city uses a house at 2337 


Cknton for office space, and 
another has been used as the site 
for- police wiretap operations. 
Half of the commercial buildings 
are used for city funcljons. 


Most of the 175 structures that 


were demolished were in the 
IVlalone and Clinton areas. The 
razings )eft a liberal sprinkling of 
vacant lots in the two 
neighborhoods. 


75% Acquired 
Before funds for the radial 


were frozen last year, the city 
had acquired 75% of the nght-of- 
ffay needed for the project at a 
cost of about $3 4 million. 


Denis Fettinger, Lincoln's 


property manager, says about 
75'S of the nty-owned houses 
are in the Clinton neighborhood 


and the remainder are scattered 
in the rest of the acquired right- 
of-way path, including the 33rd 
and St. Paul-Madison area and 
the 48th and Fremont area. 


Fettinger describes the homes 


as modest and says the city 
keeps them up to minimum 
housing code standards. On the 
open market, he says, the rental 
fee on the homes would be about 
$100. 


The city has a five-man 


maintenance crew, Fettinger 
says, which spends most of its 
time on repair and maintenance 
chores for the city-owned 
properties. About half of the 
money the city collects in rental 
fees is plowed back into 
maintenance costs. 


Study Is Key 
Whatever happens to the 


property may be determined to a 
large degree by recommen- 
dations in the long-awaited 
transportation study that will be 
a part of the updated Com- 
prehensive Plan. 


The Comprehensive Plan is 


the fundamental planning docu- 
ment for city and county 
governments. 


It may be six months before 


the transportation study is 
finished. The original target date 
for completion was this fall. 


Mayor Helen Booshs says that 


although the Northeast Radial as 
originally proposed has been 
scrapped, it's possible the 
transportation study may recom- 
mend that the nght-of-way be 
used for construction of a street 
on a smaller scale than the 
proposed radial. 


The president of the Clinton 


Neighborhood Organization, 
Mrs Delores Lintel says that ;f 
the study recommends construc- 
tion of a street her organization 
will rally against it.

But the 
area is being improved, thanks 
to an infusion of federal money 
and an active neighborhood 
organization. 


An attitude survey completed 


in May 1974 showed that slightly 
more than 50% of Clinton's 
residents were generally 
satisfied 
with 
the 


neighborhood's condition but 
almost three-fourths felt major 
problems had to be dealt with in 
order to reverse the area's 
deterioration. 


Most considered litter and 


rundown property to be the 
primary problems. But another 
large segment felt road con- 
ditions — including 21 blocks of 
unpaved streets — were a 
renovation impediment the city 
could help eradicate. 


City government took the hint 


and when the Housing and Com- 
munity Development Act of 1974 
provided Lincoln with nearly 
$500,000, most of it was poured 
into the Clinton neighborhood. 


'Textbook Case' 
City-County Planning Director 


Doug Brogden suggests the area 


1 is a "textbook case" of urban 
decline: it was settled early in 
Lincoln's history, and as the 
modest homes deteriorated over 
the years, the low-income oc- 
cupants couldn't afford to repair 
them. 


Brogden thinks the area was 


further neglected by citizens and 
bureaucrats alike because no 
streets provide access through it. 


Clinton stretches from about 


X St. to Cornhusker Highway, 
but the residential area is 
somewhat fettered on the north 


by the Burlington Northern 
railroad tracks. Only 27th and 
33rd Sts. cross the tracks, so 
there is no through traffic in the 
neighborhood. In other words, 
most people go there because 
that's where they live. 


Nancy Usnick, action director 


of the Urban Development Dept. 
draws a more direct relationship 
between the unpaved streets and 
lack of money to improve 
houses. "Twenty-five years ago, 
lending institutions wouldn't 
lend on property located on dirt 
streets," she said. But $122,925 
in federal revenue-sharing funds 
has gone into the neighborhood 
along with the Community 
Development Act money to 
gravel alleys, set up other 
projects and pave the 21 dirt 
streets. 


Should Help 
Extrapolating Ms. Usnick's 


and Brogden's reasoning, it 
would seem that hard-surfacing 
the streets should pave they way 
for further development. 


More than 85% of the Clinton 


neighborhood's housing is single- 
family structures and 65.5% of 
the homes are owned by the 
residents, a figure comparable to 
the general Lincoln situation. 
But in 1974 more than 90% of the 
homes were valued by the 
owners at less than $20,000. 


At that time, more than half 


the homeowners said they 
couldn't afford 
necessary 


repairs, but more than 60% said 
they would try to improve their 
property if the cost of upkeep 
and repairs could somehow be 
reduced. 


Ms. Usnick says the city's 


Community Development Act 
money will provide $97,000 in 
direct grants and another $16,500 
in low-interest loans for home 


repairs, although the details of 
distributing the funds aren't all 
worked out. 


The Urban Development 


Dept. is also trying to persuade • 
Lincoln financial institutions to 
cooperate in a low-interest, long- 
term loan program"" and a "loan 
pool" for poor but creditworthy, 
residents. 


Most Under $10,000 
The 1974 survey showed 72.8% 


of the Clinton residents earned 
less than $10,000 a year, com- 
pared to 50.5% of the general 
Lincoln population in that in- 
come category. 


Mrs. Delores Lintel, president 


of the Clinton Neighborhood 
Organization, says the city owns 
homes in the neighborhood but 
doesn't take good care of them. 
"We don't like the city as 
landlord in our part of town," 
she said. "The city isn't a good 
landlord, they just collect the 
rent and they don't maintain the 
homes. 


"People in the nieghborhood 


really like it here. It's a family 
neighborhood and close to 
schools, work, churches and 
things." 


Mrs. Lintel said a lot of 


University of Nebraska students 
live in the neighborhood because 
of its proximity to both the 
downtown and east campuses, 
adding a transient element to the 
population. 


"Our concern when we 


organized a few years ago was 
unpaved streets," she said. "The 
streets will be done next year. 
Now we need some code en- 
forcement for such things as 
dilapidated garages, for in- 
stance. 


"But people feel encouraged. 


Some have fixed up their homes 
on their own. People get a psy- 


chological boost from the 
paving." 


3 Workers Hired 
In addition, the Urban 


Development Dept. has hired 
three persons to head various 
projects: Glen Donaldson, 
rehabilitation specialist; Steve 
Schwaller, environmental health 
officer, and Barbara Harriott, 
outreach worker for the elderly. 
Sidewalk 
installation, 


neighborhood 
beautification, 


citizen participation and the 
rehabilitation grant projects are 
about to begin. 


The department 
is also 


working with the Parks and 
Recreation Dept. on improving 
Pentzer Park at 27th and Clinton 
Sts. More than 807o of the 
children in the area use the park, 
but many.-residents feel it poses 
a dangerous .traffic situation 
because about two-thirds of the 
neighborhood is cut off from the 
park by either heavily traveled 
27th St or Holdrege St. 


"Clinton residents are pleased 


with what's going on, as you 
would expect," Ms. Usniek says. 
She said further planaing'in the 
area depends on if and when a 
decision is made on what to do 
with property the city purchased 
for the ill-fated 
Northeast 


Radial. 


Lincoln's share of Community 


Development Act funds is just 
under $1.2 million this year and 
is expected to be about $1.8 
million in future years. 


Other neighborhoods 
are- 


beginrung to clamor for their 
shares of the development 
funds, especially the Malone 
area and South Russian Bot- 
toms, another area with many 
unpaved streets. 


Farms Today in Younger—and Better—Hands

Farmers are getting younger. 


The statistics gathered by the 
Department of Agriculture in- 
dicate it but it is obvious when 
you attend a series of meetings 
with fanners. 


"I can't think of a time in 


history when farming was in 
better hands. Today's young 
farmer is much better educated 
because about 30^ of the college 
students in the agricultural 
colleges are going back to the 
farm." said Dr. Bill Splinter, 
chairman of the Agricultural 
Engineering Dept at the Unner- 
sity of Nebraska. 


Splinter spoke at a convention 


of Fanners Union members 
which included 25 young farm 
couples as guests 


A New Program 
The organization has moved 


vigorously into a new youth 
program that includes a special 
family camping program, 
educational materials ranging 
from coloring books for the very 
voung to special projects for 
older youth 


The Nebraska Farm Bureau 


Federation is in its sixth year of 
naming an outstanding farm and 
ranch couple as their youth of 
the year 


The Nebraska Grange also has 


its programs emphasizing young 
grange members. 


There are two groups of young 


farmers aimed at those who 
have just started in farming — 
the AJurnra Assn. of the Future 


Farmers of America and the 
Nebraska Young Farmers 
Organization. 


Public Speakers 
Young farmers are being 


elected delegates to the state 
conventions of major farm 
groups. They often have training 
in parliamentary procedure and 
public speaking that their elders 
never had. This makes them 
prime candidates for leadership 
positions in committee activity 
that produces Ihe position paper 
of the organizations called their 
resolutions. 


The problem of transferring 


land ownership from the older 
generation to the younger one is 
becoming a major problem as 
land values increase and farms 
continue to grow in size. 


A Major Role 
A petition circulated at the 


Nebraska Livestock Feeders 
Assn. called for an easing of in- 
heritance taxes when a widow 
settles her husband's estate. 
Many farm wives have found 
themselves paying taxes on an 
inheritance they really played a 
major role in developing the 
value of. 


Many farm families are incor- 


porating themselves in an effort 
to ease the problem of transition 
of ownership within the farm 
family. 


The Nebraska Farmers Union 


is supporting federal legislation 
based on a Canadian law that 
allows the government Jo boy 
tend and lease it io young 


farmers on a lease-buy arrange- 
ment. 


High,as $40,000 
Cy Carpenter, president of the 


Minnesota Farmers Union, 
notes that it takes a third of a 
million dollars to buy a quarter 
section of land today (160 acres). 
"That was once the traditional 
size of a farm to start up on. 
Today you cannot make a living 
on that small a farm. Add in the 
cost of tractors and combines 
that can run as high as $40,000 
and you find it a very expensive 
business for a young couple to 
develop," he said. 


The young farmers are deman- 


ding new services from the 
University of Nebraska such as a 
feed testing service, faster 
delivery of research information 
and more continuing educational 
services. 


'Not a Sales Pitch' 
"I don't know that the feed 


companies are feeding us a line 
on our rations but I do want a 
place where I can take a feed 
sample, get a ration recommen- 
dation and not a sales pitch for a 
particular brand of feed." a 
young feeder told Dr. Terry 
Klopfenstem of the NU Animal 
Science Dept. 


Attitudes are changing in the 


role of the farm wife. One young 
lady who has been active in 4-H 
and FFA E planning on running 
a small livestock feeding opera- 
tion while her husband earns a 
wage as a bank employes. 


"We will borrow his dad's 


machinery to produce crops. We 
have 100 calves and the feed. 
With just a little luck we ought 
to own our own operation by the 
time we are 35," she said. 


The Children Help 
A pretty blonde farm wife 


with eight children said the 
system can work but it has its 
problems. 


"The kids and I do the far- 


ming. My husband works at the 
farm machinery plant in Grand 
Island and does the chores but 
the kids and I do all the 
fieldwork on the farm. When he 
does get a weekend off it seems 
to rain so he isn't of much help 
with the crops," she said. 


Some old timers, like Hans 


Jensen of Aurora, worry about 
the future of the young farmer. 


"I just keep remembering the 
young fellows I have known who 
have bought farms on borrowed 
money when the prices were 
high and lost everything they 
owned when the bottom fell out 
We need to have a stable market 
if they are to survive," he 
warned. 


Some Changes 
The influex of new members 


hasn't yet resulted in any huge 
change in organization policy in 
any of the farm groups but there 
are some minor changes 
developing. 


Young lurks in the Farm 


havp been pressing for 


the development of a Farm 
Bureau Marketing Assn. and the 
younger Farmers Union 
members supported a proposal 
to at least investigate the 
•possibility 
of 
recharging 


groundwater supplies by diver- 
ting river water into water 
deficient areas. 


Younger feeders and stock 


growers are supporting a merger 
of the two cattle producing 
groups but other than a unified 
support for the Institute of 
Agriculture and Natural 
Resources, the basic different 
philosophies of Ihe farm groups 
remain.

A Good House 
"If you do permanent things 


like plant a tree or build a really 
good house you extend your 
scope into the future and make it 
possible for future generations 
to extend their scope into the 
past," Berry said. 


Culture stems from people 


with permanent intentions in en- 
vironment as well as in 
relationships, Berry said. 


"The crazy gorillas in our 


society like the Manson Family, 
or the Symbionese Liberation 
Army, or the CIA, or the FBI, 
only act in terms of expediency. 
They are little islands cut loose, 
acting with no sense of the per- 
manent." 


Permanence, Berry said, is 


related to sound health. "The 
ideals of health and a life of ease 
are in conflict. We need to 
provide communities where peo- 
ple can be healthy. Healthy com- 
munities have a balance between 
persons and the environment 
they live in. The way Tanya (his 
wife) and I live together 
preserves our health," Berry 
said. 


Life of Leisure 
Berry said in former societies 


people used servants so they 
might enjoy a Me of leisure. 


"Now we've made the natural 
world our servant. We've turned 
our rivers, forests, fields and 
oceans into niggers to fetch and 
carry and suffer hardships. 


"And it's come back on us in a 


curious way. The natural world 
is our source of life and, by 
debasing it, we have debased 
ourselves," Berry said. 


Twelve years ago, Berry, his 


wife and family returned to their 
home in Port Royal. Ky., and 
bought 12 acres of land. An adja- 
cent 40 acres was to be 
developed into a high population 
density area. To halt that 
development, the Berrys bought 
the additional acreage. 


Teaches English 
"We don't make a living from 


the land. We're subsistence 
farmers — land restorers," 
Berry said. 


He teaches English at the 


University of Kentucky, where 
he also writes poetry. 


Berry said he is alienated from 


the university's academic ven- 
tures. "I don't have the 
necessary objectivity, the 
necessary flexibility. I don't hold 
with the academic assumption 
that anything is possible. I hold 
that some things are wrong," 
Berry said. 


In response to a question, 


Berry said he would not 
celebrate the nation's bicenten- 
nial at all or, if he did, he would 
celebrate very selectively. 


"Celebrating 200 years of 


history is absurd. If we behaved 
ourselves for 200 years — or 
even two — now that would be 
cause for celebration."

To Tackle Water Problem? 


There's a possibility the 1976 Legislature may tackle the 


volatile issue of trans-basin diversion of water. 


Work is underway by the State Office of Planning, in 


cooperation with the State Natural Resources Commission, to 
review statutes and court decisions and draft whatever legisla- 
tion may be needed to authorize diversion. 


How far the idea will go in the 1976 session — assuming 


such legislation is introduced — is anyone's guess. But many are 
betting it will take more than one session before any such law is 
put on the books. 


Trans-basin water diversion, more than almost any other 


water subject, is a knee-jerk fighting topic for many water users. 
It automatically raises visions of losing water. 


But the topic has gone from one that was totally unaccep- 


table just a few years ago for water experts to one that is today 
discussed more openly, although still with considerable emo- 
tion. 


With more studies of Nebraska's land and water resources 


and needs, it has become more obvious that some sections of the 
state have more water than they are using while others are short 
of water. 


Simple logic indicates diversion might be ideal. But those 


with unused water don't see it quite that way, since they usually 
have visions of using the water themselves. 


Even if some type of diversion law is eventually written into 


Nebraska's lawbooks, many water experts feel that will still be a 
far cry from any project to actually divert water from one river 
basin to another. 


Leaders Worried 


Electric utility leaders, while expressing confidence they 


think they can do their job, are becoming more and more 
worried about their ability to continue meeting customer 
demands for electricity. 


Even those not normally inclined toward paranoia are 


beginning to suggest they may be playing against a stacked deck. 


Utilities intent on building power plants and transmission 


lines find themselves beset from all sides by assorted 
prohibitions, standards, supply problems and other limitations 
that have the net effect of curtailing construction. 


For a long time, many believe, the prevailing public at- 


titude has been that electric utilities act for the benefit of elec- 
tric utilities: in short, power plants and transmission lines are 
built for the utilities. 


The utilities themselves undoubtedly contributed to such a 


public attitude. But the fact remains that power plants and lines 
serve customers — Joe Citizen in his home and at his farm and 
factor}-. 


However, many utility leaders fear the message that con- 


tinual delays in construction are likely to result in power shor- 
tages is not getting through to citizens, governmental leaders 
and opinion makers. 


Some have compared the situation to the fuel supply 


problem brought into focus by the Arab oil embargo. Energy of- 
ficials had warned for several years that fuel supply problems 
were imminent, but it took the shortages of the oil embargo to 
get the message across. 


Electric utility leaders, as well as some government energy 


officials, are warning that electric power shortages appear to be 
a near certainty in the not-so-distant future if things continue as 
they are for the power industry. 


But many also appear somewhat resigned to the idea that it 


will take a crisis of some type to get the message across. 
Shaw: Foes of N-Power 
No. 1 Energy Problem 


South Sioux City (AP) — 


General Manager Ralph Shaw of 
the Omaha Public Power 
District says the antinuclear 
movement is rapidly becoming 
the most senous energy problem 
in the United States. 


In remarks prepared for 


delivery Monday at a national af- 
fairs conference of the Nebraska 
Farm Bureau Federation, Shaw 
said: "The antinuclear move- 
ment stands a better chance of 
destroying the ability of 
Nebraska's farmers to produce 
food for the world than any 
other single force." 


Speaking on the electrical 


energy situation as it affects 
Nebraska's farmers, Shaw said 
experts believe only 1% of the 
nation's total energy needs will 
be available from the sun 20 
years now. 


Research in that area should 


continue, he said, but the only 
available source of energy that 
can help conserve oil, natural 
gas and coal is uranium. 


"Here is an energy source," 


Shaw said, "which can be used 
with available technology within 
acceptable pollution limits and 
for which there is no other pre- 
sent use."' 


If citizens decide Nebraska 


does not need nuclear power, he 
said, it will mean a much higher 
cost for a greatly reduced supply 
of electricity and a large increase 
in the cost of food production. 


"I only hope that in the 


hysteria which we will see in the 
months ahead, there will be 
leaders... who sort out the facts 
before we are committed to an 
irreversible course of restricted 
energy," he said. 


Directors and Officers 
Insurance a Hot Seller

Chicago — A new policy — 


directors' and officers liability 
insurance — has become a hot 
seller in the insurance field.

sity to sue for liability over 
anything and everything, accor- 
ding to an insurance publication, 
which jioted officers and direc- 
tors are "running scared — for 
fear that lawsuits might lose 
them their gold shirt studs."

Species," in the November- 
December issue of the Journal 
of Insurance, a publication of Hie 
Insurance Information Institute, 
says: "With increasing frequen- 
cy, the actions of corporate 
directors and officers are being 
challenged by stockholders, 
competitors and public interest 
groups. 


'Like It or Not' 
"To the ghosts of corporation 


directors and of officers Jong 
past, this may seem blasphemy. 
Yet, like ?t or not, we live in a 
continually evolving world, one 
which is placing increasing 
emphasis on business behavior 
and accountability." 


Officers and directors have a 


need for insurance, it went on, 
"as a protection against honest, 
inadvertent exposure to claims 
of wrongdoing in tbeir duties." 


Ifee article cites cases from

the "recent, celebrated Penn 
Central fiasco in which the direc- 
tors have been sued for many 
millions of dollars'" to claims by 
business competitors forced into 
bankruptcy and employes put 
out of their jobs by mergers. 


Many Other Issues' 
"Disgruntled stockholders 


also sue over many other 
economic issues, including 
failure to declare dividends or 
enough of a dividend: poor 
terms for existing stockholders 
in a merger: excessive stock op- 
tions; allegations of giving out 
false financial information: 
domination of one corporation 
by another, and improper loans 
to officers and directors. 


"Such 3 list," says the article, 


"can provide but a brief sugges- 
tion of the allegations that can 
be and are brought against those 
who lead a corporation." 


And legal costs may prove 


painful, as corporations no 
longer pick up the tab for legal 
defense. "A corporation board is 
open to having its decision to 
sustain the legal costs of defense 
challenged by separate legal ac- 
tion."

Regents Ducking Buckshot? 


The decision by Judge Benjamin Wall of the Court of In- 


dustrial Relations permitting an election to determine who will 
speak for the University of Nebraska-Lincoln faculty in collec- 
tive bargaining is laced with irony and rhetorical buckshot 
toward the NU system and regents. 


The judge, in his opinion, answers the question of whether 


the University of Nebraska is a system or a conglomeration of 
three highly individual campuses. 


He also castigates the Regents for claiming they control a 


fiefdom of their own. 


In later action setting Feb. 16 as the faculty election date he • 


said he may throw the whole thing out because of alleged anti- 
union statements made by Regent Ed Schwartzkopf, Lincoln. 


Love and Affection 


All of which is not calculated to increase love and affection 


among the UNL faculty, system administration and regents. For 
the first time in his five-year tenure as system head. President 
D. B. Varner will speak on the issue of system governance 
before the UNL Faculty Senate Tuesday. 


The court held that an election could" be held for all A-line 


employes, basically those below the rank of dean or assistant 
dean. 


The Board of Regents, Judge Wall said, claims to be "an 


autonomous unit of government, independent of the rest of the 
state of Nebraska, rather like a medieval kingdom unto itself." 


Tallow Directives' 
Wall disagreed. While somewhat independent, he said, they 


still are a branch <K state government, and "must follow the 
directives of the Legislature and the Constitution like any other 
governmental body." 


That issue is before Lancaster County District Court now. 


The regents claim they are not tied to the Legislature. 


The Regents also held that if there is to be a bargaining un- 


it, it must include Omaha and Medical Center campuses as well 
as UNL, since there is one University of Nebraska system. (At 
other times when convenient, NU administrators have said the 
campuses are virtually autonomous.) That issue has been raging 
since merger more than five years ago. 


'Little Interchange' 
But Wall said "There is little interchange of faculty 


members between campuses," and "little integration of 
operations between campuses." 


The UNL campus, Wall said, "is predominantly the doc- 


torate and post-doctorate locale. The University of Nebraska at 
Omaha campus has little doctoral emphasis" and is highly 
oriented toward urban problems. The University of Nebraska 
Medical Center is wholly directed toward producing 
professionals in the health and healing sciences." 


Colleges of Law and Dentistry, the Judge said, have asked 


to be considered separate units in any American Assn. of 
University Professors bargaining election. 


More Contact 
Wall agreed that they are separate, and "are all separately 


accredited by professional bodies outside-the academic at- 
mosphere,'' as is the Medical Center. 


"All three have substantially more contact and interchange 


with the real world off campus," Wall's opinion said, "than do 
the rest of the faculty." 


"Each campus and the Colleges of Law and Dentistry- 


perceive themselves as separate and distinct entities," the judge 
said. "The faculty at the University of Nebraska at Lincoln still 
tends to regard the University of Nebraska at Omaha as a 
stepchild." 


Among other cases, he cited Kansas State College of 


Pittsburg collective bargaining moves, in which the Kansas 
regents tried unsuccessfully to get a systemwide unit for all six 
of their campuses. 


Few Contacts 


UNL faculty members, he said, "have sufficient common 


interests and so few contacts "with the UNO and Medical 
. Center campuses, they must be considered separate. 


Regarding Regent Schwartzkopf's anti-union statements, 


Judge Wall on Dec. 3 warned the regents not to make such 
utterances. 


In a Nov. 15 meeting, Academic Committee head 


Schwartzkopf. NU officials and faculty said they wished they 
had had more informal give and take before, such as that 
meeting produced. 


That might have prevented the entire union move, Regent 


Schwartzkopf said. Now it may be too late.

100 Days 
During the 100 days he lived at 


Wisner, Skublicki had worked 
closely with Todd and was deter- 
mined to make him national 
table tennis champion in Ihree 
or four years. 


'We were planning on playing 


doubles together," Todd said. 
"I'd really like to take one of his 
trophies home." 


After defeating Jim Lymun on 


Onawa, Iowa, in the finals, Todd 
got his wish. Finishing second 
was Diana Meyers of Omaha. 


Though he wasn't competing 


in the Class C division, Mark 
Kennedy, 17, of Lincoln said 
he'd rather take home the Class 
C trophy, which was engraved in 
honor of Hall, than win the 
championship. 


Petersen said the cham- 


pionship trophy was dedicated to 
Skublicki and the Class C trophy 
was in Hall's memory. "Randy 
was a real promising player and 
at the present time we figured 
he would have won the C 
division," he said. 


Kennedy said he and Hall had 


met about three years ago while 
Hall was a student at the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska. Though Hall 
was five years older, "we never 
noticed the age difference," 
Kennedy said. 


Doubles Partners 
"We practiced together and

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USDA v EPA, U.S. Army 


Washington — The U.S. Department of Agriculture (USDA) 


has a problem. 


It seems the Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) and 


the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers want it to join in a show of 
harmony on one facet of the proposed new dredge and fill 
regulations. 


They figure that until USDA does, they will lack credibility 


among the nation's farmers and ranchers. In absence of this, 
they wish USDA would shut up. 


EPA and the corps have gone to great lengths to assure 


agriculture and congressional critics that normal farming and 
ranching activities will be exempt from the discharge permit 
regulations (Section 404) of the Federal Water Pollution Control 
Act. 


USDA thus far has resisted going along with this assurance, 


for the simple reason it's not entirely convinced that that is so. 
And since the White House has remained aloof, the department 
is sticking to its guns. 


Not Persuaded 
USDA isn't persuaded that either the corps or EPA is 


willing to write unbreakable language to that effect to preclude 
future harassment of farmers and ranchers by unsympathetic 
Washington bureaucrats. „ 


Officials suggest that all its fears will be realized when the 


corps produces its final regulations, to be based on review and 
analysis of some 5,000 public comments expected to have been 
received up to the deadline Friday, Dec. 5. 


Although the opposition is 


running more than two to one 
against the regulations as 
currently proposed, the betting 
is that there will be few sub- 
stantive changes when the final 
rules are issued. 


The depth of USDA's con- 


cern was set out recently in a 
little-noticed speech by Paul 
Vander Myde, deputy assistant 


Vander Myde 
secretary for conservation, 


- research and education, in Columbia, S.C. In it, he pulled 
- together all the fears that have been expressed by farmers in 
; Nebraska and elsewhere. 


; 
Part of New Era 


; 
"One close look at these regulations ... will convince you 


- that they are part of a new era that farmers and ranchers now 


face," he told his audience. "Today's farmer, unlike the farmer 


! of yesteryear, increasingly will be operating his business under 


rules and decisions written and enforced by nonfarmers." 


As a result, he believes, farmers' $500 billion investment 


'. will become more and more vulnerable to "unwise decisions" 
; by those who still "envision agriculture the way it was back in 
• the horse and buggy days." 


He numbers the Corps of Engineers among those "unwise" 


; decision makers. He says bluntly that the corps' interim dredge 
• and fill rules are a prime example of urban power holders' com- 


• plete lack of understanding of "the short-term and long-term 
'. imputations of their decisions upon today's vastly complex and 


highly costly farm business operations." 


Still Unconvinced 


Although EPA and the corps publicly have stated to the 


contrary, he still believes the regulations "could force ranchers 
and farmers to apply to tie military for a permit every time they 
build a pond, construct a sod waterway, build a diversion ditch, 
construct a terrace outlet, improve a streambank, or carry out 
any other water-management practice that involves moving 
. dirt." 


He feels the corps has included so many caveats in the 


regulations — which be describes as a paper pusher's paradise 
— that "we cannot take comfort that the right of landowners 
will be adequately protected from the long tentacles of the Ar- 
my. 


"It is dear," Vander Myde stresses, "that the national in- 


terest requires that public policy be directred toward positively 
helping farmers make their contribution to their country — not 
negatively cluttering ap their business with unworkable 
regulations and other deterrents to aD-oort production."

New York City Aid. By a narrow 213-203 vote, the House ap- 


proved a bill that would provide up to $2 3 billion a year in 
federal loans to New York City through mid-1978. President 
l<ord proposed the legislation to help the city meet its seasonal 
cash needs. 


Supporters of the bill, arguing that city and state 


officials had done all they could to reduce New York's 
financial problems, pointed out that the city still would 
need limited federal aid to provide essential services to 
its eight million residents. They maintained that the 
Dill posed no financial risk for the federal government 
because loans would be repaid by June 30 during each 
year of assistance. 


Opponents, despite the President's argument that 


the state had largely bailed itself out of its financial 
mess, continued to argue that the federal government 
had no business using taxpayers' money to help a city 
responsible for its own fiscal mismanagement. They 
predicted that the city would be back asking for more 
money m no time and obiected to the precedent the bill 
would set for aid to other financially troubled cities. 
The House approval sent the bill to the Senate. 
Voting for aid to New York City: None. 
Voting against aid to New York City: McCollister (R) 


Smith (R), Thone (R). 


Busing. By a 260-146 vote, the House adopted an amend- 


ment to a Labor-Health, Education and Welfare appropriations 
;bill that would prohibit HEW from requiring school busing to 
Achieve racial integration. Although the amendment would have 
010 effect on court-ordered busing, it is the strongest stand the 
House has taken in opposition to busing this year. The same 
•amendment had been added to the appropriations bill in the 
Senate. 


Supporters of the anti-busing amendment claimed 


that ousing did not achieve its purposes and caused 
other problems such as white flight to the suburbs and

diminished tax bases in inner cities.

Rail Rehabilitation. By a 53-38 vote, the Senate passed a bill 


to provide $8.6 billion in financial assistance to the nation's 
railroads and to ease federal regulation of the railroads. 


Supporters of the bill said it was necessary to 


provide assistance to the financially ailing railroads in 
order to upgrade and maintain a viable rail system and 
avoid nationalization. They pointed out that several 
Northeast and Midwest railroads already were 
bankrupt and many others were teetering on the brink 
of financial disaster. 


Opponents, led by the Ford 
Administration, 


claimed that the financial assistance in the bill was 
excessive and that the nation's railroads could be up- 
graded for less money They particularly objected to S3 
billion in financial assistance to upgrade passenger 
1 
service in the Northeast corridor between Washington, 
D.C. and Boston.

Spending Ceiling. By a 202-220 vote that tested support for 


President Ford's demand for a S395 billion federal spending 
limit, the House defeated Republican attempts to have a spen- 
ding ceiling attached to a tax reduction bill. 


The move would have sent the tax bill back to the Ways and 


- Means Committee to be rewritten with a spending ceiling in- 
cluded. Democrats repeatedly had turned down Republican ef- 
forts to attach an outlay limit to the bill on the House floor. 


The bill extending the 1975 tax reductions into 1976 was 


later passed 257-168 


Supporters of the motion to send the bill back to 


committee argued that President Ford would follow 
through on his vow to veto any tax cut bill that was not 
linked to a fiscal 1977 spending ceiling. It would be 
irresponsible, they contended, for Congress to cut 
taxes without making offsetting reductions in federal 
spending to keep the fiscal 1977 deficit from rising. If 
the President vetoed the bill, they added, taxes would 
go up next year. 


Opponents replied that if was impossible to enact a 


spending ceiling until Congress studied Ford's specific 
budget cuts which would hold outlays to S395 billion. To 
vote a ceiling before Congress examines the 
President's budget in January, opponents added, 
would undermine congressional budget-making 
procedures. And, some predicted, the President would 
back down, rather than let rising taxes damage 
economic recovery.

The complaints accused of-

• engaged in a conspiracy to set up 
the inspection bureau. The in- 


spection firm was stripped of its 
USDA designation as a result. 


For Three Years 
Department officials said the 


agreement worked out with 
Mississippi River will be effec- 
tive for three years. The an- 
nouncement said Giovanni 
Rametta. former executive vice 
president and manager of the 
elevator, has resigned from the 
firm.

Study: Farm Land Is Good Investment

, Iowa (AP) - Many 


Midwestern farmere consider 
land an excellent investment 
these days and are paying blue- 
ribbon prices to expand their 
farms. 


"Farmers are putting their 


dollars into land rather than the 
stock market," says Larry 
waiKer, a farm economist. 


"They got a 7% return on their 


investment last year and a bonus 
in the form of a 30% increase in 
and values. 


Walker, in a research project 


for Iowa State University, made 
the assessment after surveying 
525 real estate brokers in the 
state's nine crop reporting dis- 
tricts. 


"Land acquisition as an invest 


ment accounted for about 6% of 
land sales in 1971," he said. 
"This year, 22% of all farm land 
purchases were for investment 
reasons." 


Walker said a sellers' market 


is booming, despite record farm 
land prices triggered by grain 
sales to the Soviet Union. He 
said the price of farm land has 
tripled in the past decade and is 
selling for an average price as 
high as $1,568 per acre in some 
Iowa counties. 


"We find that farms continue 


to be owned by individuals and 
families rather than cor- 
porations," he said. "But the 


definition of a 'family farm1 is up 
in air. 


"The old concept no longer 


holds that everyone can have a 
farm to support his family — 
that's just not possible 
anymore." 


Costly farm machinery, plus 


spiraling prices for farm 
produce, are cited by real estate 
brokers as the chief reasons for 
the record increases in land 
values. 


"Farmers have high fixed 


costs. By buying more land they 
spread the cost of machinery 
over more acres," Walker said. 


"In 1970, when Iowa farm land 


cost an average of $375 an acre, 
fanners made a 4.2% return on 


their investment. In 1973, when 
land jumped to $579 an acre, 
farmers made a 7.5% return. 
"And in 1974, the last year for 
which U.S. Agriculture Dept. 
Economic Research Service 
figures are available, farmers got 
a return of 7% on their in- 
vestment." 


Farm land prices have shown 


similar 
sharp increases 


throughout the Midwest. 


The per-acre price of farm 


land in Ohio rose to $718 in 1975, 
compared to $636 a year ago. In 
Indiana, farm acreage prices 
jumped from $629 to $783. 


Only Illinois produced more 


corn than Iowa this year, and 
land there jumped from $788 to 
$952. Minnesota values increased 
from $354 to $461.

coln and Omaha are considering 
establishment of arbitration pan- 
els that would help to resolve fee 
disputes between lawyers and 
clients. 


The step was taken by the Lin- 


coln and Omaha bars at the 
urging of Nebraska State Bar 
Assn. (NSBA) President Al 
Ellick of Omaha. 


He has also called for better 


communication between at- 
torneys and their clients in order

the first place. 


"I think most Nebraska at- 


torneys are fair in the fees they 
charge and aren't gouging their 
clients," Ellick said. "But when 
there are problems, there should 
be an easily available 
mechanism where people can 
get the matter discussed without 
having to go into court." 


Top Challenge 
Ellick has said that providing 


high-quality legal service for a 
reasonable fee is the top 
challenge attorneys face today. 


The NSBA head said he 


became interested in an arbitra- 
tion panel concept employed by 
the 
Hennepin 
County 


(Minneapolis, Minn.) Bar Assn., 
which uses a three-member 
group — one lawyer and two lay 
people — to hear fee disputes. 
He has subsequently suggested 
to Lincoln Bar Assn. President 
Richard Williams and Omaha 
Bar Assn. President Harry Otis 
that they consider setting up 
such panels in their cities. 


"Otis said he intended to place 


the proposal first on the agenda 
of the Omaha bar's executive 


committee at their December 
meeting," Ellick commented. 


In Lincoln, Williams said a 


special committee has been ap- 
pointed to look into all aspects of 
the proposition. He expects its 
report 'sometime after the first 
of the year. 


Feeling Favorable 
Williams said the general 


feeling is favorable, although he 
expressed some reservation

about the ratio of lay people to 
lawyers. It is his own feeling, 
however, that such a board 
should have some lay represen- 
tation. Ellick said the ratio 
should be left to the local bars. 


As things stand now, a person 


who feels he has been 
overcharged by an attorney can 
complain to one of the inquiry 
committees of the NSBA. But, 
Ellick says, unless the fee in 
question is "obviously un- 
conscionable," 
those com- 


mittees-really can't do much. 


Under the Hennepin County 


approach, both the complaining 
client and the attorney involved 
may sign an agreement to abide 


by the fee decision of the arbitra- 
tion panel. In that event, any 
legal right to bring a future court 
action on the matter is sur- 
rendered. 


If the attorney involved 


refuses to agree to abide by the 
panel's ruling, the client can 
either withdraw the complaint 
or allow it to proceed to a final 
determination by the panel. In 
that event, the panel would sup- 
port its decision in any other ac- 
tion that might be brought by 
the client, such as a lawsuit. 


Many Avoidable 
Many conflicts, Ellick feels, 


could be avoided if lawyers 
were more communicative 


about their fees. He says fees 
might be based on an hourly 
schedule, a flat rate, or on a con- 
tingency plan in which the 
lawyer receives some portion of 
an eventual settlement. 


"The attorney also should 


keep his client informed of any 
changes in the probable fee if 
circumstances change," Ellick 
declared. 


He feels that if there are any 


fee controversies, they're more 
apt to occur in the metropolitan 
areas of Omaha and Lincoln. 
"But 
they can happen 


anywhere," he said, adding that 
he intends to discuss the concept 
with other local bar associations.

Cleveland, Ohio (AP) — The 


energy crunch will have a 
domino effect on virtually all 
manufacturing next .year, but 
some of the results will be 
positive, an American Society 
for,-Metals official predicts. 


Allan Ray Putnam, managing 


director of the industry organiza- 
tion based in Metals Park, Ohio, 
near Cleveland, says it appears 
possible there will be no natural 
gas available to industry in five 
years.

the January issue of the society's

"domino effect" will develop as 
the effort to increase fuel ef- 
ficiency spreads — and that will 
include positive effects.

Garden Gossip 
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Be Careful With Plant Fertility 


By Emery W. Nelson 
County Extension Agent 
Houseplants need fertility that 


is uniform and well balanced. 
Starved plants will grow poorly 
and have a deprived appearance. 
Too much fertility is not 
desirable either. Over stimula- 
tion may result in unattractive 
growth and in extreme instances 
can kill the plant. 


Most houseplants grow under 


limited light conditions. In this 


case, they should receive just 
enough fertility to prevent them 
from starving. This will keep 
them at a desirable size and the 
foliage in a hardy condition that 
will resist ailments and changes 
in environment. Usually they are 
fertilized once or twice a year. 


Fast growing and flowering 


plants that have abundant light 
will require more food. These 
plants may need fertilizer once

Winter 
From present indications we 


could have a long, hard winter 
that could put considerable 
stress on trees and shrubs. Here 
are several suggestions to help 
with this situation. 


First, with the ground covered 


by early snows, rabbits will be 
unable to get to their normal 
sources of food and should begin 
chewing on some trees and 
shrubs soon. 


Trees most likely to be at- 


tacked will be those with 
smooth, soft bark, such as 
magnolia, apple, pear, peach, 
locust. Shrubs preferred by rab- 
bits include pyracantha. 
euonymus, quince. 


If you own only one or two 


plants that might be damaged by 
rabbits, simply buy a limited 
amount of rabbit repellant and 
apply it after each new snowfall. 


Fence May Work 
If a considerable number of 


plants are involved and they're 
congregated in a relatively small 
area, a temporary fence may be 
the answer. Be sure to lift it 
after each snow so that bunnies 
can't hop over it. During the late 
November storm in central 
Nebraska, snow depths reached 
the point where cattle were able 
to walk over four-foot farm 
fences. 


Some rabbit repellants can be 


painted on tree trunks. If the 
plant is particularly valuable, by 
all means purchase commercial 
tree wrap and wrap all trunks 
from the ground to the first 
branch. The wrap contains an in- 
ner layer of gooey stuff that 
sticks to the bunny's teeth and 
makes him most uncomfortable. 


In some cases, offering Mr. 


Rabbit an alternate source of 
food, such as milo, will enable 
you to save your valuable or- 
namentals without repelling him 
or fencing him out. However, 
remember that if you fail to put 
food out just once, you're liable 
to considerable damage in a 
short time because you are en- 
couraging the little fellow to 
come to your property regularly.

Nebraska Daughter Charmed Europe as Concert Violinist

The year is 1915, the time is 10 p.m. and the 


place is a concert hall in Quebec, Canada. A 
slender, dark-eyed girl stands center stage, the 
iright spotlight glistening on the violin she holds 
under her chin. She is playing Fritz Kreisler's 
famous "Caprice Viennois" as her last encore, and 
as she plays the final notes the audience explodes 
into applause and bravos and gives the.young 
violinist a standing ovation. 
" 
The next morning the Quebec Telegraph's 


music critic writes: "The skill with which Miss 
Genevieve Fodrea plays the violin is something 
extraordinary and bewitching. The selections she 
played with such expression and effect kept her 
hearers spellbound and feeling as though they 
could never hear enough of such charming music." 


So what's that little piece of nostalgia got to do 


with Nebraska in 1975? 


Concert violinist Genevieve Marie Fodrea, 


who enchanted the audience with her violin in 
Quebec 60 years ago. was a native Nebraskan, born 
in Cambridge m 1890. 


She'd always wanted to be a violinist and she 


sought that goal with unremitting determination, a 
quick temper and the ability to always find 
something to laugh about She wanted to play the 
violin on the concert stage, and she achieved her 
desire. She played to enthusiastic audiences 
everywhere she appeared. Critics praised her 
execution of difficult violin concertos, commented 
on the lovely warmth of her tone and 
enthusiastically predicted she would become one of 
the greats among concert violinists. 


But what happened? 
Young Student 


Miss Fodrea began to play the violin when she 


was only seven, and by the time she was 10 she was 
playing recitals usually accompanied on the piano 
by her sister. Pearl. 


When Miss Fodrea was 11 the family moved to 


Lincoln, where she received a scholarship and per- 
mission to enroll at the University of Nebraska as a 
special student. For U>e next ejgfat years she 
studied violin, and when she was old enough, she 


also took conventional subjects. In 1909 she 
graduated fron: the University, giving her senior 
recital in March of that year. 


The day after her recital, the Nebraska State 


Journal's critic wrote, "The Temple Theatre was 
crowded last evening on both the main floor and in 
the balcony for the violin recital given by 
Genevieve Marie Fodrea ... Unusual interest was 
aroused in the event on account of Miss Fodrea's 
known talent... In her program of five difficult 
numbers she exhibited attainments of a high order 
and remarkable composure for so young a per- 
former ..." 


The audience and the critics liked Miss 


Fodrea's playing but she didn't. Years later she 
said, "I didn't Eke my tone. It didn't have the 
depth, the warmth mat I wanted." It was during 
this period that Jan Kubelick, a famous concert 
violinist,' was touring the world. "I knew he'd 
studied under Otokar Sevcik. He had the big tone I 
wanted, so I decided I simply had to study under 
Otokar Sevcik, too," she said. 


Study Abroad 


That was easy to say but far more difficult to 


accomplish. First she had to be accepted by 
Sevcik as one of his students, and Sevcik was very 
choosy. And where was the money going to come 
from? There would be travel expenses, the cost of 
living in Vienna and Sevcik's fee. The Fodrea fami- 
ly was far from rich and didn1! have the money. 


But she was accepted by Sevcik and somehow 


things fell into place. 


The following year, Genevieve studied with 


Prof. Willy Hess in Berlin, holding down the con- 
cert meister's chair in the orchestra directed by the 
master. During this period she played concerts in 
Germany and became acquainted with many of the 
musical greats of that time. She loved her life, sur- 
rounded by friends, playing her beloved violin. 


American Audiences 


But the war clouds ended the European >dyl. 


Music took a distant second place to guns and 
soldiers, and she returned to the United States just 
in tone to escape the outbreak of World War I. 


One evening shortly after her arrival in New 


Genevieve Marie Fodrea Trenehard 


York, she went to a restaurant for dinner. Her 
growing fame had preceded her and the director- 
nolnust of the restaurant's orchestra asked her to 
play for the diners. She played a difficult piece that 
required no accompaniment — one that was part of 
a concert violinist's standard repertoire The reac- 
tion of the diners was a round of polite applause 
She felt let down. She'd become accustomed to the 
enthusiastic bravos of her European audiences. 


But a diner called out, "Flay 'I Rear You 


Calling Me." The famous Irish tenor, John MrCor- 
rmck, had been touring Aisonca *nd he'd made the 
song enormously popular. 


"I don't know it," Miss Fodera protested. 


She'd never even beard of the ballad. 


"I ha\e the music." the orchestra leader said. 


So, to the orchestra's accompaniment, she 


sight-read the tune. The diners were hushed as she 
played, and then at the la&t note, the}' erupted into 
a standing ovation 


Silly Song 


Miss Fodrea wasn't pleased. "I'd played them a 


peat piece of mosjc and they'd barely applauded. 1 
sight-read a silly song, and they went wild. I got 


mad," she recalled years later. She got so mad she 
wouldn't play another encore, but instead stalked 
off the stage, beckoning her escort to follow her out 
of the restaurant. "It makes me ashamed," she 
recalled with a small grimace. "I was so young, so 
sure of myself." 


For several years she taught and toured the 


United States and Canada, playing to enthusiastic 
audiences. Then, in the summer of 1920 she went 
back to Cambridge (her parents had moved back to 
the small town of Genevieve's birth while she was 
in Europe) and began to practice for another con- 
cert season. 


But her plans went awry. 1st Sgt John William 


Trenchard was the reason. 


Maudlee Butler remembers Miss Fodrea's 


problem. "She didn't know what to do," Mrs. 
Butier said in a recent interview. "We were best 
friends. She was dedicated to going on tour as a 
concert violinist, but she was also in love. She 
asked me what she should do, and I told her I 
couldn't help her. She'd have to make up her own 
mind." Mrs Butler, who still lives in Cambridge, 
was an accomplished pianist, and later frequently 
accompanied Miss Fodrea in recitals and concerts. 


Geneweve Fodrea opted for a wedding. She 


named John William Trenchard in 1921, 
sacrificing her concert tours for a We as a small 
town wife and mother. 


"Have you ever been sorry?" a student asked 


in 1928.

A faraway look appeared in her eyes. "No," 


she said, "but I suppose I do miss it, though. But I 
love my life here 


By this toe her "life here" included a 


daughter, Catherine, and two sons, Bob and Jack, 
as well as husband Bill. 


But one doesn't turn off an indomitable will as 


one turns off a faucet. The determmaboa that had 
earned Genevieve Mane Fodrea Trenchard to the 
concert stage continued to drive her. She played 
many concerts throughout the Midwest aod several 
recitals at the Univessty's School of Musk in Lia- 
coln. 


She died eight years ago st the age of 77.

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Mrs. Black Lit Up Panhandle

If Ben Franklin were around, he should meet Hilda 


Black. 


Most people know that Franklin studied electricity. 


Far fewer know that Hilda Black of Lakeside is the one 
responsible for bringing it to Nebraska's panhandle. 


In 1944, she organized and served as first president of 


the Panhandle Rural Electric Membership Assn., and she 
adds, "that's still the name of it." 


Formation of the rural electric co-op — the largest in 


area in the state — began when "I read about the Rural 
Electrification Administration in Washington, D.C., and I 
thought how wonderful it would be to have electricity like 
they did in the cities," she recalled. 


'I'm Serious' 
Using goodly amounts of persistence and persuasion, 


Mrs. Black convinced the personnel in Washington that 
she was serious and was at the Hyannis train depot to 
meet the first official who came from Washington. 


More than 700 persons gathered at Ashby to talk to 


him, with another meeting being held later in Box Butte 
County. When the two groups merged, Mrs. Black was 
elected president. 


"At first the REA officials thought the users were so 


far apart, they didn't think it was feasible but I took the 
men around on the trails and showed them that one ranch 
would use as much electricity as a little town and they 
were-sympathetic." 


It took a year of work but work well worth it because 


"electricity was the most wonderful thing that ever 
happened to us. The people were enthused over the idea. 


~ They wanted it so much," she said. 


A special bonus for Mrs. Black was that when it was 


time to divide the Sandhills into sections, "the men 
promised me I could be in section one." 


And she was. 
"The first loan was for $300,000 and I had to sign for 


it," Mrs. Black recalled. "I thought at the time, 'I'm glad 
we've got 35 years to pay this off." 


But it was really repaid in 13. 


A Blessing 
"Some people thought I was out of my mind at the 


time but electricity has been a blessing to us," Mrs. Black 
said. 


When the lines were hooked up, "we bought every 


electric tiling we could find," Mrs. Black remembers. 


"Do you remember — of course you don't — oil bur- 


ning refrigerators? We had to light the oil burner un- 
derneath it and somehow it made ice." 


Lakeside, 24 miles east of Alliance, produced potash 


during the war and had "a lot of people there." Now, 
Mrs. Black says, it's practically a ghost town. 


Hilda Black 


Home on Ranch 
"But it's home and we have nice homes there, thanks 


to electricity," she said. "I even wrote a poem about the 
need for electricity, only it was 'Home on the Ranch' in- 
stead of Home on the Range." 


Mrs. Black, who will be 84 Dec. 28, drove down from 


her home to attend, for the first time, the state conven- 
tion of the Nebraska Rural Electric Assn., held last week 
in Lincoln. 


"I was to be an honored guest and I couldn't refuse 


that, could I?" 


In addition to serving as president two years and 


board member for seven of the Panhandle co-op, Mrs. 
Black was "a ranch woman that did everything — and 
they did do everything in those days," including herding 
cattle on horseback with her husband and keeping house 
on a sodhouse ranch. 


She has two children, Arnold W. Black of Lakeside 


and Mrs. Carroll Reese of Ogallala, three grandchildren 
and wonderful memories of her late husband, Ode, who 
was "the best person you ever saw." 


When she was organizing the electrical association he 


drove her to the meetings in Alliance and "loafed around 
in the hotel and pool hall waiting for me. He was just so 
sweet and patient. Without him I could never have done 
anything."

Autistic Children Hard to Teach 
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Weddings 


Denton, Tex. (UPI) _ with 


knees together and feet pointed 
m, she sits in a position only 39- 
year-old could find comfortable 
Dressed cheerfully in a blue 
stripe dress with red ribbons in 
ner hair, she gives the 
appearance of a child lost in a 
daydream. 


But Dawn's eyes bore un- 


distracted at the floor, leaving 
her brown pigtails to frame an 
emotionless face. She can't 
giggle or smile. She won't cry. 


Dawn is not retarded. She is 


autistic, which means she has 
severe learning disabilities and 
bizarre behavioral problems. 


Not long ago, Dawn was like a 


deaf mute. 


Hugs Her Mommy 
Her only outward response 


came in a tantrum in which she 
threw every object within reach. 
But recently she began to learn 
and speak in sign language. 
She'll even hug her mother. 


Progress Dawn and other 


autistic children in her program 
made is not due to conventional 
treatment. Rather, it is one 
which includes slappings, 
placing children in a dark closet 
and, in severe cases, giving elec- 
tric shocks with a cattle prod. 


After a year in the program 


Dawn 
can 
speak 
five 


monosyllablic sounds and her 
sign vocabulary is significantly- 
larger. She can identify the 
words "boy," "girl" and 
"book." When told to she can 
touch her nose and when shown 
how she can put her hands on 
her head. 


They Can Learn 


"We can teach them," says 


Dr. Donald Whaley. "We can 
make them handleable. We can 
tram them so they fit in. But the 
question is whether we can 
make them normal." 


Dawn and the 20 other 


children at North Texas State's 
Center for Behavioral Study may 
excel in one area, but they have 
major learning deficits in all 
others. They can learn, and they 
can function — if they don't kill 
themselves first. 


"Many of these kids are self- 


destructive,"' says Whaley. 
"They bang their heads against 
the wall hard enough to crack 
their skulls They claw the flesh 
off their faces or they try to put 
out their eyes. Some of them

bite themselves — take chunks 
of flesh out of their arms or 
shoulders." 


Try to Teach 
In treating autistic children, 


Whaley and his small staff must 
first stop the deviant behavior. 


"We punish them to reduce 


the rate of response we're trying1 


to eliminate," he says. "Then we 
go in and try'to teach them 
something. An alternative." 


Whaley says a normal child 


will try various methods to get 
the affection of its parents, in- 
cluding 
self-destructive 


behavior. 


"A child might hit itself on the 


chin," he says. "But after a 
while, the parent will get mad 
and tell it to stop. Since the hit- 
ting didn't get the attention the 
child was seeking, the normal 
child will stop it and do 
something else — like arithmetic 
— which will get a favorable 
response from the parent. 


"But the autistic child can't do 


that. It doesn't know an alter- 
native. So it will just keep hitting 
itself harder and harder until the 
parent physically stops it. And 
then, the next time the child 
isn't being watched, it will start 
hitting itself again and again. 


"It could literally beat itself to 


death." 


For milder behavioral 


problems the center's punish- 
ment could be a slap on the arm 
or "time out" — being put in a 
dark closet. 


Whaley said if the child con- 


tinually exhibits harmful 
behavior, its arm or hand may be 
slapped hard enough and often 
enough to get it to stop. After a 
time, the child connects the slap 
with the behavior that prompted 
it, and will stop the behavior. He 
says in some cases the child 
makes the same response when 
put in a dark closet. 
Doll Is Doll 
When the behavior is slowed 


sufficiently, the child is taught

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something elementary, such as 
identifying a doll as a doll or a 
book as a book. The child is then 
rewarded, thus gaining the 
attention and affection it was in- 
itially seeking. 


Whaley says although the 


original deviant behavior is 
probably never completely 
erased from the child's mind, 
the newly learned, rewarded 
behavior usually becomes domi- 
nant. 


In the most extreme cases of 


self-destructive behavior, 
whaley says cattle prods have 
been used to deliver a painful, 
electric jolt which stops self- 
abuse. The only case that severe 
at the center is Tony, 26, whose 
arms are covered with the fleshy 
scars of his own bites. 


No More Bites 
Institutionalized' or left alone, 


Tony probably would eventually 
have killed himself. Under the 
center's care, he no longer bites 
himself, he can carry on a 
moderately casual conversation 
and he has worked to support 
himself. 


Since 1972, 48 children 


between two and 28 years of age 
have been treated at the NTSU 
clinic and another 95 have been 
involved in a home service 
program. Of that total, Whaley 
says only one child has had to be 
put in a state hospital.

Here is a 
squad of Santas that should 
appeal to the entire family.

Roly-Poly Santa (1) 


1. Wrap an 8-ounce drinking 


cup in red paper. Tape and trim. 


2. Add a white hat brim, pink 


face, white'fringe beard, and a 
black belt. Trim each strip 
feature to fit around the cup 
before gluing in place. 


3. Add paper facial features, 


moustache, and buckle. 


4. Cut a small hole into a

8. Add a white paper or felt 


moustache and beard. 


9. A hat is a red paper cone 


with decorative trim. 


Table-leg Santa (3) 


, Buy a decorative table leg and 
follow its shape to create a San- 
ta. A head can be added, if the 
leg does not lend itself to one. 
Use a toy block or wooden ball. 
The arms are anything from ice 
cream sticks to cut wooden 
rulers. 


Small individualized bottles of

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Over 1,000 Viets Settled 
In State by Church Groups 
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A m baxmdor 
Named

." Well over 1,000 Vietnamese 
refugees have settled in Ne- 
braska under the sponsorship of 
church groups, according to a 
statewide survey made last 
week. 


And each week more church- 


sponsored refugees — an es- 
timated 25-35 — arrive from Ft. 
Chaffee, Ark., which is conduc- 
ting a final placement drive 
before its scheduled closing in 
mid-December. 


The informal survey was made 


by contacting the four largest 
church groups involved in 
refugee reset'tlement in 
Nebraska: the Roman Catholic 
Church, Lutheran Family and 
Social Services, Christian and 
Missionary Alliance Church, and 
Church World Service, an 
ecumenical agency supported by 
most mainline churches. 


18 More Expected 


Of these, the largest number 


of lefugees were brought to 
Nebraska by the Roman 
Catholics: 260 by the Omaha 
Diocese and 200 by the Lincoln 
Diocese for a total of 460. 


At least 18 more are expected 


this week according to Sister 
Mary Fitzgerald of the Omaha 
Catholic Social Services. 


"The bulk of the people are 


coming in through churches," 
noted the Rev. Paul Schmidt of 
Lutheran Family and Social Ser- 
vices. He estimated that 40. 
Lutheran congregations in 
Nebraska sponsor a total of 230 
refugees. 


Alliance churches, according 


to figures supplied by the Rev. 
H. Bruce Leastman of Lincoln, 
have brought in 175 refugees, 
most of them members or recent 
converts of the Alliance Church 
in Vietnam. 


Leastman's church, Rosemont 


Alliance, may be close to holding, 
the national record for the

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ASU'S Kush Demands

Tempe, Ariz. — Frank Kush is one of a 


vanishing breed. 


The Arizona State football coach 


demands rigid discipline from today's 
"now" generation athletes. 


Kush, whose Sun Devils will oppose 


Nebraska in the Fiesta Bowl here Dec. 26, 
credits — or blames — a tough, im- 
proverished youth for his attitudes. 


"Most young people today lack purpose 


and direction in their lives," Kush claims. 
"They want to get to the top in whatever 
they choose to do, but they don't want to 
discipline themselves to the hard work it 
takes to climb each rung of the ladder from 
the bottom to the top." 


Kush blames the fact that "today's kids 


have never been deprived. They always get 
everything they want. They never want 
?nything - and can't get it - bad enough 
to set a goal and work hard to reach that 
end." 


The ASU coach says goal-setting was 


easy for him when he was young. 


"My main objective every day when I 


was a kid," he recalls, "was to have enough 
food so I wouldn't go to bed hunry." Sadly, 
he adds, "I didn't succeed in reaching that 
goal very often." 


One of 15 Children 
Kush, now 45, was one of 15 children 


born into a coal miner's family in Windber, 
Pa. He never went to town until his junior 
high days. Rush's world was Mine No. 35. 


"We lived in a shack — a company house 


— that the mine people rented to my dad 
for $9 a month," Kush relates. "What food 
we had we bought at the company store. If

you've ever heard the song, 16 Tons', that 
was us." 


The song was about a miner who was 


required to dig out 16 tons of coal each day 
and who charged everything — at badly in- 
flated prices — at the company store. 


"You load 16 ions and ivhata you get, 
Another day older and deeper in debt, 
St. Peter, don't call me, 'cause I can 'f 


8°- 


I owe my sou/ to the company store." 


Unfortunately, when Kush was just 14. 


St. Peter did call — his hard-working father 
died. 


"From the time I was about eight," 


Kush says, "I went down to the company 
office every two weeks to pick up his state- 
ment. It was like a check. It represented 
what my father had left from his wages 


after the deductions — the union dues, the 
rent and the charges at the company store. 
The biggest check I ever saw for a two- 
week period was for $2.26." 


Deeply Religious 
It is an oft-repeated story here that Kush, 


along with his strict standards, is deeply 
religious. Yet, it is said, that he has never 
been to church since his father died. The 
reason? The church wouldn't let him bury 
his father in the church cemetery because 
he didn't have the required $3 fee. 


"You had to be tough just to survive in 


the Mine 35 area," Kush says. "We didn't 
have electricity in our home until 1944. We 
did have a cow. After my father died, some 
homemade bread and milk was often all we 
had to eat — three meals a day." 


After attending a one-room school tor 


kids around Mine 35 for seven years, Kush 
went down into town for the eighth grade. 


"It was a whole new world," he says. 


"But they had no way of checking up on us 
kids from up in the hills. I played hookey 
from school 52 days that first year." 


Kush loved sports from an early age. 
"Organized football at the high school 


level was a real escape for me," he admits. 
"I could see that football could lead me out 
of the mines. Then I was told, 'No school, 
no football', so I buckled down to my 
studies.'1 


Kush says Windber High produced some 


super football players. 


College Seldom Considered 


"But none of them ever thought about 


going on to college. It was just too foreign 
from the environment they knew. I

and tallied nine points. "Harris played by 
far his best game of the year," noted 
Cipriano "It was one of his better overall 
games " 


Errors Hurt 
Those were the positive aspects.

In these parts, it used to be "how ya gun- 


na keep 'em down on the farm?" 


The more modern version of that is "how 


ya gunna keep 'em down on the bench?" 


We're referring, of course, to the "bench 


decorum rule" which, went into effect for 
the first time this weekend for Nebraska 
prep basketball coaches. 


It's designed to keep coaches on the 


bench at all times during a game with cer- 
tain exceptions. 


It's also creating some uncomfortable 


moments for coaches used to the freedom 
of leaving the bench to release various 
emotions and anxieties. 


Al Bane, Fremont's veteran head coach, 


must have been the state's first coach 
whistled for a technical foul on the bench 
decorum rule last Thursday night in a game 
against Ralston. 


He stood up to take off his coat when the 


game was only 66 seconds old and was 
promptly charged with a "T"' fay Lincoln 
official Buford Grosscup. 


Ruie Criticized 
"To tell you the truth, the rule may drive 


me out of coaching," Bane said. "I don't 
feel I'm fulfilling my obligation to my 
team." ' 


Lincoln East's Paul Forch is among the 


more vocal critics of the rule. 


"With this new rule,'" he said, "I predict 


the longevity of high school basketball 
coaches in this state will be dramatically 
shorter. 


"It makes a coach feel like a zombie, sit- 


ting on the bench, unable to get up unless 
anything short of death happens on the 
floor." Forch said. 


"A coach might as well stay in the locker 


room or be sitting in the crowd." he added. 
"He can't stand up and yell something to a 
player on the court He can't even check 


Coaches ^Benched' 


According to the NSAA, a basketball 


coach must remain seated on the 
bench at all times during a game with 
the following exceptions: 


» during a charged timeout. 
e in cases of injury. 
» during intermission. 
«to go to the scorers' table to 


request a prevention or rectification of 
a correctable error, provided a 
timeout is granted. 


e to signal to his players to request 


a timeout. 


* to congratulate a player coming 


out of a game, providing he does not 
accompany the player along the bench 
area. 


« to show approval for an exciting 


or outstanding play. 


the scorer's table to see how many 
timeouts he has left. 


"They say the game is for the players and 


I agree," Forch said. "But once in a while, 
a player needs to be defended and a coach 
can't do it harnessed in a seat belt. I think 
the rule is ridiculous.'' 


Apparently, most coaches share Forch's 


basic dislike for the new bench decorum 
rule. 


Tri Count}- coach Jim Edwards, chair- 


man of the basketball advisory committee 
for the Nebraska Coaches Association, sent 
out a questionnaire on the subject this fall 


Old Rule Liked 
He indicated that 238 coaches believe 


Nebraska should enforce its previous rule 
pertaining to bench conduct and only 25 
favor the new concept. 


Jim Riley, a Nebraska School Activities 


Association (NSAA) assistant executive 
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remember a guy before me named Joe 
Palanski. He was the greatest. After 
graduation they made him janitor at the 
high school. Everybody thought that was a 
big deal. Because of football he'd gotten a 
job that kept liim out of the mines." 


Kush received several college 


scholarship offers after earning all-state 
honors as a lineman. 


"I was recruited by Duffy Daughterly for 


Michigan State," Kush recalls. "Duffy later 
became a real 'father figure' to me. But I 
was afraid Michigan State was too big and 
too far away. So I enrolled at Washington 
and Lee." 


A coat and tie was required at dinner 


every night at the Virginia school. 


"I didn't own a coat," Kush says. "I 


managed to get a hand-me-down. It was a 
double-breasted, blue pin-stripe. I didn't 
have any pants to match. But I wore that 
same coat every night with whatever else I 
had." 


Transfers To MSC 
After one semester, Kush transferred to 


Michigan State. 


"There were 225 guys out for freshman 


ball," Kush says "And 19 of us were left 
when we were seniors. It was survival of 
the fittest. And that was made to order for 
me." 


The ASU coach remembers that there 


weren't enough helmets for all the 
freshmen players. "They had a big equip- 
ment box full of headgear. If you could 
fight your way in and get one. you got to 
scrimmage If you couldn't, you didn't get 
to play." 


Kush earned a starting berth at guard his 


game in four outings. 


"We didn't go to the boards like we're 


capable of," lamented Cipriano, who was 
graduated from Washington in 1953 "We 
might have been a little awed by them, but 
I don't think it was just intimidation. 


"We just didn't block our people out. 


They (WU) were going to the boards at 
will," he added. 


The Huskies, rated 20th nationally by 


The Associated Press, dominated the 
backboards (38-23) as expected. But un- 
expectedly, their shooting was far superior 
to Nebraska 


Despite a 17-point production. Nebraska 


guard Jerry Fort was obviously below par 
defensively. That's what caused Qpnano to 
remove the senior with about four minutes 
left. 


It brought boos and catcalls from the stu- 


dent section, but Cipriano and Fort openly 
admitted it was not one of the Chicago 
native's better defensive showings. 


"He was hurting our defense. We just 


didn't get any pressure on them," Cipriano 
noted. "We just can't rely on one person to 
be our offensive power." 


"I kept getting crossed up and going on 


the wrong side." Fort noted. "They started 
getting some easy baskets inside on errors. 
They're probably the best team we'll play 
all year'' 


'Not Big' 
"We're not big and oveipowenngly 


strong," noted 6-7 junior forward Bob 
Siegel. "If we don't play together as a 
team, we won't win. The defense is going 
to win it nine out of ten times. If we had 
played together as a team, their big men 
wouldn't have had those shots inside." 


Harris was quick to praise Edwards and 


explain the Nebraska rally. 


"Edwards's got to have the best touch of 


any big man we've played this year," he 
said. "But they thought they had it won 
(with a 21-point lead with less than nine 
minutes to play). We sensed the momen- 
tum, but it's tough to come back against a 
team with all that height and a good team, 
too." 
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sophomore season — after sitting out one 
year to satisfy the NCAA transfer rules — 
despite being just a 175-pounder. 


He played in his only losing game as a 


collegian that fall, when Maryland defeated 
the Spartans, 34-7.

After two years in the Army — he was

Kush took over the top spot. 


His 17-year record (with the Nebraska 


game yet to come) shows a fantastic 143 
wins against just 34 losses and a single tie. 
Only one other active college coach with 
more than five years of service — Joe 
Paterno at Penn State — has a better win- 
ning percentage. 


"All our efforts are aimed at making 


each individual athlete realize his full 
potential," Kush says. "It takes a lot of 
sacrifice and discipline, but it will pay 
dividends — not only now, but in later 
life." 


Though you won't find any players to 


agree, Kush claims he has mellowed. 


"Ten years ago I intimidated them all," 


he admits. "Now I'm just really tough on 
the kid with great ability. I won't get on a 
boy for not being able to do something he 
just isn't physically capable of doing. 


No Mental Mistakes 
"But I won't stand still for the mental 


mistake For that there is no excuse. I'm 
convinced in my mind that this (the tough 
approach) is the way. The players know 
that when they come here. And I've never 
had any problems — no player revolts." 


The players are probably afraid to rebel. 


Washington Redskin star Charley Taylor 


— one of many Frank Kush-Arizona State 
players in the pro ranks — (the list includes 
Curley Culp, Art Ben Malone, J.D. Hill, 
Woody Green and a host of others) — once 
was asked about the prospect of playing un- 
der Vince Lombard!. 


"Once a guy has played under Frank 


Kush." Taylor answered, "he can play un- 
der anybody. No coach could be tougher." 


There was both pride and admiration in 


his voice. 


It's a trait that exists at Arizona State 


again this fall — on a team that was judged 
just average in ability, yet stands with a 
perfect 11-0 record while awaiting 
Nebraska and the Fiesta Bowl

Football Reflections 


It has been two weeks since Oklahoma defeated 


Nebraska and sent the Huskers to the Fiesta Bowl. In the in- 
terim, most of us have been so busy making bowl plans, get- 
ting the basketball season started and enjoying Thanksgiving 
that there have been few reflections on the 1975 season as a 
whole. 


In the end, it was a season of extra-point conversions — 


some made, some missed, some for one point and some for 
two points. 


Maybe you haven't thought about it, but had Colorado 


gone for two points against Oklahoma and converted, the 
Buffaloes and Huskers would have shared the Big Eight 
Conference title and Nebraska, by virtue of a 63-21 win over 
Colorado, would be making plans for Miami and the Orange 
Bowl. 


Had Colorado hit the single-point try and gained a tie 


with Oklahoma (instead of a 21-20 loss), the Huskers would 
have been undisputed Big Eight champions. 


Had Oklahoma missed its two point try against Missouri, 


on which Joe Washington barely made it to the end zone, the 
Huskers also would have been the champions and Colorado 
would have been tied with the Sooners for second place. 


As it stands with all the results in, Nebraska and 


Oklahoma are champions, but the Huskers and Sooners have 
had to put "co" in front of champion. 


Bowls Provide Upsets 
Nebraska's streak of six consecutive victories in bowl 


games is phenomenal when you consider that post-season 
games usually produce an unusual number of surprises. The 
Huskers, you'll recall, barely escaped last season against 
Florida (13-10) in the Sugar Bowl. 


Nebraska coach Tom Osborne, undoubtedly, will take 


the same approach that has been so successful for the 
Huskers in bowls. There'll be work when it's time to work 
and play when it's time to play, but he won't let the team 
forget the reason it is playing Arizona State in the Fiesta 
Bowl. That's to win a football game. 


Preparing for a bowl game probably is second in difficul- 


ty only to getting ready for the season opener. There's a four 
to six week interval between the last regular season game 
and that tends to disrupt the continuity a team builds up 
during the season. In the case of the Fiesta Bowl, the interval 
is just one day short of five weeks. 


Coaching A Tough Job 


A couple of items in the news last week produced sad 


stories about football coaches. One was the death of Jack 
Mollenkopf, who gave Purdue its best years in football. The 
other was the firing of Bennie Ellender at Tulane. 


It js ironic that in the last interview given by Mollenkopf 


from his hospital bed at the Mayo Clinic he bemoaned the 
firings of some of Ins contemporaries in the Big Ten for 
failure to keep up with the pace set by Bo Schembecheler at 
Michigan and Woody Hayes at Ohio State. 


He mentioned Minnesota's Murray Warmath ("He's just 


as good a football man today as he was when Minnesota won 
the national championship in 1960 and went to the Rose 
Bowl two years in a row"), Michigan State's Duffy Daugher- 
ty, Iowa's Ray Nagel, Illinois' Jim Valek and Wisconsin's 
John Coatta. 


Mollenkopf died before Ellender was fired by Tulane, 


but it's certain he'd say the same thing about him as he did 
about Warmath. 


Ellender two seasons ago had a 9-3 record and beat rival 


Louisiana State for Tulane's first victory over the Tigers 
since 1948. After that, he was given a ten-year contract which 
had eight seasons to go when he was let out. That's a pact 
worth about §400,000. It is reported "influential" alumni 
have agreed to pay part of the tab. 


Those are probably the same men who encouraged a 10- 


year contract after Ellender beat "hated" LSU. Two years 
later, LSU beat Tulane 42-6 and the alumni have said "Good- 
bye. Bennie!"

secretary who wrote the new bench decorum rule, questions the 
results of Edwards' Poll. 


"I don't believe any coaches voted on the bench decorum 


rule we've just presented," Riley said. "That survey was taken 
before our office sent out copies of the rule. So, I wonder how 
valid a survey is when the participants aren't dealing with 
specifics." 


Riley, who spent 13 years as a head basketball coach at 


Crawford, Norfolk and Omaha Westside, realizes coaches won't 
offer wholesale support of the bench decorum rule, at least in- 
itially. 


But he's confident such support will be found eventually. 
"I didn't expect coaches to buy the rule 100 per cent," he 


said. "But I think the concepts within the rule are basically 
sound." 


Riley patterned Nebraska's rule after one used many years 


in Pennsylvania and after one in its third year of operation in 
Iowa. 


Similar to Iowa 
"We've added the latest revisions Iowa has. That is, a coach 


can stand up to signal his players to request a timeout and can 
shake hands with a player coming off the floor, providing he 
doesn't accompany the player along the bench area." 


Riley pointed out that after Iowa voted in its bench 


decorum rule in 1973,316 coaches voted to retain the rule while 
123 favored a return to its previous rule. 


"This year," he said, "Iowa didn't even ask for a vote. The 


coaches merely recommended two changes and both were 
accepted." 


While coaches are having trouble mentally adjusting to the 


new rule, apparently school administrators are not. 


Riley has conducted basketball rules interpretation 


meetings at eight sites this fall — Columbus, O'Neill, Grand 
Island, Ogallala, Scottsbluff, Chadron, Norfolk and Omaha 
Westside. 


"I did not hear one athletic director or one principal oppose 


the rule," Riley noted. "There were some coaches who in- 
dicated they didn't like it, but generally, I thought it was 
accepted " 


Riley conceded the rule is restrictive. "But," he said, ''it's 


great for crowd control That's the whole idea behind it. Fans 
have a tendency to get behind whatever stand their coach is 
taking." 


The reasoning goes like this — when a coach isn't afforded 


the opportunity to stand up and register his displeasure for a 
call, the fans, in effect, are deprived of that same right. 


"It's very unfortunate that it's up to a game official to en- 


force rules for game conduct," Riley said 


"But the coaches and officials have brought this upon 


themselves by not living up to and enforcing the previous rule. 
They failed to clean up their own ranks." 


Riley estimates about 100 coaches in Nebraska repeatedly 


violated the former bench decorum rule and about "200 or 300 
officials weren't enforcing it." 


He indicated he wrote the controversial rule upon request 


from the NSAA Board of Control with two ideas in mind. 


Up to Coach 
"First," Riley said, "it is up to the maturity of each coach 


to control his own emotions. If he can't rid himself of what we 
call bench theatrics, then it's up to the people who hired mm." 


Therefore, there is a school administrator's responsibility 


with regard to the bench decorum rule hi the NSAA rulebook. 


Administrators are requested to report to the NSAA office 


the names of game officials who fail to enforce the bench 
decorum rule. 


"I don't like the situation where so much stress is put on the 


official to watch the bench when he has so much else on which 
to concentrate on the floor," Riley said. 


"But the previous rule was too elastic," he indicated. "With • 


a more rigid rule, an official cannot come back and say 'I wasn't • 
sure if the coach was standing up during a dead ball or live 
ball'." 


East's Forch has come up with a legitimate way of coping 


with the new rale. He appointed Dale Owens, a junior member 
of the varsity squad, as "player coach" for the Spartans. 


"He's an extrovert," Forch said of Owens. "Part of basket- 


ball is making adjustments during the game. Owens is going to 
be the one standing up and yelling the adjustments when we 
need them." 


According to Riley, a player can serve that capacity "as long 


as he is not disrespectful or unsportsmanlike." 


Forch Disapproves 
Forch disapproves of the idea that "People who don't play 


the game are making the rules. Sometimes, I wonder about a 
person changing hats and forgetting what it was like when he 
was a coach." 


Tri County's Edwards believes "we had a good rule before. 


It just should have been enforced better. A few abused it, yes. 
But most people didn't." 


Edwards, who received a bench decorum technical foul in 


his team's season-opener Friday night against Wahoo Neumann, 
calls the rule "a typical hierarchy rule made by people who 
don't have to live with it." 


The Tri County coach relates that one Western Nebraska 


Class B coach has contemplated the construction of a single 
seat, "popup" bench. 


"He plans to ng his own seat, so that when he stasds up on 


instinct, the bench comes right up underneath him," Edwards 
said with a laugh. 


That's one way, he reasoned, "to keep 'em down on the 


bench."

Marshalltown, Iowa — "I like 


to have birds around, mostly 
because I like to hunt," said 
Wayne Callaway. "I guess I think 
pheasants may be extinct some 
day the way things are going so 
I'm trying to leave a little cover 
to make sure we at least have a 
few around for years to come." 


The Whitten, Iowa, farmer 


• says something like that ever 


year when his son Rex and I 
head out onto Wayne's 500-plus 
acres of farmland And every 
year we've run into more 
pheasants on the Callaway farm 
than there is to be found in most 
Nebraska counties. 


"Dad and I both like to hunt 


and try to get out once or twice a 
week through the season," Rex 
said. "It's nice to have a place to 
hunt where you know you are 
going to see some pheasants." 


Rex and I went to college 


together in my home town of 
Marshalltown, some 20 miles 
from Whitten. Now every year 
we try to get together again, 
usually around Thanksgiving, to 
walk the fields of pheasant cover 
on his father's farm. 


There are corner patches of 


heavy cover all over the farm 
and a wide stretch of dense weed 


cover along the creek which dis- 
ects the southwestern corner of 
the property. Then there are a 
few rows of corn and weedy 
cover passed over from the an- 
nual grain harvest to "leave 
something for the birds through 
the tough months," as Wayne 
puts it. 


Done Alright 


As my Labrador pushed 


through the snow-covered weed 
patches, pushing pheasant after 
pheasant skyward, Rex knew he 
and his father had done alright 
again this year. 


Wayne and Rex have proven 


the worth of grassed waterways, 
four-to-six-foot-wide 
weedy 


fence rows, ungrazeci portions of 
property around running water 
and a desire to maintain phea- 
sant populations in their area. 


They have become known 


locally for their pheasant pop- 
ulations and the Callaways keep 
an eye on the hunting pressure 
to ensure the crop isn't 
"overharvested." 


"We try to keep birds 


around," 
Wayne said. 


"Anymore, there isn't enough 
cover for them. We're not hur- 
ting -ourselves or losing a

tremendous amount of money 
by not farming what little cover 
patches we have. We kind of 
think those birds and the hunting 
they provide us are worth it." 


Not far down the road, cover 


is not as abundant on the farm of 
my own uncle, Darwin Vint, and 
his neighbors. But there is still 
enough remaining growth left 
along fence rows, grass 
waterways, standing groves of 
trees and an occasional ungrazed 
pasture to produce as many 
rooster pheasants as I've seen in 
one area in my young life. 


Family Hunt 


Walking along with brother 


Jon Vint, brother-in-law Pat 
Himes and friend Tim Allen on a 
Thanksgiving Eve hunt in the 
Beamon area of central Iowa, 
the pheasant sightings were 
almost unbelieveable. 


"We've got a lot of birds 


around here," Darwin said. "A 
lot of the guys fanning this area 
left their corn fields weedy this 
year and that must have helped 
the pheasants a lot. I don't 
remember seeing this many 
pheasants for a long, long time." 


The Dean McMartin farm just 


outside Beamon was the location 
for the majority of-the pheasants 
seen by the party. Roosters were 
sitting high in the spruce trees 
throughout a huge grove sur- 
rounding the house and out-

buildings. And nearly every tree 
had a pheasant. 


"I know there's lot of birds in 


there, " McMartin said. "We like 
'em and take care of 'em, too." 


The "pheasant farmers" of 


Iowa aren't as plentiful as they 
once were. Neither are the 
pheasants, but the farmers who 
care are the ones who just smile 
when you ask about how hunting 
has been this year. The 
pheasants are on those farm, 
maybe as many or possibly more 
than they've ever been.

Dutch Officials Still 
Reject Concessions 


AMSTERDAM, 
The 


Netherlands (AP) — Dutch 
authorities stood firm Saturday 
in their refusal to make political 
concessions to South Moluccan 
nationalists holding up to 61 
hostages in two separate sieges, 
a government spokesman said. 


The statement came as Dutch 


officials, Indonesian diplomats 
and mediators from the exile 
Moluccan community launched 
a round of intensive contacts to 
try to end the sieges — at the In- 
donesian consulate in Amster- 
dam and aboard a hijacked train 
in northern Holland. 


A detachment of Dutch 


marines ringed the consulate, 
and the train was surrounded by 
a heavy force of army marksmen 
and police in armored cars, and 
sharpshooters. 


Gunmen at both sites seek in- 


dependence for the Molucca 
Islands, also known as the Spice 
Islands and ruled by Holland for 
nearly three centuries. Since 
1949 the Moluccas have been 
part of Indonesia, and the 
Netherlands has no power to 
satisfy diehard demands for in- 
dependence. 


The militants ho'd 36 hostages 


in the tram stranded since 
Tuesday in open farmland near 
Beilen, 90 miles north of 
Amsterdam. At the consulate, 
which the gunmen seized 
Thursday, at least 19 persons and 
possibly 25 are being held. 


The assaults have so far cost 


three lives and prompted a war- 
ning from Dutch Premier Joop 
den Uyl that his government is 
prepared to use counterviolence 
if Ubere are more killings. 


gunmen for more food, 
toothbrushes and toothpaste. 


The father of an 11-year-old 


boy released from the consulate 
building, which also houses a 
travel agency and an Indonesian 
school, reported the children 
were being treated sym- 
pathetically, but suffered from 
cold during the night because of 
a shortage of blankets. - 


In Beilen, the train hijackers 


called for another round of talks 
with Johan Alvares Manusama, 
self-styled president of the 
Moluccans in Holland. He was 
flown to the spot. Two other 
Moluccan mediators visited the 
train earlier in the day and 
reported back to The Hague on 
the terrorists' demands which 
include freedom for all Moluc- 
cans in Dutch prisons. 


Dutch officials said one gun- 


man, 
injured in an explosion 


which rocked the train Friday 
evening and later hospitalized, 
may lose an eye. His injuries 
were too severe to allow him to 
be interrogated. 


A hostage passenger also in- 


jured in the unexplained blast 
was freed along with his wife.

- Clemson, S.C. (AP) - A Clem- 
son University psychologist says 
a person's behavior pattern is 
more important in predicting the 
likelihood of heart attack than 
weight, exercise habits, diet or 
heavy smoking. 


Bemie Caffrey, head of Clem- 


son's psychology department, 
draws those conclusions from his 
findings and those of Meyer 
Freidmand and Ray Rosenman, 
authors of "Type A Behavior 
and Your Heart." 
; For his doctoral dissertation, 
Caffrey studied the behavior 
patterns and personality 
characteristics 
related to 


prevalence of coronary heart dis- 
ease among Trappist and 
Benedictine monks in America. 
. Benedictines eat a typical 
American diet, while Trappists 
eat neither meat nor eggs. Trap- 
pists live in relative seclusion in 
their monasteries. Benedictines 
see much more of the outside 
world, running academic in- 
stitutions and sometimes living 
outside the monastery. 


25 Monasteries 


" Caffrey examined statistics on 
1.433 monks representing 25 
monasteries. He found that 
Benedictine priests, described as 
"Type A persons in a Type A at- 
mosphere," had the highest rate 
of heart attacks. 


He describes a Type A person 


as "aggressive, 
impatient, 


hurried, competitive and driven 
by a sense of time urgency." 
Type B is just the opposite. 


Caffrey said some people com- 


bine some traits of each, for an 
AB personality, and most of us 
are moderate — not extreme — 
Type A or Type B. 


The researcher said two oat of 


three heart attack victims 
exhibit Type A behavior. 


Heart attacks don't happen 


overnight, but are the ac- 
cumulated effect of the 
preceding 20 or 30 years, accor- 
ding to Caffrey. 


That's why he would like to 


see persons in their 20s and 30s 
develop Type B behavior. That's 
why Caffrey suggests that they, 
as well as people in the high-risk 
age group, learn: 


— Winning isn't everything. 


It's worthwhile to enjoy recrea- 
tion without always compering. 


— Delegating more respon- 


sibility relieves stress. Caffrey 
says some of the most successful 
executives are pure Type B's. 


— Relaxing and letting some 


things go is no crime. 


— Being patient with others is 


a virtue that pays off. 


— Controlling your time is 


better than letting it control you.

No patients tax the patience of 


a doctor more than do hypochon- 
driacs. Preoccupied with their 
bodies, they get satisfaction out 
of being sick and complaining 
about aches and pains. They 
become angry when the physi- 
cian can't find anything wrong. 


Probably everyone is a 


hypochondriac at one time or 
another in responding to stresses 
and frustrations from various 
bodily complaints. But when 
body concern begins to cross an 
imaginary line to overconcem, 
then trouble is brewing, says Dr. 
Scott Idzorek, Phoenix, Ariz., 
psychiatrist. 


Once a person with imaginary 


illness finds be can obtain sym- 
pathy from others, be freed from 
responsibilities and work, th 
bypochondriacal pattern car 
become part of his personality 
structure, resistant to any ap- 
proach. 


Typically, frustrated doctors 


become short with hypochon 
driacs, consider them un 
treatable and dismiss them as 
"crocks." 


Dr. Idzorek thinks this is a 


mistake. A certain amount ol

Officials Puzzle Over Classifying Motorized Bicycles

Washington - Bicycles with 


small motors, known as mopeds 
in Europe where they have been 
a familiar sight for years, are 
beginning to show up on 
American streets. Safety of- 
ficials and motor vehicle 
departments puzzle over 
whether the vehicles should be 
classed as bicycles, motorcycles 
or something else. 


How the two-wheelers are 


classified holds the key to their 
future in the United States. Ten 
states currently treat them pret- 
ty much as bicycles. These states 


account for most of the es- 
timated 50,000 mopeds — all im- 
ports — which have been sold in 
the U.S. In the other 40 states, 
mopeds are classified as motor- 
cycles. They retail at $300 to $450 
each. 


"Treating them as bicycles 


means they don't have to 
register, insure or license and 
the drivers don't have to wear 
helmets," says Ralph Hoar, a 
spokesman for the Insurance 
Institute for Highway Safety, a 
scientific and educational 
organization supported by in- 
surance associations and com- 
panies. 


"They obviously are not 


bicycles as the people who ped- 
dle them — if you'll pardon the 
pun — would have you believe," 
he adds. 


Mark Rosenker, a spokesman 


for the Motorized Bicycle Assn. 
(MBA), which represents 
manufacturers and dealers, 
points to a moped and puts it 
this way: 


"If you can ride a bicycle, you 


«an ride that. If you can ride a 
bicycle, you can't necessarily 
operate a motorcycle." 


Bit Unclear 
Even the National Highway 


Traffic Safety Administration 


(NHTSA), which sets federal 
safety regulations, seems a bit 
unclear about how to classify the 
vehicle. In an announcement in- 
viting public comments on 
operational safety aspects, it is 
referred to as a motorized bicy- 
cle, moped and motor-driven cy- 
cle. 


A typical moped has an engine 


of one or two horsepower with 
less than 50 cubic centimeters 
displacement. The motor must 
be started by pedaling — even at 
stop lights — and pedaling is 
necessary to get up hills. There 
is a one-gear, automatic 
transmission and two hand 
brakes 


A moped weighs between 60 


and 100 pounds, and gets about 
150 to 200 mites per gallon of 
gasoline. 


NHTSA, noting that some 


mopeds are capable of operating 
at speeds up to 30 m.p.h. says a 
large number of motorcycles 
have accidents at even slower 
speeds. 


"Consequently, moped acci- 


dent patterns appear to be 
similar to those of other classes 
of motorcycles rather than those 
of bicycles," NHTSA concludes. 
"Further, it would appear that 
the skills needed to coordinate 
the throttle and front and rear 


brakes of a moped are con- 
siderably more .complex than 
those needed to operate a 
bicycle." 


MBA's Rosenker contends 


"no coordination, except the 
same kind of skills needed to 
ride a bicycle," are needed for 
moped travel. He hastens to add, 
however, that MBA does not 
favor unrestricted operation of 
mopeds. 


Generally, it supports state 


legislation that would permit 
someone to operate a moped a 
year or two before he can obtain 
an automobile drivers license 


(but now tower than age 14), set 
the maximum speed attainable 
(by engine size) to 20 or 25 
m.p.h. It does not favor required 
licensing, registration, insurance 
or helmets. 


10 States 
Most of the 10 states that have 


classified mopeds as bicycles or 
close to it have pretty much 
followed that pattern. The 
states, according to MBA, are 
Virginia, 'North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Texas, Ohio, Michigan, 
Nevada, Hawaii and New Jersey. 


California will permit moped 
operation beginning Jan. 1.

Muskie of Maine — two "old faces" who have been in the 
national political limelight for a number of years — are ranked 
highest as being best qualified. But Bayh and Udall, along with 
Sen. Henry Jackson of Washington, are next highest on the list. 


Few Known Well 


Because such a large proportion of Democratic hopefuls are 


unknown to the U.S. electorate at this time — only 5 of the an- 
nounced candidates are known to 8 in 10 voters or more — a 
national survey was conducted of opinion leaders representing 
such fields as business, government, education, science, law and 
the arts. The purpose was to gain some indication of the appeal 
of the "new faces" on the political scene. 


Of the 16 men tested, least acceptable are Sen. George 


McGovern, Gov. George Wallace and Sargent Shriver: 74% 
believe McGovern would not make a good president; 83% reject 
Wallace and 60% Shriver. 


Demos, Independents Asked 


All persons among the opinion leader group who classify 


themselves as Democrats or independents were asked to assess 
each of 16 men who have been discussed as possible Democratic 
candidates for 1976. 


They were asked if they thought each person would or 


would not make a good president. A category was provided to 
indicate that the survey respondent knew too little about the 
candidate to make a judgment. 


All respondents were then asked to write in the names of 


any person not on the list who they thought would make a good 
president.

NATO 
Debates 
Detente 
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Brussels (UPI) - Foreign and 


defense'irdnisters of the Western 
Alliance meet this week to check 
out the health and future of 
detente. 


NATO officials predicted the 


prognosis will be uncertain. The 
general tone, they said, will 
probably be one of disappoint- 


ment at Soviet foot-dragging on 
the European security agree- 
ment, lack of progress in force- 
cut talks and Soviet intervention 
in the Angolan civil war. 


Foreign ministers of the 


United States and its 14 North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization 
allies will meet Thuresday and 


Friday for their annual winter 
meeting. Defense ministers of 13 
of the nations — all except 
France and Greece — will meet 
Tuesday and Wednesday, with 
the emphasis on keeping up 
defense spending despite 
detente and recession. 


Few if any decisions were 


expected. But the tone set by the 
ministers will steer the alliance 
through mid-1976. 


Donald Rumsfeld, the new 


U.S. defense secretary, will 
make his international debut at 
the defense ministers' meeting. 
Rumsfeld is well-known here 
from his 1973-74 stint as U.S. am- 


bassador to NATO, but must 
reestablish himself with allies 
who resent the abrupt firing of 
his popular predecessor, James 
Schlesinger.

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Butz Sees Ail-Out Farming

Washington (AP) - Despite 


grumblings that grain and soy- 
bean prices are not what farmers 
had hoped, Agriculture 
Secretary Earl Butz is confident 
American farmers will go all-out 
next year ia scheduling crop 
production. 


Considered one of President 


Ford's top political campaigners 
for 1976, Butz also is hoping 
fanners will cheer up by next 
November and go to the polls 
without a grudge against ad- 
ministration farm policies. 


Aides say privately Butz 


believes farmers -are not angry 
with him or the Agriculture 
Dept. but are upset over several 
developments which neither had 
much to do with. The grain sales 
embargoes are the most sen- 
sitive issues in this context. 


Butz conceded last week that 


farmers blame the embargoes 
for the recent decline in grain 
and soybean prices. While he 
does not defend the President's 
embargo actions, Butz said they 
did not make much difference 
on crop prices. 


He said prices dropped mainly 


because of the record wheat and 
corn crops this year. 


Some link Events 
Butz admitted, however, that 


in the minds of many farmers 
the price decline "was 
^associated with the embargo on 


sales to the USSR and Poland" 
and that the administration is 
being saddled with this image. 


The embargo came , after 


Russia bought large quantities of 
U.S. wheat and corn last July. It 
was imposed while a longterm 
agreement for grain sales was 
worked out. A brief embargo on 
sales to Poland followed in the 
wake of the lid on Soviet sales. 


Since Oct. 20, when the five- 


year agreement with Russia was 
announced, there have been 
further sales to the Soviet Union 
and an understanding with 
Poland to provide it with grain 
over the next five years. Still, 
farm prices of wheat, corn and 
soybeans — the key crops 
affected — have not increased. 


As of Nov. 15, wheat prices at 


the farm averaged $3.58 a 
bushel, down from $4.02 on Oct. 
15 and the season's peak of $4.11 
on Sept. 15. Last June 15, before 
the current string of Russian 
sales were revealed, wheat was 
selling for $2.92 a bushel. 


Corn and soybean prices have 


reacted similarly, with a result 
that many farmers who had 
visions of larger income this fall 
have seen their hopes fade sub- 
stantially. 


Market Emphasis 
Butz, who returned a week ago 


from a round of visits with farm 
and trade leaders in Eastern 
Europe and the Mideast, said his 


mission in part was to help 
assure those countries the U.S. 
would do all it could to meet 
their 
future 
import 


requirements. 


As he has said many times 


over the years, Butz maintains a 
strong belief that farmers can 
prosper only if there is a strong 
export market. Exports also are 
essential if President Ford 
expects to get support in" the 
farm belt next year, Butz im- 
plied last week. 


"A good, strong, continued 


market is absolutely essential to 
the success of our domestic farm 
program," Butz said. "It'll fall 
flat on its face without it." 


But are fanners angry to the 


point that many will reduce crop 
production significantly in 1976? 
Butz doubts it. 


"I know we had these spon- 


taneous meetings around the 
com belt last spring in which 
they were calling for a 10% or 
20% cutback in plantings," Butz 
said. "But in most cases they 
made that noise hoping then- 
neighbors would hear it. They 
went home and ordered their 
fertilizer themselves and they'll 
do that again. 


"So I don't have any fear 


about farmers not planting fully. 
Now, if prices are low enough 
they may not fertilize as heavily 
as they would otherwise," he 
said. "There'll be some of that."

Calvi, Corsica (AP) - They 


stand at rigid attention to the 
soaring notes of La Marseillaise, 
these motley refugees from 
assorted lands pledged to the 
service of France. 


Yet today, as the past glory of 


battle fades, the French Foreign 
Legion is in a kind of exile on 
this island, where Napoleon was 
born, and on a few scattered 
French possessions around the 
globe. 


An instrument of colonialism 


and empire when neither exists 
it still hones its fighting edge as 
it used to. 


But as individuals the Legion- 


naries languish on these 
beaches, often the targets of 
women who flock here from all 
over Europe to cour the deeply 
tanned and athletic soldiers of 
fortune. 


"A young Legionnaire's lot on 


Corsica," a young woman said, 
"is like being banned to 
paradise." 


But the Legionnaires grumble. 


The only real break in the 
relentless training and dis- 
cipline, they say, is parachute 
jumping and, on occasion, six 
months' duty in Djibouti, capital 
of the'French territory of the 
Afars and Issas, one of the few 
outposts remaining 
, For the duty they get paid four 
times their normal salary of $600 
a month, hazard pay for main- 
taining a French presence 
between rival Ethiopian and 
Somalian tribes under the fierce 
African sun. 


Some Would Leave 
Discipline, not patriotism, is 


the cement that binds the 8,000 
Legionnaries. Many are here, at 


the Legion's largest base, under 
false names. Some would leave if 
they could: 


Two tried recently and were 


caught. They were punished by 
confinement in a fortress-like 
prison atop a coastal bluff. Out 
now, they say they are obedient, 
if not happy. 


The Legionnaires suffer the lot 


of soldiers everywhere. 


"We are here for five years 


minimum enlistment before we 
can leave the island, except on 
duty/' one said. "The military 
training we get is the best in the 
world. But we have no real 
chance to use it... We are 
taught to be professionals in the 
use of weapons, but what good is 
that on the outside." 


"You 
get drunk, you get 


homesick," his friend said. "You 
want to take off. It's as simple as 
that." 


There are a few Legion 


regiments in metropolitan 
France, but these are integrated 
with the French Army. There 
are other detachments in Tahiti, 
the Comoro Islands off East 
Africa, and in French Guiana. 
There are two regiments here, 
including parachutists, who 
wear silver and gold wings over 
their right breasts. 


Special Force Training 
Legionnaires still wear the 


traditional white Kepi, but in the 
field they wear green berets and 
their training is in the manner of 
the U.S. Army's Special Forces. 


The Legion training here is 


almost incongruous with the 
usual goings-on. 


Parachutes, blossom in the 


skies. There are frogmen in 
rubber attack boats, and 
helicopters rendezvous with sub-

Doles Choose 
Private Rites 


Washington (AP) — Sen. 


Robert Dole, R-Kan., and 
Federal Trade Commissioner 
(FTC) Mary Elizabeth Hanford 
were married Saturday night in 
official Washington's most noted 
wedding of the fall. 


It was tbe second marriage for 


Dole, 52, and the first for Miss 
Hanford, 39, who has been on 
the five-member Federal Trade 
Commission for two years.

EJson, a Presbyterian who is 
chaplain of tbe Senate, officiated 
at the traditional, 15-minute 
wedding ceremony in the

"We have to do eight 


kilometers (five miles) in less 
than 60 minutes," one Legion- 
naire explained, "carrying a full 
web belt, 162/2-pound pack, 
helmet, rifle. The first half is 
straight up a mountain in blazing 
heat. The second half is 
downhill. 


"If you make the first half, 


you can make it all the way. But 
s?:ae don't. They collapse. But 
they try and try again. Your 
pride drives you on." 


Germans Swell Ranks 
After World War H, the Legion 


swelled its ranks with Germans. 
But Legionnaires estimate that 
the present German contingent 
numbers no more than 30%. 
Spaniards are the next largest 
group, no larger than the Ger- 
mans. There are a few 
Americans. 


Sticking with decades of tradi- 


tion, the Legion still does not 
enlist Frenchmen officially, a 
Legionnaire said. But he added 
that he believes four of every ten 
new recruits are really 
Frenchmen. "They say they are 
Belgian or born in Africa or 
somewhere else, and they are 
accepted." 


An ex-Legionnaire, now living 


on Corsica, sees the change from 
the Legion he knew: "I spoke no 
French. So they kicked it into 
me. If a man decided he no 
longer wanted to jump and 
stayed in the plane, they would 
give him a head 'this big' when 
he landed. No more.- 


"Now they just transfer him to 


a nonjumping unit. The Legion 
has gone modern." 


A German Legionnaire 


explains another change: Today, 
a non-Frenchman can rise to 
lieutenant, although no higher. 
"After that you have to be 
French." 


The easiest way to be French? 


He grinned: "Marry a French 
woman." 


For those, too old now for the 


Legion, who remember the days 
when empire was more than a 
high feminine waistline, those 
words may ring sadly. They 
remember instead when 
Hollywood brought empire to a 
glory it perhaps never deserved. 


In one year, 1939, Americans 


saw at least three films from the 
realm of empire: "Four 
Feathers," in which a British of- 
ficer accused of cowardice 
resuced his good name in the 
sands of Egypt; "Gunga Din," in 
which Cary Grant, Douglas Fair- 
banks Jr. and Victor McLaglen 
thwarted a rebellion in India, 
and "Beau Geste," in which 
Legionnaires Gary Cooper, Ray 
Milland and Brian Donlevy dis- 
played bravery, self sacrifice and 
fanaticism in the face of Africa 
desert rebels.

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Wall St. Prophets of Doom 
Cried 'Mayday' Prematurely 


The worriers of Wall St. were wrong when 
they predicted horrible happenings as a result 


of unrestricted fee competition among 
stockbrokers. 


New York (AP) — As a drama 


of stormy upheaval, this first 
half-year of unrestricted fee 
competition among the nation's 
stockbrokers is a dud so far. 


True, there has been a highly 


publicized price war among 
brokers competing for the 
business of large investors. But 
Wall Street has not broken out in 
the mergers and liquidations 
some had predicted once the old 
fixed commissions on most stock 
transactions ended May 1. 


Fixed Schedule 
Before that date, brokers 


charged according to a com- 
plicated fixed fee schedule 
ranging roughly from .5% to 2% 
of the transaction. After that 
date customers were free to 
shop around for the lowest fee 
they could find. 


A a matter of fact, however, 


the industry's post-Mayday 
profits have held up very nicely. 


The individual investor has 


seen little of the big commission 
discounts going to banks, in- 
surance companies and other in- 
stitutions and he might be hard- 
pressed to detect any difference 
at all in his dealings with his 
broker. 


Lewis Engraan, chairman of 


the Federal Trade Commission, 
recently described the effects of 
Mayday as "very salutary" for 
the industry that so vigorously 
resisted it. 


Active Year 
Some observers contend that 


the impact of the new competi- 
tion has been postponed by a 
strong and active year in the 
stock market. But most Wall 
Streeters agree that forces of 
change are in motion. 


"I think some fundamental 


changes are taking place" in an 
evolutionary way," said an 
executive who supervises trading 
at a major institution. In par- 
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ticular, he pointed to signs of in- 
creased dominance of the large, 
broadly based investment 
houses. 


But the main surprises have 


come in what hasn't happened, 
rather than in what has. 


New York Stock Exchange 


figures show the number of 
member firms actually up since 
last spring — from 505 at the end 
of the first quarter to 513 at the 
third quarter end. If brokers' 
profits have been squeezed, it 
hasn't shown up in firms that 
make earnings public. 


All Did Well 
For the third quarter of this 


year — the first full fiscal period 
of competitive rates — the 
national firms which deal exten- 
sively with the public all did 
well, in some cases spectacularly 
so. 


Observers generally agree the 


rebound in stock prices and 
trading volume this year has at 
least cushioned the impact of the 
new competition. So has cost- 
cutting. Said one Wall Streeter: 
"We're seeing a lot of cost- 
cutting and people just doing a 
better job." 


One nondevelopment puzzling 


many has been the absence of so- 
called "unbundling" of such ser- 
vices as research. Under the old 
fixed-rate setup, the idea was 
that commissions also covered 
cost of research and other 


extras, whether or not the 
customer used them. 


Unbundling 
With the arrival of Mayday, 


brokers were free to unbundle — 
to begin charging separately for 
each service. But few bave 
chosen to do so. "I'd just be 
speculating," said one banker, 
"but it may be the difficulty in 
putting a price on each in- 
dividual piece. Nobody has had 
any experience with doing that." 


Much more in line with pre- 


Mayday expectations has been 
the pressure on firms that have a 
single specialty rather than on 
the diversified, full-line con- 
cerns. The spotlight fell part- 
cularly on "research boutiques" 
— smaller firms, concentrating 
on institutional business, whose 
principal asset is a stable of 
"star" securities analysts, each 
commanding annual pay of 
$100,000 and more. 


Biggest Discounts 
Before Mayday, institutions 


rewarded these firms for their 
analysts' work by steering 
trading business through them. 
When the restrictions came off, 
the reasoning went, institutions 
would feel legal pressure as 
managers of other people's 
money to seek the biggest dis- 


counts they could find, 
regardless of what research they 
received. 


There has been some strain on 


the research firm since May 1 — 
yet the casualties so far have 
been relatively few. 


One such firm, Auerbach, 


Pollack & Richardson, has 
closed its doors, blaming the 
"trend going away from 
specialized firms like ours 
toward the broader-based 
firms." 


The other side of that coin is 


visible at Merrill Lynch, active 
in all phases of the business but 
traditionally known for its public 
clientele. Recently the firm has 
been promoting the develop- 
ment of its research department. 


Although the changes have 


been slow in coming, the seven 
months since May 1 nave hardly 
been painless for Wall Street. 


Down 30% 
According to current es- 


timates, the initial wave of price 
cutting after Mayday drove in- 
stitutional rates down an 
average of 30%. Recently, 
however, officials of the trade 
group Securities Industry Assn. 
contended a new round of price 
cutting had stretched the 
average discount to 35%. 


Securities analysts, not sur- 


prisingly, have had a nervous 
time of it amid predictions their 
number might shrink by as much 
as one-third. 


Wholesale unemployment 


isn't reported yet in the profes- 
sion. But as one bank analyst 
observed, "Things are so bad 
that ethnic minorities are going 
around telling analyst jokes "

home builders are rushing to 
offer less. 


Forget the garage, chop off 


the third bedroom, no fireplace, 
the family room is out, drop the 
carpeting, no full basement, pay 
extra for the dishwasher and 
who needs walls between the 
living room and the dining room. 


It's the only way the builders 


can see to break out of their 
worst slump since World War n. 
This year just 1.2 million housing 
units will be started, about half 
the starts of 1972, just three 
years ago. 


Out of Market 
And one key reason is that 


new home prices have simply 
shot past the consumer's ability 
to pay, especially the ability of 
families who earn a respectable 
$15,000 to S20.000 a year and 


have been priced right out of the 
market. 


"What we are seeing in 


housing is a phenomenon not un- 
like Detroit," said Carla Hills, 
secretary of housing and urban 
development. The car makers of 
Detroit, too, are designing 
smaller cars and trying to con- 
vince the people to buy them. 


"People have been buying a 


lot more house than is 
necessary," she said. "They've 


had empty living rooms with 
plastic covers on the furniture 
while they were using the family 
room, and they've had an extra 
bedroom for use only when 
relatives come. 


"We've had a crunch, and we 


have to rethink .whether we can 
have all these extras," Mrs. Hills 
said. 


Just a few years ago the 


building industry decided that 


the single family house was 
marked for retirement village, 
that Americans wanted to live in 
condominiums and swingers' 
apartments with pools, 
playrooms and parking. There 
may be more than 200,000 unsold 
condominiums around the coun- 
try today, a major drain on the 
banking and real estate invest- 
ment trust industry. 


'American Dream'

He's the Cream of the

teens, he landed a depression- 
days job with a Lincoln 
creamery and counted himself 
lucky. 


As of next June, he'll be 


handling 64,000 employes in- 
stead of hunks of ice. The 
creamery which gave him his 
start will be only a drop in the 
bucket — a worldwide corporate 
bucket boasting annual sales of 
$4.6 billion. 


Rasmussen, 61, has been 


designated the next president 
and chief executive of Beatrice 
Foods Co. That's about as far 
from jerking ice tongs .as his 
plush Chicago office is from 
long-gone little Rokeby High. 


Basketball, Track 
It was from Lancaster Coun- 


ty's Rokeby that he graduated in 
1932. A stocky basketball guard 
and track weight man, be was 
also "a kid who look everything 
seriously." 


"He wasn't really an excep- 


tional student but Waliy was 
one you could depend upon," 
recalled Glenn Turner, then 
head of the 40-pupil school and 
now Lancaster 
County 


superintendent "He was liked 
by everybody. And I still 
remember that when I gave him 
an assignment it was done and 
done well." 


On Family Farm 
Born in Lincoln but spending 


most of his boyhood on the fami- 
ly farm, Rasmussen became an 
oiler at the local creamery and 
transferred in 1937 to the 
engineering department at 
Vincennes, Ind. Five years later 
he moved to the Chicago general 
offices, then to dairy plant 
superintendenties at Cincinnati 
and Nashville. 


Though a correspondence 


tourse was his only "higher 
education," be inarched through 
several corporate ranks between 
1955-74 to attain his corrent posi- 
tion. As executive vice president, 
be has been in charge of the $3 


billion food operations of the 
Nebraska-originated firm. 


'Mundane Jobs' 


„ According to a recent 


biographical sketch in Forbes 
Magazine, his rise was "more 
laborious than spectacular." It 
notes that he had a "long line of 
mundane engineering jobs" 
before switching to sales and 
management. 


"But make no mistake, 


Rasmussen is no dull hayseed," 
continues the business publica- 
tion. "In a company that prides 
itself on growth — sales up five- 
fold since 1965 — Rasmussen is 
known for his competitiveness.'' 


Some of that spirit may date to 


days of shucking corn at 9c a 
bushel and delivering Lincoln 
handbills for lOc a thousand. 
And there was a brief post- 
school stint as a Mojave Desert 
ranch hand at $10 a month. 


•Peas, Peas, Peas' 
"We had black-eyed peas for 


breakfast black-eyed peas for 
lunch and black-eyed peas for 
dinner," he sometimes 
reminisces. 


Called back to Lincoln by the 


illness of his Danish immigrant 
father, Lars. Wally jumped at 
the chance to hire out at the 
creamery. Though there was no 
hint of today's diversified 
vastness, the Beatrice-born firm 
already had nearly four 
successful decades behind it 


"I used to say, if I ever got a 


job, Td never let go of it" he has 
told colleagues. 


With a sister and his mother, 


Mrs. Millie Rasmussen, still 
living in Lincoln, he has 
returned to the city numerous 
times through the years. His 
mother, 87, recently became a 
Milder Manor resident. 


'All Business' 
"Wally is generous to a fault 


but ii all business." said the 
sister, Mrs. Chns Block. "He has 
always been so good to our 
parents and tned to visit at least 
once a year even with all the 
dtfnands of his work." 


He met his wife, incidentally,, 


while on the local creamery job. 
She is the former Grace 
More-land of Eagle. They have a 
son and daughter, both married.

Supt Turner's memory closely 


h'nks Rasraussen with a brother, 
Kenneth, who also was one of 
his pupils. A former B17 pilot he 
is now retired from the Air 
Force in San Antonio. 


12-Hour Days

apparently has an equally strong

Two years later, Justice Dept. 


officials tried again but the 
Nixon administration reportedly 
rejected the recommendation 
despite contentions that GM'S 
market power, pricing system, 
dealerships and parts division 
made it a prime target. 


New Try 
Now reports are surfacing that 


staff members in the Federal 
Trade 
Commission 
are 


pressuring for a new stab at GM 
because the recession and new 
management policies have given 
GM even more, power to 
dominate the American auto in- 
dustry. 


"We don't have any built-in 


advantage over anybody else," 
Murphy said in an interview. 
"Our market share is the result 
of a lot of dedication on the part 
of a lot of people. 


"I think if we do the best job 


to offer the best products to the 
market, then let the market 
determine how many cars we 
sell."

interested anew in GM is a 
remark attributed to Murphy 
and Elliott Estes, GM's presi- 
dent, that they would like to get 
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Investing Companies showing the high, 
low, closing bid prices and net change 
from the previous week's close as quoteo 
by the NASD Inc.

Murphy says the way to look at

said.

Seoul (AP) — Saudi Arabia has

Huskers Shift 
Scenes^ Hope 
Fortune Turns 


By a Staff Member 
Phoenix, Ariz. — In two previous visits to Phoenix, bowl- 


bound University of Nebraska football squads stayed at the 
famous Camelback Inn here. And on both occasions the Huskers 
moved on to the big games only to be defeated. 


The first occasion was in 1940 when the Huskers spent a 


week here training for their Jan. 1 game with Stanford in the 
1941 Rose Bowl at Pasadena, Calif., and came out on the short 
end of a 13-21 final score. 


Then in 1865 coach Bob Devaney brought another strong 


Nebraska team here to be sure of having good weather while 
preparing for the Orange Bowl game with Alabama in Miami. 
After completing the practice time here, the Huskers flew to 
Florida and there absorbed a 28-39 licking at the hands of one of 
coach Bear Bryant's most efficient 'Bama squads. 


There are some differences this time. A major one is that 


this year's bowl game, the Dec. 26 Fiesta Bowl, will be played 
right here in the Phoenix area — at neighboring Tempe, home 
of Arizona State University's Sun Devils, the Big Red team's 
bowl foe this time. So there isn't going to be any long train (13

more hours from here to Pasadena in 1940) or even a long plane 
ride (from Phoenix to Miami) for the big game. It'll be just a 
short morning bus ride from the team's living quarters to the 
stadium for a 1 p.m. Mckoff (2 p.m. Lincoln time). 


And while many fans may well stay at the Camelback again 


this time, it will not be the team's headquarters, nor the site for 
any official Nebraska activites in connection with the Fiesta 


• Bowl. So if there is any superstition arising from the long, inter- 


mittent and not overly successful Husker football association 
with the Camelback, perhaps the situation will be turned around 
in 1975. 


The Nebraska football squad headquarters and residence 


will be at the Scottsdale Hilton, just outside Phoenix. Nebraska 
Alumni headquarters for the Fiesta Bowl will be in the 
Doubletree Inn at Scottsdale. 


Roy R. Petsch, a Scottsbluff High School graduate who 


went to the University of Nebraska and became starting quarter- 
back of the Rose Bowl Huskers, lives in the Phoenix area now. 
An attorney, he was called Cowboy hi those days under coach 
Biff Jones. 


Reminiscing with a Nebraska acquaintance, Petsch recalled 


that football squads traveled by rail in those good old days 
before World War H. For instance, the Nebraska parry came fay 
Rock Island and Southern Pacific lines to Phoenix, about 36 
hours en route. The team remained in Phoenix 7Vz days, then

Thompson's 'According to St. Luke' 
Dramatizes Nativity Story in Music 


Huskers of 1940 sat on a fence at Wickenburg, Ariz., 
to enjoy dude ranch proceedings. •

Randall Thompson and Aaron 


Copland are considered by many 
critics to be the elder statesmen 
among American composers. 


"I'm not really that old," said 


Thompson in a recent telephone 
interview in connection with a 
working visit scheduled this 
week in Lincoln. 


"Actually, though, it touches 


me very much to be considered 
in those terms." 


Thompson, who is coming 


here to conduct two perfor- 
mances of his work The Nativity 
According to Saint Lake at First- 
Plymouth 
Congregational 


Church, is 76 and Copland 
celebrated his 75th birthday 
Nov. 12, giving Thompson a little 
seniority between the musical 
statesmen. 


The composer, who as 


professor emeritus at Harvard 
University, where he headed the 
music department from 1952 to 
1957 and •was a'professor from 
1948 to 1965, lives in Cambridge, 


Mass. 


"I work injny own office now 


and am incredibly busy. Can you 
hold on a minute? There is a call 
on the other phone," Thompson 
said. A pause followed. Then his 
voice: "Now I am back. I am 
writing music and am hard at it 
every day." 


Dr. and Mrs. Thompson had 


just returned from what he 
described as a three-week 
"escapade in Paris and London. 
It was just to get a little rest and 
away from it all We saw a great 
deal of theater," Thompson said. 


Thompson is to arrive Monday 


and will help complete 
preparations for the public per- 
formances of what be describes 
as musical drama for the church. 
The Nativity According to Saint 
Luke. The performances are 
scheduled at 8 p.m. Friday and 
Saturday at 
First-Plymouth 


Church, 20th and D. 


The production wiH involve a 


chorus of 60 voices, 12 soloists, 
the Nebraska Chamber 


Orchestra, an organist, a 
handbell choir and a children's 
choir. Lights and sets are in 
opera style, although the entire 
production is kept simple and is 
understandable 
even for 


children, in the words of John 
Levick, minister of music and 
fine arts. 


Thompson is coming to Lin- 


coln from San Francisco, where 
he conducted his Nativity at St. 
Ignatius Church. 


"There are six or eight produc- 


tions of the Nativity going on 
during the pre-Christmas time 
and I am conducting two of them 
— in San Francisco and hi Lin- 
coln," the composer said with a 
chuckle. 


The story of the origin of the 


musical drama, which often is 
described as opera for the 
church, goes back to 1961, when 
Christ Church in Cambridge was 
celebrating its 200th birthday. 
"It is a national monument," 
Thompson explains. 
"The 


church is the one in which 


George Washington garrisoned 
his troops. 


"It is a pint-size place to pre- 


sent a play. I wrote the Nativity 
to celebrate the birthday — not 
because it was commissioned, 
but as a church member who 
wanted to do something for the 
celebration. 


"The Nativity was first per- 


formed in the church in 
December of 1961. It was a 
series of vignettes—(like) paint- 
ings before the altar. And this 
added to the simplicity and 
directness of telling the story (of 
Christ's birth) as it should be 
told. There are no electrical 
gadgets — just the soloists, the 
choir and a chamber orchestra. 


"I began writing it in 


Switzerland where Mrs. Thomp- 
son and I have a chalet I 
finished it in Cambridge," the 
composer said. 


That the Nativity is very dear 


to his heart is apparent. 


"It has bad a Jovety history of

Los Angeles (AP) — "People 


stare at me and are amazed that 
I am not a doddering wreck. I 
feel like Edmund Dantes, just 
escaped from prison in The 
Count of Monte Cristo." 


That was George'Cukor's wry 


observation after he returned to 
Hollywood from the already- 
legendary filming of The Blue 
Bird in Leningrad. So many wild 
stories came out of the produc- 
tion that Cukor wonders if he 
was directing the same picture. 


"The tales I read and hear are 


fantastic," he said. "I was sup- 
posed to be directing the picture 
from a stretcher. Elizabeth 
(Taylor) was said to dislike the 
Russian food so much that she 
dined every night in Helsinki." 


Unscarred 
Far from being a stretcher 


case, Cukor seems unscarred by 
the experience. At 76 he was 
doubtless the oldest member of 
the 
Russian-American-English 


movie venture. 


"I am certainly not a card- 


carrying Communist," com; 
mented Cukor, whose taste and 
leanings are decidedly 
capitalistic. "But really, I found 
the Russians to be very sweet. 
They did everything they could 
to solve our problems, and they 
were puzzled by the reports that 


were printed in the Western 
press. They, of course, are not 
accustomed to a free press. 


"As far as I could determine, 


there was no spying, no sur- 
veillance. I could even kid with 
the Russians, asking them not to 
send me to Siberia if the picture 
went wrong. They replied, 
'Siberia is lovely now.' " 


Wroag Equipment 
Cukor said the maic problem 


with The Blue Bird was that the 
original coproduction deal 
arranged by American producer 
Edward Lewis was under- 
financed. The company didn't 
have the right equipment for 
such a lavish movie; when 20th 
Century-Fox stepped in with 
new financing, the situation im- 
proved, said the director. He 
minimized reports that the film 
had soared over its budget. 


"It's impossible to establish a 


budget when you're working 
with the Russians," he said. 
"They simply give you the Kirov 


Ballet and there's no way of 
telling what they cost. They 
don't calculate budgets as we do. 
We filmed from January to the 
end of July — seven months. 
That's not at all unusual for a 
Russian picture." 


Cukor also blew down rumors 


of personality conflicts on The 
Bluie Bird. 


"Elizabeth had indigestion 


during the picture and had to go 
to.London; any delay was not of 
her doing," he said. "Ava 
(Gardner) is an old friend, and a 
joy to work with. James Coco 
unfortunately had a gallstone 


removed and had to be replaced 
by George Cole. 


Antiwar Speech 
"That meant that Jane Fonda 


bad to return to reshoot the 
scenes she had done with Coco. 
I've known Jane since she was a 
little girl, and I could kid with 
her. In the picture she has an an- 
tiwar speech, and I told her, 
'This should be easy; just get out 
one of your anti-Vietnam 
speeches.'" 


Cukor admitted that he found 


the hotel service wanting. 
"They're geared for the tourist 
trade" and the food was grim 
until spring brought fresh fruit 
and vegetables. "But the bread 
was great and, alas, so was the 
ice cream." 


The Blue Bird, based on 


Maurice Maeterlink's play, is a 
change of pace for the director 
whose 45-year film career has 
ranged from Camille to My Fair 
Lady and the Hepburn-Tracy 
comedies to Gaslight.

Russian Movie Budget Plan Beyond Calculation

Los Angeles (AP) - "People 


stare at me and are amazed that 
I am not a doddering wreck. I 
feel like Edmund Dantes, just 
escaped from prison in The 
Count of Monte Crfsto." 


That was George'Cukor's wry 


observation after he returned to 
Hollywood from the already- 
legendary filming of The Blue 
Bird in Leningrad. So many wild 
stories came out of the produc- 
tion that Cukor wonders if he 
was directing the same picture. 


"The tales I read and hear are 


fantastic," he said. "I was sup- 
posed to be directing the picture 
from a stretcher. Elizabeth 
(Taylor) was said to dislike the 
Russian food so much that she 
dined every night hi Helsinki." 


Unscarred 
Far from being a stretcher 


case, Cukor seems unscarred by 
the experience. At 76 he was 
doubtless the oldest member of 
the 
Russian-American-English 


movie venture. 


"I am certainly not a card- 


carrying Communist," com; 
mented Cukor, whose taste and 
leanings are decidedly 
capitalistic. "But really, I found 
the Russians to be very sweet. 
They did everything they could 
to solve our problems, and they 
were puzzled by the reports that 


were printed in the Western 
press. They, of course, are not 
accustomed to a free press. 


"As far as I could determine, 


there was no spying, no sur- 
veillance. I could even kid with 
the Russians, asking them not to 
send me to Siberia if the picture 
went wrong. They replied, 
'Siberia is lovely now.' " 


Wrong Equipment 
Cukor said the main problem 


with The Blue Bird was that the 
original coproduction deal 
arranged by American producer 
Edward Lewis was under- 
financed. The company didn't 
have the right equipment for 
such a lavish movie; whe£ 20th 
Century-Fox stepped in with 
new financing, the situation im- 
proved, said the director. He 
minimized reports that the film 
had soared over its budget. 


"It's impossible to establish a 


budget when you're working 
with the Russians," he said. 
"They simply give you the Kirov 


and there's no way of 


telling what they cost. They 
don't calculate budgets as we do. 
We filmed from January to the 
end of July — seven months. 
That's not at all unusual for a 
Russian picture." 


Cukor also blew down rumors 


of personality conflicts on The 
Bluie Bird. 


"Elizabeth had indigestion 


during the picture and had to go 
to-London; any delay was not of 
her doing," he said. "Ava 
(Gardner) is an old friend, and a 
joy to work with. James Coco 
unfortunately had a gallstone 


removed and had to be replaced 
by George Cole. 


Antiwar Speech 
"That meant that Jane Fonda 


had to return to reshoot the 
scenes she had done with Coco. 
I've known Jane since she was a 
little girl, and I could kid with 
her. In the picture she has an an- 
tiwar speech, and I told her, 
'This should be easy; just get out 
one of your anti-Vietnam 
speeches.' " 


Cukor admitted that he found 


the hotel service wanting. 
"They're geared for the tourist 
trade" and the food was grim 
until spring brought fresh fruit 
and vegetables. "But the bread 
was great and, alas, so was the 
ice cream." 


The Blue Bird, based on 


Maurice Maeterlink's play, is a 
change of pace for the director 
whose 45-year film career has 
ranged from Camille to My Fair 
Lady and the Hepburn-Tracy 
comedies to Gaslight.

a lovely quality of uniting 
members of the congregation in

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How Fares a Candidate Without TV Exposure? 


By Jay Sharbutt 
New York (AP) — Network 


news teams were on hand this 
year when two prominent 
Republicans and 10 Democrats 
formally declared themselves 
candidates for President in 1976. 


They weren't present when at 


least eight other civilians an- 
nounced they also were seeking 
the job. And it's probable they 
won't show when Sam "Mr. 
Clean" Silverstein tosses his hat 
in the ring today. 


This ticks off his campaign 


manager, Alan Abel. 


"We can't get five seconds of 


-free air time on any of the three 
networks," grouses Abel, who 
says his man is an independent 
write-in candidate for president. 


It could be the networks don't 


take Sam "Mr. Clean" Silvers- 
tein'seriously because of his plat-

form. Among other things, he 
would: 


• Take Congress off salary and 


put it on a straight commission 
basis. 


« Legalize gun ownership but 


decrease the velocity of bullets

bidders, the proceeds to go to 
the U.S. Treasury. 


• Provide no-fault insurance 


for suicides. 


But Abel claims his man is 


serious. He explained as he stood 
at the corner of Fifth Avenue 
,and 50th St. here, dispensing 


hand-held "pedestrian crossing" 
signs to walking prospective 
voters to emphasize Sam 
Silverstein's devotion to public 
service. 


Abel acknowledged that no 


presidential campaign seems im- 
portant without massive radio 
and TV advertising. In 1972, for 
example, the Democrats and the 
GOP spent $14 million on it. 


But he said Silverstein is dead- 


set against buying air time 
because he distrusts political 
advertising and "we can't afford 
it." 


Who is this Sam "Mr. Clean" 


Silverstein, anyway? 


Well, said Abel, lowering his 


voice, his real name is Allan 
Pinsker, but he's using a nom de 


campaign. He said Pinsker is 53 
and "a semi-retired" sheet 
metal worker from Pittsburgh. 


He said Pinsker — or Silvers- 


tein, as the case may be — isn't 
seeking contributions from the 
public and will refuse any 
donations, as he is independent- 
ly financed by one Randy Robin- 
son, Pittsburgh businessman. 


Abel, 46, of Westport, Conn., 


said Port Huron, Mich., is very 
much in the running as 
Silverstein's possible national 
campaign headquarters. Abel 
said he chose that city by 
throwing a dart at a map of the 
U.S. 


Abel, whose office is an $82-a- 


month broom closet in a posh 
Fifth Avenue building, is no 


stranger to campaigns that have 
gotten local or national TV 
' coverage. He even makes a living 
lecturing about them. 


In the late 1950s, he first 


achieved prominence by 
spearheading a national drive to 
put pants on animals. You might 
have seen him on talk shows, 
crying, "A nude horse is a rude 
horse." 


In 1964, and 1968, he ran the 


presidential campaign of Bronx 
housewife Yetta Bronstein, who 
turned out to be his wife, 
Jeanne. Her ringing slogan was: * 
"Put a Mother in the White 
House." 


Some consider Abel a Hoaxer. 


He was asked if this allegation 
might make the campaign of 
Sam "Mr. Clean" Siiverstein a 
bit suspect in the eyes of 
network news executives, if not 
the general public.

"Well, actually it could if our 


literature were to fall into the 
wrong hands," he sighed. "But 
I'm not concerned. Right now, I 
think we need a little levity in 
the otherwise serious, dull cam- 
paigns, given us by those who've 
declared themselves." 


Abel was asked what Ms man 


will do if elected. 


"WeH," he said worriedly, "he 


says in jest he might resign ..."

New York — Two years of 


experimentation at Lincoln 
Center with the techniques 
needed to put live performances 
of opera, ballet, concerts and 
plays on television have been 
completed. As a result, it is 
possible to televise Isaac Stern 
and the New York Philharmonic 
or a Metropolitan Opera produc- 
tion as intimately and 
dramatically from stage as to 
cover Joe Namath and the New 
York Jets at Shea Stadium, 


Further, this can be done 


without disturbing the artistic 
atmosphere normally enjoyed by 
the performers and audience in a 
theater or concert hall. 


All that remains is finding a 


television market for the 
product. That appears to be the 
hardest part. 


Lacking the mass appeal of 


football and other sports, the 
performing arts are forced to 
seek a distribution system other 
than commercial television. The 
most immediate possibilities, ac- 
cording to Lincoln Center of- 
ficials, are public television and 
Home Box Office, a pay system 
on cable TV in some areas. 


Lincoln Center officials in- 


dicate they will soon begin dis- 
cussing with the 14 unions in- 
volved and the seven constituent 
performing arts companies a for- 
mula for the distribution of any 
broadcasting revenues. 


They made it clear that the ar- 


tists, musicians and people in- 
volved with the production — 
none of whom asked for extra 
fees during the period of 
experimentation — would have 
the first consideration. 


"If we increase the number of 


seats for a dancer's arabesque, 
in effect the arabesque is worth 
more money to the artist," 
remarked John Mazzola, 
managing director of Lincoln 
Center. 


The constituent performing 


companies at Lincoln Center, all 
facing financial problems, also 
would share in the revenue. 


From the experimentation has 


come a method of placing five 
studio cameras and six shotgun 
microphones so unobtrusively 
that the presence of television 
does not compromise the Lin- 
coln Center patron's enjoyment 
of the performance. The 
cameras use just the normal 
stage lighting. 


Ames indicated that a prime 


objective of the experiments was 
to overcome studio conditions, 
which he called "an unneeded 
barrier to the artist's emotional 
contact with his audience." 


Lincoln Center would es- 


tablish its own internal produc- 
tion company for television, 
rather than use commercial 
crews, he said, to assure artistic 
control at the source. 


He added, moreover, that any 


television system that purchased 
the events would have no rights 
at afl in the production. "We win 
make no concessions. They will 
have to take it as it comes, live 
from the stage," be said.

Growing1 wheat in the country and 


making cars in the city — they're two 
different jobs, ye't they're two closely 
related .parts of the American economy. 


Some people may not see how agricul- 


ture and the cites interact, but the U.S. has 
a long history of the two being closely 
related. Down -through the years the 
American economy has, undergone an 
evolutionary change, moving from being a 
rural agricultural economy to being an 
urban industrial economy. 


In 1890, the farm population in the 


United States totaled 30 million people, or 
42 per cent, of the total U.S. population. In 
1930, total farm population was 30.5 million 
people, or about 25 per cent of the total 
population. In 1970, the farm population 
totaled less than 10 million people, or only 5 
per cent of the total U.S. population. In 80 
years the number of people living on farms 
in America has declined from 40 per cent to 
5 per cent of the population. 


There have been a. number of forces at 


work, causing this shift from an agricultural 
to an industrial economy. One force has 
been the pull urban areas have exerted 
through more job opportunities and higher 
paying jobs. Another force which has 
pushed people out of agriculture is a sizable 
increase in productivity. 


Agricultural productivity has increased 


for several reasons, among them the 
continuing development of farm technol- 
ogy, new production methods, new ferti- 
lizers, herbicides, etc. 


Increases in productivity can be seen 


quite clearly in examining the number of 
persons supported by one farmer's produc- 
tion. In 1820, one farmer supported four 
persons. This number rose slowly during 


Cities, Country Closely Related

the late 1800s and early 1900s, so that by 
1920, one farmer could support nine people. 


Then the rapidly increasing productivity 


of the 20th century took over, and led to 
remarkable changes. In 1970, one U.S. 
farmer could support about 46 persons. 
This rise in productivity has pushed people 
off the farms, because the volume of human 
resources needed in agriculture several 
-years ago is not needed today. So people 
freed from agricultural endeavors have had 
to seek alternative means of employment. 


A basic structural shift in employment in 


the United States has been away from 
agricultural pursuits and into manufac- 
turing, trade and services. These types of 
employment are usually concentrated in- 
urban areas. So while the declining need for 
human resources in agriculture has pushed 
people from rural areas, the increasing 
demand for human resources in manufac- . 
turing-, trade and services has pulled people 
into cities. 


The urban areas which dominate modern 


American life are, first and foremost, labor 
markets. People have migrated to urban 
areas because" the chances of finding a job 
there are usually better than in farm 
communities and rural areas. To be a full 
participant in the American economic 
system, a person must have a job. Jobs are 
most plentiful in urban and metropolitan 
areas. 


Yet while bringing masses of people 


together in large cities provides a ready 
labor market for industry, it also creates 
problems. And these problems, such as- 
pollution. crime, and lack of adequate 
housing, are magmlied in the large urban 
and metropolitan areas of the United 
States. 


Many Americans have attempted to 


balance the necessity of holding jobs in the 
city and the desire to escape the problems 
there by moving to the city's suburbs. 
These moves may have solved the problems 
of specific individuals, but they have tended 
to accentuate the cities' problems. As 
people move out of the city and into the 
suburbs, retailers and other businesses also 
leave the central city to be nearer their 
clients. The end result of these movements 
is what economists call the "separation of 
tax base and tax need." 


The movement of middle and upper 


income wage earners, retailing concerns 
and other businesses to the suburbs has 
meant that the tax base, or source of 
revenue, has been leaving the central city. 
Yet lower income families, the elderly, and 
minorities have been left behind in the city. 
It is these latter groups which constitute 
the tax need. 


So while the need for tax dollars has 


remained the same or even increased for 
central cities, the sources of the much- 
needed tax dollars have left the central 
cities and moved to the suburbs. 


Economists suggest several possible 


solutions to the basic financial problem 
facing urban areas. One possible solution is 
to consolidate or unify urban areas. That is, 
the central city could annex surrounding; 
suburban areas, including residential, com- 
mercial and industrial areas. Sometimes 


* 
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this has been accomplished through city- 
county cooperation. 


But while some proponents of this move 


point to the many people who would gain 
from it, opponents say that the loss from 
unification (in the form of losing control 
over their governmental destiny and bring- 
. ing them back into the problem areas they 
tried to escape) is too great for them to 
support consolidation. For that reason, the 
outlook for merger is not bright. 


Another suggestion by economists is to 


let people leave the city for suburban 
developments, but make them pay the full 
cost of their decision. The cost of extending 
streets, power lines, utilities and other 
services to outlying areas is quite high, and 
these costs have either eventually been 
paid by the home owner, or the area has 
been annexed by a city, and the city has 
taken over the debt. 


Some economists say this cost should be 


made quite visible so prospective buyers 
can see what they are getting and what, 
they will have to pay for it. • 


Many economists today feel that one of. 


the nation's top priorities should be the 
maintenance of the nation's great urban 
areas. They say too much has been invested 
in these areas to throwT them away. 


The tendency in America's exceedingly 


rich economy has been to throw away old 
and worn items, rather than-to renew them. 
This may have been possible in the past, 


%\ hen the economy faced few shortages and 
no energy crisis. But the American econ- 
omy today is quite different from the 
economy of even 20 or 30 years ago. Today 
more and more Americans are realizing 
that resources are limited in relation to 
wants, and people will not be able to have 
everything they want. 


This "economic rethinking" may have an 


impact on the way Americans think about 
urban areas. Economists suggest that the 
U.S. recycle these areas rather than give 
up on them. They say there is too much 
in\ ested there to discard.

LAWS — In the past, state govern- 


ments had permissive laws which allowed 
school districts to decide if they would or 
would not'serve handicapped children. Now 
the districts' option is being replaced by 
mandatory legislation, and at least 80 per 
cent of the states have mandatory laws 


•"" requiring service. This, 
in turn, 
has 


brought about new legislative guidelines on 
provisions for funding, personnel training, 
materials, facilities, programs, and the 
guaranteed rights of handicapped children. 


Mandatory legislation has also influ- 


enced changes in certification requirements 
for teachers. Where there are no defined 
certification requirements for teachers "of 
learning disabled children, (such as in 
Nebraska), the state's teacher training 
institutions are primarily responsible for 
certification. 


Federal laws have influenced state laws. 


The federal government has assumed a 
portion of the financial cost of educating 
handicapped children, and most state 
governments have been relatively quick to 
change or legislate new laws which conform 
to those in Washington. Federal laws of 
child advocacy, child development, voca- 
tional rehabilitation, treatment standards 
for institutions, employment and transpor- 
tation, have made tremendous contribu- 
tions toward the support and training of all 
handicapped children. Probably the most 
significant federal laws which have influ- 
enced state changes are those which include 
the handicapped in Title VI of the 1964 Civil 
Rights Act. Essentially, these laws say 
there will be no discrimination against the 
handicapped in areas such as education. 
employment and housing. 


• ASSESSMENT — Assessing children 
with learning disabilities has led to many 
changes in the concept of diagnostics. The 
combination of many experts in many fields 
working together to analyze a child's 
learning processes has created the philos- 
ophy that "two heads are better than one" 
when it comes to diagnosing and interpret- 
ing the reasons a child is not learning, 


Educators, psychologists, physicians, 


social workers and others are combining 
their expertise to take a closer look at a 
child's physical and psychological develop- 
ment. and to communicate this information 
to each other as a profile of the child as a 
total functioning person, rather than as a 
fragmented individual. Then too, more 
emphasis is being placed on informal 
diagnosis through observations, screening 
procedures and diagnostic teaching, rather 
than through formal standardized testing. 
This informal approach gives a clearer look 
?t the child's learning style, as well as 
better clues to his abilities and his 
disibilities. This is done while the child is 
performing various school-related 


Many states and school districts are now 


emphasizing early assessments of infants 
and pre-school age children. Early assess- 
ment becomes a preventive measure for 
potential school problems when it is used to 
identify a child's learning behavior and 
educational needs as soon as possible.

Changes Seen in Education

Other changes in diagnosis which go 


beyond the idea that most learning prob- 
lems are caused by internal learning 
process disorders are also beginning to 
occur. More and more diagnostic proce- 
dures are designed within a philosophical 
framework which sees a child's success or 
failure in school as an interaction between 
his strengths, weaknesses, and classroom- 
situational factors (different approaches to 
instruction, individual differences among 
teachers, etc.). 


The child's learning characteristics are 


seen as his needs, skills, behaviors and 
interests, which are evident in the school 
situation. (The school situation refers to 
teaching and administrative personnel, 
goals and objectives of the school, curricu- 
lum and procedures for administering the 
curriculum, and materials used.) AH of 
these fetors, 
along with the child's 


learning and behavior development, and his 
motivation and performance, are now 
important in assessing the child's needs 
within his educational setting. 


Learning disabilities intervention programs are designed to foster and 
stimulate interest in learning while they teach to the child's abilities and 
inabilities. 


children in her classroom who exhibit 
learning or behavior problems, or both; 
conversely, the poorer the teacher's ability 
in personalizing instruction, the greater 
will be the number of children with such 
problems." 


But the concept of individualization 


- becomes vital here. For many, individuali- 


zation means a teacher must teach one-to- 
one within 
a clasroom of 30 or more 


children. This is not only impractical; it is 
also a physical impossibility. 


Adelman uses the term "personalized 


instruction" to mean that the teacher must 
know what each child can or cannot do in 
the,classroom, who can work independently 
in what subject area, which children can 
work together in small groups of two and 
three and in large groups of five and six, 
which children can follow written instruc- 
tions, and which need oral instructions, the 
children who are attentive and those who 
aren't, and under what circumstances, as 
well as several other factors. Once the 
teacher knows this, her classroom organiza- 
tion takes on a personalized atmosphere 
which meets the purpose of individualiza- 
tion. 


ETIOLOGY - Much of the data about 


the etiology (causes) of learning disabilities 
is unreliable and invalid. However, 
research into the medical as well as the 
educational causes of learnij|f disabilities is 
gaining more attention. _ 


The fields of neuropsychology (behavior- 


;il functions of the nervous system) and., 
neurophysiology (physical make-up of the 
nervous system) are continually expanding 
their investigation of learning as it relates 
!o neurological (nerve) development and 
beha\ ior. 


Interdisciplinary research is beginning 


to gather more definitive data about normal 
and abnormal relationships among neuro- 
logical functions. New instruments are in 
use which can more accurately diagnose 
brain lesions. Physiological studies (those 
concerning the endocrine system, blood 
sugar, hormonal research and others) are 
continuously being refined and expanded to 
include their relationship to learning disa- 
bilities. No aspect of early child develop- 
ment can be overlooked in research if the 
nature of jxwl-nata! development and its 
relationship to learning and behavior fc to 
he understood. 


TEACHER TRAINING - In the last 


10 years, teacher training in special 
education has taken on new perspectives, 
especially in thejearnmg dSsabOHies field. 
Specialized p i x ^ f ' 


INTERVENTION - Remedial educa- 


tional plans now give the child several 
program options which can emphasize his 
rate, style, extent and quality of learning as 
major variables in improving his learning 
problems. Intervention programs are 
designed to foster and stimulate interest in 
learning while they teach to the child's 
abilities and inabilities. 


The idea of individualizing teaching 


programs within large groups of children is' 
still at issue among many professionals. But 
in "Educational Perspectives in Learning 
Disabilities." Howard Adelman suggests, 
"The greater the congruity between a 
youngster's characteristics and the charac- 
teristics of the program in which* he is 
required to perform, the greater the 
likelihood of school success; conversely, the 
greater the discrepancy between the child's 
characteristics and the program charac- 
teristics, the greater the likelihood of poor 
school performance." 


Adelman also says, ".. .the greater the 


Irarber's ability in personalisang.-inslnjc- 
llon. the" fewer wiBr'&'.tlieiljy&ber, of ' 


which have created a categorical (labels 
such as learning disabilities, emotionally 
disturbed, mentally retarded, etc.) and 
non-categorical (no labels) issue for teacher 
trainers. Special education will probably 
have both. 


Educating teachers of the deaf, blind, 


severely mentally retarded, and other 
extreme handicapping conditions will pro- 
bably require specialized categorical train- 
ing. But training teachers to teach milder 
handicapped children, such as those who 
have learning disabilities or are mildly 
emotionally disturbed, need not be categor- 
ical fay concept, but should emphasize 
dealing with different learning and behav- 
ior patterns which are characteristic of each 
of these conditions. 


In this case, 'the training becomes 


relatively general, with specific skills 
needed to teach special education identi- 
fied. For example, the training program 
should provide experiences so the future 
teacher becomes competent in the know- 
ledge and skills needed to promote child 
development and learning, as well as 
personality development, cognitive (think- 
ing) development, curriculum development, 
child assessment, teaching techniques and 
procedures, materials and their use, com- 
munication and others. 


RESEARCH — Research should and 


will continue. Tremendous knowledge has 
been gained through education, medicine, 
psychology and other disciplines, but there 
is still a need for more research. More 
information is needed on the relationship 
between attention and hyperactivity, and 
between attention and motor activity. 
There is more research and data available 
on visual processing as opposed to auditory, 
and more needs to be done concerning the 
relationship between language and auditory 
factors. Many questions on audio-motor 
development are still unanswered. 


More needs to be done on the way 


children translate input (receiving informa- 
tion) into output (expressing ideas, con- 
cepts, etc.). There is a need to be able to 
identify and measure what Helmer Mykle- 
bust calls "inner language," which is the 
language process by which people think. If 
a way can be found to control such variables 
as homogeneity (sameness) of population, 
teaching environment, methods, teacher 
qualifications, teaching materials and 
others, it will be possible to better evaluate 
the effectiveness of mainstream (keeping a 
child in his regular classroom) and resource 
teaching programs. 


Parents and community members are 


now taking a more critical look at special 
education and learning disabilities. It is no 
longer acceptable to say a child can't learn 
or is not learning because of his environ- 
ment, poor genes, lack of motivation, or 
lack of a father in the home. Nor is it 
acceptable to say it is the child's (or his 
parents") fault that he cannot learn. 


Schools are becoming and will continue 


to become more accountable for producing 
learning results. But it's important to 
remember that producing positive results 
takes more than just criticism; it demands ' 
close cooperation and communication 
among parents, educators, and others who 
have a direct interest in the child's needs.

Company. Grant funds total $27,000 and are 
matched by school funds plus in-kind services of 
arts agencies and school districts, Mrs. Bartek 
says.

Phoenix — There are many 


exciting things to do and see if 
fans drive to Phoenix from 
Nebraska. 


For instance, if you enter 


Arizona by Interstate 40, which 
would be reached somewhere in 
New Mexico and then bring you 
west, you will skirt the Petrified 
Forest National Park (why not 
stop?) and some of the Painted 
Desert country in your first 50 
miles of Arizona. Further west a 
turnoff will take you about five 
miles south to Meteor Crater;

One 
of these is a short trip north to 
Sunset Crater, an extinct volcano 
with a perfect large cinder cane. 


Flagstaff also is a ski center

f last weekend. If you plan to ski, 
£ you should check about the 


slopes' conditions before going 
into the field, however.

A loop drive from Flagstaff, 


totalling about 190 miles, would 
deliver you to the south rim of 
the Grand Canyon and take you 
back to Flagstaff, with a choice 
of routes available. 


Flagstaff probably is the point 


where you'll want to turn south 
from 1-40, using 147 the rest of 
about 150 miles to Phoenix 
About a third of the way from 
Flagstaff to Phoenix on this 
route you come to the turnoff for 
a short side trip to Montezuma's 
Castle National Monument, a 
delightful example of Indian 
Chffdwellers' ruins. 


And in Phoenix, it is wise to 


have a car. If one comes by other 
transportation, it is well worth 
while to rent wheels here. There 
are so many wonderful places to 
see.

1973, James 
Schlesinger was sworn in as Secretary of Defense 
leaving his successor, poor Bill Colby, holding the 
bag of "Family Jewels " Before Gerald Ford fired 
him, Colby spent days trying to explain the CIA sins 
Schlesmger had uncovered.

What is the truth a"bout 


this last large immigrant 
group? The Polish Insti- 
tute of Arts and Sciences 
in America, Inc., asked 
Prof. Irwin T. Sanders of 
Boston University's Soci- 
ology Department to find 
out. Sanders and doctoral 
candidate Ewa T. Morawska 
recently finished a 300- 
page report, "Polish- 
American Community Life: 
A SurTey of Research." 


Herewith some of their 


conclusions: "Polish- 
Americans tend to be em- 
ployed in semi-skilled and 
skilled industrial jobs 
and are seriously under- 
represented in profes- 
sional and managerial 
occupations. 


"The majority of Poles 


still occupy lower- and 
lower-middle-elass posi- 
tions in the American 
class structure. 


"There are patterns of 


anti-Polish discrimination 
in areas of American life 
including housing, uoli- 
tics, and even in the 
hierarchy"of the Roman 


Catholic Church, to which 
nostPolish-Americanshelong. 


"Some Polish-Americans 


turn their economic and 
political frustrations 
"both on themselves and 
occasionally on some other 
ethnic groups, resenting 
the gains made by others 
while feeling alienated 
and threatened. 


"The stereotype of Poles 


as 'backward, clumsy, 
ignorant' has followed 
them from their arrival in 
America to the pre'sent in 
the form of the~Polish 
joke and other negative 
images."

Pros and Cons

E 


ver since Sara Jane Moore broke into the headlines last 
September for allegedly trying to shoot President Ford, 
there has been a good deal of attention paid to the age- 
old profession of informing. Sara Jane, it turned out, was 


working at the time as a paid informer for the U.S. Treasury 
Department's Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms, try- 
ing to catch illegal sellers of firearms. Before that, she had 
infiltrated radical groups for the FBI.. 


Until the day of the shooting, however, her career had 


hardly been unique. Virtually all law enforcement agencies 
— federal, state and local — use informers. Informers have 
been used to get the goods on Mafia activities and to crack 
heroin rings; they have also been used to spy on political 
enemies. 


How many are there? 


It is said that the FBI employs two informers for every 


agent. Various estimates put the number of informers now 
working for ail law enforcement agencies in the United 
States at between 20,000 and 40,000. 


Informers like these—plants, spies, infiltrators, defectors. 


finks, concerned citizens, or criminals bargaining for reduced 
sentences—have had an important role in the history of 
police operations. 


However, in a number of cities across the country, police 


have come up with what seems to be a new twist. 


Under a "tipster' program that was started last year in 


Racine, Wis., a city of 98,000, anyone can call a number 
at police headquarters and leave information on a crime 
under investigation or one that'is about to be committed. 
The caller does not give his name; he is known to police 
only by a three-digit number that he is assigned when he

However, while police officials are 


generally enthusiastic about the tipster 
programs, Donner has reservations. 


"Of course, people should be en- 


couraged to report crimes." he says. 
"The danger is that once you put in a 
financial incentive, people will abuse 


there are two principal types: criminal 
and political. 


In the past, informers have proved 


invaluable to federal, state and local 
agencies in dealing with purely criminal 
acts. One of the most famous informer* 
of recent limes was joe Valachi, who in 
1963 told what he knew about organ- 
ized crime to Congressional investiga- 


tors. According to the Police Journal, 
informers continue to be the key to 
Mafia-busting, 


Police officials also attest to the value 


of informers in vice and drug cases, 
although they are quick to note that 
most do it for less than admirable mo- 
tives Informers in drug cases are often 
drug dealers themselves, just trying to 


get rid of the competition 
Although some informers are 
"good citizens" who merely 
want to see criminals put be- 
hind bars, the type most often 
used bv police, according to 
Police Chief magazine, "is the 
criminal informant who usu- 
ally has a record of arrests and 
has chosen to "become an in- 
formant for a varietv of rea- 
sons—leniencv. a 'license' to 
continue his illegal activity, 
money, etc.—and reliability 
will not be one of his stronger 
points'' 


Political excesses 


Although the danger of 


abuse exists in all activities 
involving informers, the 
worst excesses in recent vears 
have occurred when inform- 
ers were used for political 
purposes. Informers, planted 
in organizations on both the 
right and left, have often 
turned out to be unbalanced 
individuals who, on their own 
or on orders, encouraged 
groups they infiltrated to 
commit acts of violence. 


In 1968, two informers re- 


ceived $36,500 for helping 
police and the FBI spring a 
trap in an attempted bomb- 
ing of a home in Mississippi. 
Police killed a woman and 
wounded a man associated 
with the Ku Klux Klan 


Activists acquitted 


Informers also surfaced at 


the trials of anti-war activists, 
including the Harrisburg 7, 
the Camden 28, the Gaines- 
ville 8, the Detroit 13, the 
Seattle 7 and the Chicago 7. 
In each case the charges were 
dropped or the defendants 
acquitted. Frequently the 
juries felt 
informers had 


goaded the defendants into, 


' 
illegal or violent acts. 


Perhaps the most blatant 


testimony to this fact came 
from informer Robert W. 
Hardy at the trial of the 


Camden 28, who were accused of raid- 
ing the draft board and destroying files.

ie late Bernard Baruch, a financial 
wizard and an adviser to Presidents 
50 years ago and more, once de- 
fined an economist as "a man with a 


Phi Beta Kappa key on his watch chain 
and no watch " Well, if that observation 
was ever true, it is as outdated now as 
the watch chain. 


For today's economist not only is 


likely to own a watch, but possibly he'll 
be sea'ing as a director of the watch 
ownpanv, while at the same time get- 
ting paid well as a government con 
sultant and as a professor at a large 
university. 


In short, the national economy may 


be sick, but business among economists 
is booming. 


"Economics is a counter-cyclical pro- 


fession," says Elton Hmshaw an official 
of the American Economic Association 
"When times get hard in the economy, 
thev get good for economists " 


At the association's annual meeting 


later this month in Dallas, there will be 
ample evidence ot the good times 
economists are enjoying While aca- 
demics in other disciplines search vainly 
tor jobs, industry, government and uni- 
versities have been bidding high for 
economists—an average of 530,000 a 
vear. 


In their own employment market, 


the forecasts of the nation's leading 
economic thinkers had been wrong. 
OD'V a few vears ago, at the 1971 AEA 
meeting, there was deep concern that 
there would not be enough jobs for 
the economists produced during the 
1960's 


During the wartime prosperity, stu- 


dents raced to catch the economics 
bandwagon The number of economics

Ph.D 's tripled in 10 years and so did 
the number of master's degrees. The 
Census Bureau reported there were 
67,000 working economists in 1970 


Thus, while the AEA created a spe- 


cial committee to meet the expected 
crisis in economics employment, the 
crisis didn't come—except for the rest 
ot the country And contrary to what 
Hmshaw savs, economists prospered, 
whether the economy was coming or 
going or both 


Economists were catching hell, how- 


ever, from a puzzled nation disillu- 
sioned bv the experts Former AEA 
President Walter Heller defended his 
profession not only for himself but for 
a half-dozen big-name economists who 
helped him write his speech 


Off to Minnesota U. 


Heller, the chairman of President 


Kennedy's Council of Economic Advis- 
ers (CEA), was in debt when he left 
Washington to return to the University 
of Minnesota He had made a name for 
himself when he convinced Kennedy 
and later Johnson to heat up the econ- 
omy to pav for the Vietnam War. 


Heller has become an economics 


superstar, serving on the boards of six 
corporations, consulting for business 
and government, writing for The Wall 
Street journal, lecturing at about S3000 
an appearance, and teaching at the Uni- 
versitv of Minnesota. He also writes an 
economic newsletter for the National 
City Bank of Minneapolis. 


About the time Heller left the Council 


of Economic Advisers, Arthur Okun 
came from Yale to join it, and was it 
chairman at the end of the Johnson 
Administration Now a senior fellow at 


Brookmgs Institution, Okun also is a 
high-priced consultant and lecturer, 
with such clients as Wall Street's Don- 
aldson, Lufkm & Jenrette and Washing- 
ton's American Security & Trust Co. 


Among Okun's former council or ad- 


ministration colleagues are Kermit Gor- 
don and Charles Schultze, both of 
whom served as directors of the bud- 
get •bureau Gordon is now head of 
Brookmgs and Schultze is another sen- 
ior fellow, constantly in demand as a 
consultant and expert witness. 


Republicans also have found it profit- 


able to move from government to busi- 
ness and back again Paul McCracken, 
a member of CEA during the Eisen- 
hower Administration and chairman un- 
der Nixon, is back at the University of 
Michigan Business School as a newly 
designated "distinguished professor" 
He recently resigned as a consultant to 
the Ford Administration to head a new 
committee of leading economists spon- 
sored bv the Organization for Economic 
Cooperation and Development Also, 
as an expert on the problems of utilities, 
he is serving as a director of Detroit 
Edison 


Expensive advice 


A senior staff economist for the Sen- 


ate Antitrust and Monopoly Subcom- 
mittee estimates that the superstars are 
earning S100,000 a year and more. Con- 
sulting fees for name economists, he 
said, range from $500 to $1000 a day 
at government agencies Private indus- 
try pays even more 


One of the most successful of the 


superstars is Democrat Otto Eckstein, 
who founded Data Resources Inc. in 
1968, two years after he left the Council 
of Economic Advisers and returned to 
Harvard where he still teaches an un-

Council of Economic Advisers, also 
showed up before the Federal Commu- 
nications Commission (FCC) as a paid 
consultant for American Telephone and 
Telegraph Co Like manv of the super- 
stars of the economics profession, said 
a Congressional staff economist, Eck- 
stein was part of "a growing trend of 
economists for hire. Like lawyers, thev 
do their best to represent their client1;' 
interests " 


A critical view 


University of New Hampshire econo- 


mist Manlev Irwin. who worked for the 
government on an FCC investigation a 
few vears ago, said. 'The profession is 
on the take. It's bad enough that some 
of mv colleagues trade on their govern- 
ment service for big lecture and con- 
sultant fees and spots on corporate 
boards. But even more of a conflict is 
involved when economists, including 
the blue-chip ones, take large retainers 
for simply being there when a company 
is in trouble and needs them. 


"When i worked with the FCC, we'd 


go out and look for a big name to help 
us with an investigation of a corpora- 
tion and almost every time, it seems, 
thev'd be soaked up. bought and on re- 
tainer by that very corporation."

get him 5500,000 a week Undismayed 
Kastner conferred with executives at 
United Artists, explained that the com- 
bination ot tuo superstars, Nicholson 
and Brando, would prove box-office 
dvnamite, and suggested that thev 
make a deal

stand the way he worked. It really threw 
me, but especially towards the end it 
went very well. 


"Marlon, I learned, loves to spend a 


lot of time away from everyone, so I 
never got to know him. He seemed 
aloof to me and very much the super- 
star, the king of the set to whom all 
bowed and deferred. He generates a 
lot of energy in a production, a lot of 
power. 


"In this film he came on very gently 


with everyone. He went around intro- 
ducing himself to the crew, asked how 
they were. He behaved with kindness 
and consideration. All the journalists 
who came up to the location—they all 
wanted to talk to him or Jack Nicholson. 
A couple of them _were very kind and 
talked to me, but who's interested in 
an unknown when Brando and Nichol- 
son are around? 


"Nicholson was with Anjelica [his 


girlfriend Anjelica Huston, daughter of 
director John Huston] and he main- 
tained a pretty low profile. He'd stay at 
his own place, go to bed early, but he's 
a dream to work with. 


She praises stars 


"I learned a lot from both Jack and 


Marlon, watching their work, watching 
the rushes. A lot of what they do seems 
to come from experience. They know 
exactly how the camera works, they 
understand it and they know precisely 
what they need to do to project the 
character they're playing. They under- 
stand timing and proportion. Nicholson 
lakes a lot of time. He spaces bits of 
business between his lines. He fills 


them totally so that when he comes 
with the words you know exactly where 
each person is. You go through his 
emotions with him. He's never hurried.
